LOCAL OBSERVATIONS. 




JANUARY. 

Tlih IS one of the most plensnnf months in the year; its temperature is cool and re* 
freshui?, ami extremely cotiRonial to all hnl the MCtnu .if Rout and rheumatism The 
air at inid dav is cenerallv clear and wholesome, but the moumigs and evenings are 
sometimes damp and foggy. 

The tlieriiioTiieterrauRes, in the shade, froinM^ln themorningtof»r’®infheafternoon. 
\ northerly mnd piei min dnrintTlIns mouth, hut seldom blou h with much stiength : 
when it does, and is aceoinp'.uied with lairi, the cold is very disagrceulile. 

Ill the meat market the le is u plentiful supply of beef, mutton, veal, lamb, pork, 
kid, poult I y, etc , ot the most superior kinds. 

Game also is to be lind iii great abundanre—snipe, duck, teal, etc. 

The lish market is well siirijiliedat tins season, Mitli beckt^ , or rockup, (the salmon of 
tlie R.ut,) triooiiiee, rooe, cutlah, quoye, sowle, sellinb, bbulah, eels, soles, and many 
othi*rs ot infenor descriptions. 

Vegetablesof allkindsare now in t he liighest state of perfection ; (he markets abound 
with gieeri peas, cuuliflovveis, cabbages, turnips, potatoes, a-spaiagus, >huis, carrots, 
spiu.ige, g"eeus, eueumbers, ladishes, releiy, lettuces, young onions, kuol-khole, 
kutclioo. French-beans, seem, brmjals, red and white beet, etc , etc. 

Fruit trees, in general, begin to show' then hnds and blossoms this monthi tnangoe, 
peach, imuiplenose (sliaddock), rose -apples, etc 

riie triiits in season are Sylhet and Cham oranges, loquats, plantains, pine apples, 
long and round plums, largo gua\us. puniplenose, tipparali and a few ulhers, 

N. B —Tile tollowiug fruits and vegetables, are procurable not only in this month 
but through out the whole year, VIZ —plantains, sugai runes, coroaiiuts, guavas, pme 
apples, pupiuhs.ciistard-iiiiples, lack, louiitiy almonds, tamarinds, oiurab, burbutly, 
mint, sage, parsley, ouious, radishes, lettuce, etc. 

FEBRUARY. 

This month is generally cool and roiiifortable, parficulnrly if the northerly wind 
pre\ ails, the weatlier afterwards becomes disagreeable, till a change ot season takes 
piiK e about the end of the month. 

Wlieu the wpulberm vurmblc, the wind blows principally from the N. W , veering 
round occiisiotmlly to the N E attended with clouds nnd dnz/.hng ram, this loiilinues 
till about the *20111, when the southerly wind sets in The wealliernow beeomes mild and 
genial ; the days, however, sometimes rather hot, and the nights laild, witli heavy devi's. 
Tlie thennoriieter, in (he shade, ranges on a medium, fromf)8‘' to 7!i®. 

The measles in children, are very prevalent cliiriiiK the whole of tins month, 
Rheuiriatism and gout become less tnmhlcsoine after the southerly windshave set in. 
Warm clothing becnnu‘8 rather unpleasant to new comers, but not .so to old Jiidians, 
whose blood is not so easily heated. Sometimes this month is rather showery, which 
protracts the cold season until the middle ot the follow'ing month. 

Meat continues good and abundant. ^ 

The tish market has the addition of the small hilsah, (the Indian mackerelj 
Tlie additional vegetables are pumpkin ai^d young cucumbers; and the fruits 
custard-apples, mulbernes, and small water-melons.

* MARCH. 

The Iherniometer ranges in (he jilmde from 08^ m tlie morning to 82* in the afternoon, 
operations of liUHbantity, pron(‘r:iII> commonre this month, so soon as the 
moistened by ram; this, however, soinrtimes iiappens Qt the latter end of 
and then it js oceasioned tiy an umisiial <iiuiiit(t> of ram.

^*‘'"** ' i^'ish to he Imd in abundance, and the market has the addition of the gooteah, a sinal) 
but w'etl flavored fish. 

Green peas and turnips disappear at the end of this month ; salad, cabbases, carrots 
and celery aie on the decline, but osjumiirus and indatnes continue rxienrut green* 
mangoes and unripe tniisk-inellons are to lie had, also omiah, greens aun wntei-ci esses 
Fruit 18 also pleiititul — large water-melons apjiear about the middle of the montti, 
and contiuue in perfection till the middle of .lime 

The iiorth-w'esters with thunder aud lightning, and rain, generally appear towaids 
the end of this month. 


APUIL. 

The beginning of lhi.s month is somet lines tdeas i uf . partii olarlvifl ii irlh-w esters 
arc liequeiit; but the mnldle and latter part uie disagreeable ni the exit erne , P is one 
of the worst months m the year 

Tlie thermometer ranges in the shade from 80« in the morning to 90“ ni the afleruoon, 
but when e^po.sed to the sun, it n.'^es (o 110*', 

The wind blows from the south, and is very strong throughout the month, and 
when the wind is hot, from the absence of ram, it becomes opj)res>n e. Tins state of the 
weather is very unfavorable to vegetution. 

The north westers are at times attended with droodfuT ^torm.s of thunder and light 
ning, during which ram and hail fall in toiients' those storms soinetmies orcasion 
much damage. Tiie north westers conliuue at mtr rvals till the hegimung, and some* 
times till the middle of May. 

This is an unfavorable season for meat, which begins to be lUbbv and poor, the tat 
•pmisy and yellow. 

The fish market has the addition of the mnrigoc fish, so cnlled from its annual visit 
to all the Bengal rivers^ at tins (the maiigoe) season, luspaw'ii : it upiunis as soon as 
the inangoe IS formed on the tree, ami dii*aprioais at (h<‘ clo.se ot ilie season, tliat is 
aliout the middle of July. Tins bsli hast, perhaps, the most agreeable iJavor of ariv in 
the world, and i* so much sought otter, ('by natiies as w el) as- Fiiropfaus I h, it, although 
not BO large as a middle sized whiting, the> aie sold »it the heginmii:, ol tin- nioiilh, at 
Iro atrupc s pf Jlefo tbt idofM.i tin be pie the 

sold at one rupee per score; and in June, two to llivei scmeinns he had for a iiipc 
The fish iioirKet h.is also the addition of (he < arp .ind inugoorj^ 

Fotutoes, aspinagus, onions, cucumbers and u few < bage sprouts are the only 
vegetables to be piocured. 

Water-melons and musk-mclons are in great perfection ; but (here is not nmeli fniit 
now to be had in the market. Green mangoes lor pickling, aim toriuda tor turls are m 
great abundance. 


MAY, 

The weather, daring this month is most oppressive, especially the latter half 
of the month ; the wind continues southerlv, and tin* IumI isHitircil> bearable Of all 
months luthe year, (he present is the most trying, partn nlaily to llio'^t* whose ai ocatmiis 
ooinoel them to be much out of doors. To be exposed to (he sun ivithouta covenns,is 
extremely dangerous at any hour, from 10 to o’clock, it would be itiiii to any ciniBti- 
tution, except to that of a native, inured to the c lunate bv biithanU practice, and even 
natiires sometimes tall a Biicrilice to the powerful infiuence of the sun The bent in the 
tirst half of live month is sometimes relieved by mu th-w esters, accmnp.inied by refreshing 
ghowers ; vivid Hlhtning and loud thunder at times uttend the nuitb-wosters. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade, on a inedmm, fioin m the morning to 
In^'the Afternoon . if exposed to the full latlueuceot the suubeums^ it will rise to I4U** 
and sometimes higher.

But few vegetables romc to any perfef non that aie sow’n in this month; but It is 
desirable to sow siicoessiie trops of c .ihhagc and U-ituce which may be *l)lanted in 
beds wliirh aie paitl> protected Irom the sun, and tiaiisplanled into rows as required. 

In the market, hmijal, cariots and turnips may he iirotured in eonsitterahle qiimi- 
^tities ami pretty goo<l Turnips aic geneially veiv stringy tov^ ai ds tlic end of Manh, 
Country radi.sh and all kinds of c ountr) greens may be had in laige qiLintities, and 
alt the kinds of fruit proeuta'de iiiFehiuary me ohlunidhle with the addition of 
green m’ingoes and jakes, loqitots.a few date.s amt blatkberries Young plants should 
be w^'eded in this inoritli, and ein ireled with a slight enihanknient, to retain tiui water 
whieli they mu.st he atlorded during the gieaier pari of this and tlie two sncccediiig 
iinuidi.s iVlelo'is .uni (.nctiinhet s, should he sown during tins ni out h also as well.isgiape 
and ajiplu, sced.s, Indian corn and sugai-cuue. Still gather winter tiowet seeds.

The remarks on IMareh apply equally to this month, but as the hot srnsoii advances 
the chances of suerOH.s in i earing most kind.'* «>f v»‘gOtal)les diininisli. Late imdons and 
cucumbers may he -lown tlui ing (liis mouth likewise Sow melons in rich light soil, gi\ iiig 
the plants plenty of rooj i to run When they have Ihrow'n out tour leaves stop them hy 
pinching ort‘ the leading hud* they will then prodncetw'o lateral shoots, yvliich stop m a 
similar maimer ; and so c oaf iriue to ir< at cai h new iorined shoot, stopping it at the 
set Olid 01 third joint. Wlieii the planis hegin to show fruit, stoj) the fruitiiu branches tu o 
joints hctoiethe fruit Covcm the giound with leaves or sti aw to keeji the roots cool, 
and to pn’vent (he fruit fioin licioming spotted 

In this month plantains, pine apples, puiiiplenose, black berries, ripe mangi'es, 
peiK hes, liLhees and all <h(} other trai(.s jn oi nrable in IVlureh are abundant in the 
markei. Canots. turnips, he.uis and cabh.iges are re«fme<l in qvmntitv, and (heir prices 
are rpnsiderahly me leased, when good Biitipil, ladish, water pumkins, and greens in 
ph'iity are to he had Mu.s' -niehnis, and several other country melons, come into 
ieasoo Hhoiii the middle ot this month. 

In the latter pait ol this imnilh (dant all the amaryllis or lily tribe, and in faet all 
bulbous roots and phint.s, shonid hcsoyyn orphinled. Sow' early cucumbers, okra, 
I ndi III corn, .sugar cHne, grape, apple, and all cmintiy fruit seeds, aothatthe piants 
inaj hay e the adyunt ig** *)t (lie i.nii to grow up vigorously Galhei w inter Iloyver seeds 
and commence gratliiig and budding, rientifully water young pluiits. 

May. 

Mangoes, pine-apples, pnmplenose. plantains, and all the fruits procurable Inst 
month are supplied ahundiintly. Bruijuls, greens, and summer flowers of almost all 
sorts a IV to be hud pleiilif'ully in (he market. Musk and water-melons, etc, are 
plentitullj sujipJieil to the mm ket about the end of thisinonth. 

Grafting and budding, ot all kinds, should be peiformed during this month, whi< 1i is 
the most favorable, for sueJi operation.s And the goilienng of the seeds of winter 
flow ers, should be tiiiishcil at its einl. tVafei young plants. Lichees and peaches get 
scarce at the end of Ibis mouth, hut yvauipees, wild luliecs and melons, continue 
plonliful. Sow’ long cuciiiuliers and white pumpkin seeds, giape seeds, peach stones 
and fruit seeds generally . 

Jane, 

Asparagus seed should be sown in boxe.s towards the latter end of the month, and 
traiHpliiiiteil in November, in royvstwoleel apart, and the plunfs one foot from each 
otlier. The soil should be mixed yvUh a laige portion of rotten horse manure it is 
scarcely possible to make the ground too rich for usparagus Fre.sh asparagus seed 
should be sown whenever procurable, and especially between the end of June and 
the begmiiiiiR of December. 

Ill this iiiouth mangoes, orfxnge.s, pine-apples, pumplenoses, plantains, pomegra- 
nates, cucumi>ers, melons, limes, wild-hchecs, juke, monkev-jake, and a gre.it variety 
ot berries and other fruits are abundantly supplied ak low prices m the market. Car- 
rots, turnips, cabbage, and other h^uropean vegetables, are ver> scarce and dear ; but 
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country greens and brinjal*, are procurable m small quantities. About tbe «nd of thb 
mouth melons disappear. 

Young and lender plants should be carefully watered every evening during this 
month, and chillies, okra, Imliaii corn, pen-sticks, jute, red and Chinn spi nape and 
the coentnon native greens lu general, iiicliidiiig pulhiil, kui rain, ihingali, hurbuttee and 
chichingah, should be .sown. The planting of cuttings ot all kiud«rot truits and dowers, 
should be commenced at the end ol this mouth. Sow peai h stones and Iruit seeds 
generally. Sow long cucumber seeds at the end ot the mouth. 

Jif ly . 

At the end of this month if is desirable to sow seeds for early pnrslev, heats, knol- 
khole, caldmge, caulidower. hrucoli, asparagim, endi\ e, lettuce, cairids, luriiips and 
other winter vegetables. 

Cfleru —Sow in boxes in tins and the five following months. U< move to beds when 
about thiec nil he.s high, and into frenclies, us lequned, uftcr bong a month in the 
bed.s. The trenches «>liould be Vji fei t <leep, tilled up with a lo<d ot light sol and sl.ddc 
inanuic. and afterwards gnuluatlv, ns the plant glows, vvidi light soil, (ill within about 
six inches of (he top Water for the fii si Iwm> months with tiie liand, alter which they 
may le occnsioiiully floodcu. 

Anothtr ic«v —Having sown and transplatiled ns above, remove into tienches 
four tcet apart, and about IH imhes deep, neaity filled with horse manure mid luli 
earth As fne plant grows, bank up into ridges with light soil. By this method the 
root of the plant, and not the stem, is watered when Hooded. 

Knol'khule ,cahhctl/e,caitltjh)irt‘i hrocolt . — Sow in boxes during this and five 

following months. Remove ni beds when two iiuliea luuh, and transplant the cabbage 
and kuol khole (w k e, and caulidower and biocoli|at least tliiee tunes, allow ing tlie 
growth of a couple ot new leaves between each pluiitiiig. 

Asprirrm/i/*.— Sow in beds in Juh , and leinove tlie plants in November, into raised 
beds of one or two rows. When the berries become led, t ut the jiltiids two incheH 
above the ground on Hop dress, when they will be read v to cut in ten days, llv 
diessing the beds m succession, asparagus mayjlie piodiiccd for the table nil the yeai 
— stable matmie is the best, and the plant should inv a iinbly be watered by tbe hand, 
and never Hooded except in very hot w'eailier. riant n if taken care of will produce 
for eight or ten years. They should, however, be wintered (roots cleaied of the earth 
and exposed tor some days) tmd the ground diessed ever) second year. 

LeftKce Sow in luixes or pots surrounded wilh water, till the plants 

appear, otherwise the small red ant will destroy them. Plant out as required, and lie 
up a few days befoie you cut for itse. 

Ctrrroifs,— Sow in a light deep saiidv soil 

Turnips —Sow' in a rich soil, well manured. 

In the market all Europe vegetables aie very scarce and dear this month. 
Brinial, gret-ns, and othei native vegetables are supplied. Piiif apples, and melons are 
getting out of season, Plantaiuii. pumpkins and lucumliers, are plentiful. 

Mangoe.s coiilinuetill towards the end of the month. Pme apple.s, jakes, monkey- 
jakes. hoiich, and guavas are very abundant. Young plants and grafts should all be 
planted out iluring this month, and the trees pruned us soon as they have done, bearing, 
as that i« the only time when it ran be done with betiefU to (hem Cuttings of alHrees 
and shrubs should be put in this month, as well as slips of artichokes, wdijch, as soon 
as they have established themselves, should be <utdovvu close to the ground ^ttina 
ard dower and dahlia seeds should be sow'n. Balsorn seeds should be sown m the 
beginning of the month and until the end of October. 

All grafting and budding should befliiished this month, so that the rains of the two 
succeeding months may cause them to shoot up with vigor when pbmled out, 
Wiimpeesi, blackberries and wild-licliee.s go out of season during the early part ol this 
month, tiow mangoe, jake, blackbeiry, date, and all kinds of summer fruit seeds 
during this month-they will thrive well— likewise sow gooseberries. Expose the 
roots of young plants from the middle of this month to the middle of September, to 
harden then, or they may fall sacrifices to white ants. Sow the irregular early crop of 
potatoes. 

Avrjust. 

Successive crops of all the vegetables sown in July should be planted at the end of 
this mouth, more especially celery and beet, which should be fit to transplant a second 
time before the monsoon. These tw'o vegetables are less likely to sulfer by excessive 
raiuthuu most others. Artichokes should be sow n.m beds during this month, three 
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inrhM between enrh see<t, so na to allow the removal of the plants in November, 
wiOiout, (lislnrbing f Vie roots To propagate by suckers —takeoff the suikers, anti 
pritk (liein out six Indies upni t , ami when they become well rooted, franspluiil into 
deep rich soill seithiK Uiem two fttt apart. If large, suckers may be planted at on€« 
where they are intended to rernain. 

To prevent arln Vinkes running to le.'if. and producing small heads, when the 
plants are from ten to (itteen iiu Its lii^li, cut tViem off close to the ground ‘ and cover 
them over with light diy old m.imirc wlien they have advanced a few inrlies rejieat 
the operation . If tlie yomm jilnnts are tied up for a few days before bting cut off, they 
will become bliim lied and iiuiy be eaten as suind. * 


hist regular ci op of potatoes. 

Mangoes are vei y scarce. Plantam.s, pine apples and giiavns continue in abun. 
dance , and custard-apples, kuniruiigtihs, punuia’’ s, avlgcito pears, and corroiidas, 
come into season . 

Insects are excessively iininerous and destriu live. The Orange tribe should be 
budded and inarched, and pi opaeated by seeds Coiitimie grafting mangoes. Trans- 
plant cotton, Propagate cfiniutioiis and pinks by layer-*. Finish cutting peach and 
lichee grafts. Aliuut tlie end ot this month sow dahlia, balsom, early mignonette, sun. 
flower, cox-cornb, polv.nUhus, hylirscus, liolyhock, lark spur, lupin, poppv ,s\vcet-siiltan 
onion, cabbage, salsafy, cauliflower, lettuce, and fdl the other seeds sown last month. 

Seplember, 

Continue to sow all the vegetables mentioned for August* Transplant early 
rnhbage, cauliflow er, brocoli, beet, celery, endive, and lettuce. Two or three crops of 
pca.s may be sown during thi.s month, it the w’ealber is favoundile, but not with much 
prospect of success unless sown at the latter end. 

Peas should be planted in trenches, in double row’s, nbonf Iw'O feet apart. They 
should be watered Viy' hand for the fir.Ht furtniuht and afterwards flooded until they nro 
two or three feet high, by which time tVie winter dews will be suflicicnt to separate 
tjiein, Peas require no manure, but should be planted in good soil. Sun flower seeds 
for the winter should be planted now; but lhi.s flower grow.s all the year round. 
Coxcomb, larkspur and migniionelte seeds might be sow'ii. 

Avigato-pe.irs still coiil nine, and eai ly loquots, and sour oranges begin to make 
tlieir appenraiice about the end of this month A s(»ecics of hard, ta.steless musk 
melon is jirocurahle in nbiindniice. Sow' a\igato-peur stones. Young potatoes 
in .season. Tlie American cotton sowneaHyin fullfiuit. Plant Cape bulbs, either 
ill the ground, or in very deep pots well droiiied. The turnips and cabbagis are much 
iiife.sted by a small dark caterpillar whicli may be destroyed by .sprinkling the plants 
with powdered lime. The rice Viegin.s to flower. I'ut down cuttings of geraniums, 
roses tiolets, licarls-ease, etc. Flowers in gieat pci fection. As most of the peocii 
tree.s will have lost their leaves, the rool.s should be opened and exposed for 14 days, 
and then strongly iipiniired. Potatoes should be sow'n during this month. The w'hole 
ot the grafts should be cut this month, if possible, so that they might still benefit by 
the showers of ram that fall al tins tune. 

October. 

The remarks on last month apply equally to this. Continue to sow all kinds of 
vegetable seeds in boxes , transplant from the boxes into beds , and immediately utter 
the flrst heavy fall of rain remove into beds, lows and trenches, more particularly cele- 
ry , beet, cabbage, knol khole, cauliflow’er, and brocoli. Care should be taken in Anally 
transplanting all the cabbage liibe this month, to provide against heavy falls of rain, 
by inakiiig trenches to carry oft the water. Crops of peas should be sown every week 
or ten days from the beginning of this mouth until the end of December— peas sown 
atterthnt time seldom pod. 

Oiiioies and leeks should be sown during this month also, in light rich earth, care- 
fully coveiHig the seed. When leeks area lew inches high, plant them m drills, 
eighteen inches apait, and nine inches, from plant to plant As they increase in sixe 
draw up the earth to their stems, iu order to blanch theliij as leeks are much improved 
by blanching. 
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Sow parsnips in rich deep soil. Trench the ground (wo feet deep, soav (lie seeds 
in drills one foot apart, and dun the fdants so as (o leave eighl in< lies from each other. 

The main beds for strawberries should he planted. Ornnges begin to ge( palidaiilo 
this month, and the cutliiig of the siiear-cane c,<iirjnietices. nrimals and natne 
greens become plentilnl, and the last crop of Indian corn is gathered. The last of 
the grafts should r’ositi^ely be cut, and suckei*, tiaiisplariied. Plnnl Iniksian, xnanpoltl 
sweet-sultan, miguoonet te pinks, t nination, asters, and all annual plants during this 
month. Propaj^ate gernmnins by slips; and sow all kinds ot vegetable and (lowei seeds 
every six or eight days, throughout the month 

Novemher^ 

This is the month fovactivUv in the vegetable gardens, ns hut few things arrive at 
much perfection which are not planted before (lie end ot (Ins montli. Tlie priiiei)jal 
crops of peas should be sown during (he hr.s( we»k; and eontiniied ever\ six days 
during (he inoiilh; also scailet runners Fremh, IJiumd ami W'mdsor beans. Sow 
beet, knol-khole, cabbage, brocoli, and caulillowers, in beds, and remove fi oin beds 
into rows. Ti'ansplant telery and remove into trenehe.s. l'jan( nut artichokes and 
asparagus. 

The middle crop of potatoes should be .soun about the middle of (hisinonfli. They 
should he pU'nte<l in light .soil, in whicli no horse dung is mi\ed. The potaloe should he 
cut according to the nuniViei* of eyes, taking < me tliat eat h piet e is of snlhcient si'/e to 
nourish the e'e, until it roots— twice the size of a mairs (hnmh mut round the, 
eye, \m 11 do well. ^Vhen planted, not more than one im h, or one and a hull inch, of 
soil should be phai ed oiei it, and it should not he watered ofleiier (ban onee jn tour 
days, even during the hottest weather. As it grows np, tlie soil should be hniik''d up 
to the stalk. Great care should he taken not to gn e too much water, and not to 
put too much soil upon the polatoe wJien first planted. 

This is the last month in which the generality of lei efahlefi can he sowm wuth 
advantage. Sow winter fruit .seeds of all kinds, exce[>l oranges. Oinnges, guavas and 
plantains and all European and Capo vegetables are abundant. 

December , 

In the beginning of the month sow' French beans, srnrlet-nmners, broad and 
Windsor beans. Peas sown in this montli produce scHiilily . I'laiit out late celery 
from boxes to beds, and remove fioin beds to trem hes. Sow lute ciihhages and 
knol-kUole; and transplant us above. Vegetable morrow may be mow n in the early 
pail ot (his month in light rich soil. Earth up the stem.*; of the plants ns llie> iiicr<;a.su 
ui growth, and peg the leading branches down at a joint, and Ihty will strike root. 

Potatoes may be planted until the end of tins month ; but those sown during the 
first fortnight are most likely to sueceed. W hen pot<i(oes are planted wliole. the 
produce is liner than when they are divided into tw'o or three piei es ; bm the some 
number of potatoes yield a far larger crop by (he latter than hv the former mr tliod. 
Potatoes should he planted in beds fnlly exposed to the snii. In rather shady plocc.s the 
crop IS small , and when altogether excluded from the direct rays of the sun, they 
produce nothing. 

Europe and native vegetables are plentiful during this montli ; and also all sorts of 
brinjals, svveet-polatoe, yams. Fruits are scarce, except plantains, plums, goose- 
berries, guava-saitd oranges. Flowers of all kinds are abundant. 

A good month for sowing early inusk-uielon and dwarf cut umber seeds, as well as 
peas, radish, and spillage ; but very few other vegetable seeds. JMost of the exotic 
plants will also now be flowering, 

Aitrawberries come iii ut the middle of this inuntli, and last through all the next.

THE CALENDAR iHD ITS SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 


The division* of time, such a* they are presented m the Calendar, are coia» 
posed of days, weeks, months, and years The modes oi determining these dtvi* 
aions, have been vaitous amongst ilie nations of antiquity, and iheie aie still vaii* 
ations ID these modes in the modern world. 

The manner of reckornngthe da ys by the ancient .Tews, and which subsisM 
amongst lliat people at the pu-sent time, is to comnu-nte the day at a certain hour 
ot the evening, and to bnihii ii uu the next evening ..w the same liour. Thus their 
sahbatti hegins on (lie ailernuuri ol Friday, and is completed cn the alternoon 
of Saturday. The Koman Catholic church also commences its kstivals in the 
evening; and this cusumi is re'ained aiuaiig^t oniselves in some ot our popular 
observaiues, auch as the eve of St. John, and Chiisliniis eve. 

The civil day now commences at 12 o’clock at niidnight, and lasts till the 
same hour of the toilo'.ving nigiit. TIte ovii day is rhstioguiirhed Irom the astro* 
DOimcal day, whicli begins at noun, and is counted up to 24 houta. leiintnating at 
the succeeding noon. 'I'his mode of leckoniU}. ilie day is that used in the Jvau- 
tical Almanac, and It sometimes leads to ruisiakts with peisons not familiar with 
tins inaiinei ot compulation : a little consideration will obviate tiie difHculty. 
Thus, .1 aiiuary 10, lilieeu hours in astronomical tune. January U, 3 in tho 
morairig, civil time Inl ianre and in most of the slates ol Kuiope, as with us, 
the houis Hie conuied up to 12, iiom midnight till noon, und from noon till mid* 
ntiilit. Inpiitsol Italy, ami of Cieimanv, the day is held to commence about 
*tin-sel, and the iiours are counted on till the next suu*set. This mode is very 
inconvenient to liavelieis, as the noun ol (he Italian houis*’ at the summer 
lol^tneis IG o’clock, and i9 o clock at the vnmer solstice. 


dbe Knglisli names of the d.ays of the vviBiv aie derived from tho Saxons; 
ami they pailly adnpied tliese names I’loin ttie moie civilized nations of antiquity. 
’I’hc lollowuig ingenious ongin ol the iincieni names has been suggested in con- 
ncjwou vvidi astronomical science. The planetary airurigemeiit ot i^tolemy was 
thus l,S.iiuin; 2 Jufuier, 3, iMars* 4, (lie Sun, 5, Venus ; 6, Mercury; 7 the 
Muon, r.ach ot tliC'C pl.uiets was supposed to prtside, .successively, overreach 
Hour ol the 24 ot each day. in the order .ihove guen. In tins way Saturn would 
preside o\er ihe fiist hour ol ihe first duy; Jupiter over tiro seeoml hour; Matii 
over the ilmd ; the ‘Sun over f tie (ouiili,aiid so on. '1 hus the Sun presiding over 
t he foui til, devcnih, and eighlcendi houis ol the iiist day. would preside over 
the first hour of the .sc^-outl day, and c.nrjiug on the series, the Vloon would preside 
over the fiist houi ol the third day, iMaisover ilie hist hour ^>f the fouilh day, 
Mercuiy ovei the fiist hour of the filth day. Jupner over the fiist hour ohhe sixth 
day and Venus over the first houi itiie "ieveuth day Mtnce, the names of the 
days yet used in the leairied prrd'esstons throughout Europe, 'ilie piesent Kogtish 
uarnts are derived hom the l^axoo: —

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THB CALENDAR AND ITS SUCCESSIVE REFORMS* 


Almost ail nations have regulated their months, in a great degree, br the 
evolution of the moon. Some have endeavored to uhite this division with the 
•nooai course of the sun, by an augmentation of days at the end ofeach year, 
or by adding a thirteenth month at the end of every third year. The Jews and 
the Athenians followed this laiier method; the IVJacedonians, and some nations 
of Asia, assigned their months 30 and 31 days; the luiks and the Arabs have 29 
and 30 days; ttie months of thj Anglo-Saxons weie governed by the revolutions 
of the moon, Their common year conaisted of twelve lunar months, three 
months being appropriated 10 each of the lour seasons ; but every third year con- 
tained an additional lunar monih, which was given to the summer season The 
names of their lunar months either had reference to their religious ceremonies, or 
to the natural appearances of the year* 

A considerable variation prevailed, generally, amongst the nations of antiquity 
and BtiU paiiially prevails, with regard lo the commeucement of the yeah. The 
Jews dated the beginning of ihe sacred year m ihe monih of Alaich ; the Athenians 
in tiie month of .lune, the Macedohians on the 2^th Sirptcmher ; the Chtiftiians of 
Kgypt and Ethiopia on the 29tii or 30ih of August, »nd the Persians and Armeni- 
ans on the lllh of August. The Jewtah civil yi^nr I'cgiua on tiie first day of the 
month 7'ijrt, whidj year corresponds with our 9th ol September ; the Mahome- 
dans’ begins oftlie fiist ol the month l^iohnrem^ which year corresponds with our 
14tbof.luly. Nearly all the haiions ol the Chns ian world now commence the 
year on ihe 1st of January , but as recently as 1752, even in imgland, the year 
did not legally and generally romnieiKo nil ihe 25th of Match. In Scotland, at 
that period, the year b-gan on the first ol J.iimary. 'J'lip difhicnce caused great 
practical inconvenieucos, and January and tebiuHiy, ainl pan of IMarcIi, some- 
times bore two daie^, as we often find iti old iiecorils, as 1711-12. This practice 
olleti bads to chronological mistaken; for instance, we popiitaily say.— -'‘The He- 
volution ol 16H3,” that gieai event happening in February ul the year 1688, accord- 
ing to the then mode of (uiiiputation ; but il ibo year weie held to begin, as it 
does now, on thu 1st of January, it would be*‘ 1 he Hevoluiion ul 1689”. in the 
anniveisartes given in the liniihU Ah^ tuac, llie alleralionsof ‘lyle, made in 1762, 
have not been lollowed, as auy conection of dale would have embarrassed the 
leader in historical and biographical refeieuces* 

The year, properly so called, is the solar year or the period of time in which 
the sun passes tlironiili the twelve signs of the Zodiac. I'he period compri.ses 365 
days, 5 hums, and 43 minutes. 51 seconds, 6 decimals, and is called the astronomi- 
cal year. 

The CAtEvpAn is a table of the days of the year, arranged to assist the ^is- 
triblition of time, <4n<l to indicate r'lmarkahle days connected witri devotion or 
business. II every nation bad adopted tbe same division ol time, and a uniform 
calendar had been genetal througliout civiUieil stales, history w ould preseni much 
fewer difficulties and coniiadictions. Ihe progress {of astronomical science has 
necessarily produced gi eat changes m the tnanrier of dividing lime; and thus, 
whilst some nation- have been ready to give iheir calendar everv possible advan* 
tage of a scientific constiuchnn, ibe prejudice- ol ollieis have rendered them unwill- 
ing to depart from tbeir accustomed mode, however inaccurate. It may be curious 
Aid instructive to trace, v'eiy btieffy, the changes of the calendar, ordinarily called, 
the changes ofatyle. 

The Homans called the first days of each month, Calends, from a word 
which signified callt^ because the Poniiffs, on (hose days, called the people 
to apprise them oi the days of fesiival in that month* Hence we derive 
IheiiabeofCALFNOAR. 

The Koman Calendar, which has, in great part, been adopted by almost a I 
nations, is stated to have been mtrodneod by Romulus, the founder of this city. 
He divided the year into ten moivth.s only; iMars, Apiilis, Maius, Juniust 
Qttinltlis, (afterwards called Julius.) Sexiibs, (afterwaids called Augustus,) 
September, October, November, Di-cember, Mar, Maine. Quiniuis. and Octobe,, 
contained days, and ear b ol the six oilier monihs 30 flays; so that the ten 
mouths comprised 3i)4 days. 'I be year of liomulus wa*?, theiefore, oJ todays' 
less duration than the lunar year, and of (ii days less than the sidar year; and ite 
;eommencemefit of course d«d not corie«pond wiih any fixed Feason, Numt 
Pompiluis corrected thiscslcndar, by adding two months, Januaiius. and Februari- 
fil, which he placed before ftisrsjuiius Caasar, being desirous to render tbe calendar 
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Btill more correct, conaulteil the astronomers of his time, who fixed the solar year 
as 365 days, G houis, rompriKing, as they thouKht; the period from one vernal 
equinox to another. 1 he ^tx hours were set aside, and at the end of four years^ 
forming a day, the fourth year was made to consist of 366 days* I'he day thus 
added, was called intercalary, and was added to the month of February, l>y doubling* 
the 24th of tliat month, or aecoiding to ihcir way of reckoniux, the hhih of tb« 
Calends ol March. Hence the year was called Bissextile. This almosf perfect 
anangement, whirdi was denominated the .lulian style, prevailed generally 
throughout lire Christian world, till the time of Fope Gieeoty Xihl.FI he Calenriur 
of Julius ("ffisar was defer'iive in this paiticular; that the solar year, consisting 
of 36)1^ays, d hours, and 46 minutes, and not of 36.^ days, 6 hours, as wassuppngedi 
in the time ol Julius (.'msai ; iheie was a difft^rence between the apparent year and 
the real year, of eleven minutes, i his diiTcrence at the time of Giegoiy XtlL, 
had amounted to ten enure days, (lie vernal equinr^x falling on the llth, instead 
of tlie2lt>t of Alarch, at viliicii period it fell correctly at the time of the Councii 
ol Nice, in the year 'J'o obviate this inconvenianre, Gregoiy ordaiiierl, lu 
1582, that the 15 li OrMober shouM be counted instead of the 5ih, for tlie tiiture ; 
and to pievent the recuirence ol this error, it was .urther determined that (he 
y«ar beginning a centui y, should not be biasextiie, with the exception of the 
beginning of each foni til centuiy. Thus, >700 and l60u have not been bissextile, 
nor will 1900 be so; but the year 2000 will be bissr xtile. In this manner, fhiee ilayi 
aie reireor hed in four hutidied years; because the lapse of the eleven niinutia 
Diakes three days in about lb*:! period. ‘I lie year of the calendar is thus made, as 
neaiiy as possible, to correspond with the tiue soIelt year; and (utute eriura of 
chronology ate avoided. 

Tbo adiiptirn of this change, which ie called the Gregorian, or New Slyle^ 
(the Julian boiog called the ()l<i .Style,) was for some time resisted hy states not 
under the authority of the See o( Home. The change of the style in Kngl tud, wax 
established by an Act ol Parliament pas«ed in 1752. ll uas then enarteri, tiiat ihu 
year should rommenre on the Ut of January, instead if Msjch 23th; and that in 
the year )T52, thr d< ys should he numbered as usual until beptember 24, when tho 
day followtiig should be accounted the 14ili of Neptemher, fimitiing 1 1 day.s. 'I’ha 
Gregorian principle of dropping one day in every liundrerllh year, except the fourth 
hundiedtl), was ahso enacied. I'he altt ration w’as, fora tong time, opposed by ibo 
prejudices of individuals; ami even now, with ^ome persons the Old Style is sa 
peiiiiiaciously adhered to. that reiiU aie made payable on the old quarter days, in> 
Bread of the new. For tins re.i8on, and not in defcicncp to rho piejudlce, the okl 
festivals are mentii ued in the Ihui^h Aimanac. 'J‘he llu8^lan8 stdl retain ibe oii| 
Style, thu) creating an inconvenience in their public and commeicuil intticouiso 
with other nations, whidi, we Lru^t, that the giowiug inlcliigenee of the peopU 
will evenlually be coirect. 

lJuring the period in which France was a Republic, the authorities introduced 
an entire chance in the calendar, which was in existence moie than twelve yeais; 
ant). IS important to be noticed, as ail the pub'ic acts of liie Irenrb nation were 
dated accorriing to this altered style. 'I’lie National Convent. on, by a degree of 
the 5th October, t793, established a new Era. whuli was called, in the place or 
the Chriadan era, the £ra of the Flench. 1 he comineuci^ent of each year, of. 
the fir^l *• VendimiairH.'' was fixed at ilremidmuhi ci inmenring the day, on wbipfi 
the autumnal equinox fell, ns determined at the .observaioiy at Pans, This e:<i 
commenced on the 2*2nd of September, )792, of being the epoch of i.he foupdatioii 
of the Republic; hut its estahlishment was not decieed nil ^ie 4ili *'Fiimai;e'' 
of lire year II. (4*1) November, J793). 'I'wo days ofrerwatds the public acii 
were thus dated.

Jo 
j&nd the doioinical letter, call New Year’s Dav A., the next day B. and so on 
till you route to the first Sunday, and the leltt«r that answers to it, is the d< tj^rinicH] 
letter. If there were “-(H days, or exactly weeks in the year, the dominiral 
letter woQ Id be always the same; (but the year contains S6,^ days; an eiceia 
of 1} day over bi weeks. The clay is taken into the account every yt ar, and the one 
louMh makes a day in every four yeais; so that tire dominical letter falls back- 
ward of/e /siter tor each of the three years, in which the dale or number of the 
3 '**ar cannot be divided, without remmoder, by 4, anil, two letteia every fourth 
year, when the dste ran besodrviderl ; as in the year ii is divisible by 4, and, 
therefore, February will contain i9 days. 'J'he year beean on '1 uesday : count

E. Thb GoLrrvM Number. At the end of every nineteen years the new and 
fall moons happen at very nearky the same times of the year. 'I he an^ ienis dis- 
covered this and reckoned the nineteen years, or “cycle of the moon^' as it is 
fialledt so that It teiuiinated the year beiore the Christian era. 1 his cycle was 
marked by the Greeks with letters of gold.

f. Purf/fcdtion.^This day is kept in the reformed Church, as a solemn feaii* 
vail in memory of the Punficaiion of il>e Virgin Mary, who submitted lo the in« 
junction of the law, under wiiich she iued, and piesented the infant Jesus in tl«e 
J emple. The festival was celebrated in the Christian Churches with an ahun« 
dance of light, and was originally called ** Candlemas Day,” as well as the Day 
of Purification. The practice of lighting the ('hutches has been discontinued in 
tbi'i conotiy since the second year of Edward tbe VI. In the Romish Church, 
the orginal name and all its attendant cerimonies, are still retained. 

Ti. Seftuagesima 6'uuiay — Septuagesima Sunday, is a Sunday dependenl; 
trpon Lent as that season is upon Easter. It is to be considered as the prepara* 
iioti foi the fast of Lent. Its observation was instituted by Pope Gregoty the 
Gieat. The name of the first Sunday in Lent having been distinguished hy the 
uppeliation of Quadragesima, and tbe three weeks preceding, having been appro* 
priated to the gradual iDtroduction of the Lent Fast, the thiee Sundays of these 
weeks were called by names significant of il eir situation t and reckoning by i)«. 
redes ('tenths) , liie Sunday preceding Quadragesima, received its present title 
of Quinquagesima, the second Sexagesima, and (he thud Sepiuagesirna. 

l4. St. Valentine . — The practice of “ choosing a Valeiiiine/' as it is called 
on this day, is too well known lo need explanation. I'he origin of (his custom has 
been much controverted : it is indisputably ol very ancient date. Valeutine was 
a presbyter of the Church, who suffered martyrdom under Claudius 11. at Home,

' 26. 5/irop« 5»wday.— After the people had made the confession required at 

Ihls season, by the dicipllne of tbe ancient Church, they were permiHed to indulge 
in festive amusensents, although not allowed to partake of any iepa>-l beyond ihe 
ngual substitutes for flesh ; and hence arose the custom, yet pieserved, of eating 
pinetkee and Iniiers at Shrovetide. On these days ot authorized induleencp, tbf 
most wanton recreations were tolerated, provided a due regard was paid lo ilia 
t^tinenre commanded by the Church ; and from this origin sprang the Popish 
Carnival. From ihe loose pastimes ol ilie age in which the Carnival piiginated, 
are also to be traced the neaily exploded diversions of cocU-fighiing, and cock- 
throwing.

THE CELESTIAL PHENOMENA OF THE YEAR. 


It ji inspo$sible for any one, learned, or upl-arned, to live through the yilr; 
or even through the monllis, or the day, without noticing the influence which the 
fhangiog positions of the heavenly bo(ji#«s, have upon his own comiorl, and upon 
the state of all tilings aiound him. 'I Ins is the book of wonder, u hieh, at the irst 
da wniq^g of reason, both individuals and nations, attempt to le-td. }t is always 
open ; no perception is so dull as not to be able to iiace its greater lines; and, 
from tlie maroitnde of these, and the unerring certainty of their recurrence at 
iheir rei;ul u itnips. and the changes which they pioduce upon every thing that 
grows or lives, It 19 di(Ti> till to imagine the existence ol a mind, so iucurious if 
not to from to itself some theory of their nature and causes. 

In a country like EngUnd, where the changes are so frequent, and the eon* 
jracl so sinking, the 9uhj“rt IS constantly belore every body; and be it in city oy 
on common, in h.ill or tn hut, the season, the day, and the weather, are arpong 
|lhe very first topifS of conversation, if even, in the centre of a crowded city, 
where nature 18, as It wt'ere, excluded, and man and ait rule supreme.— if there, 
arnid all the dispUjs of manulaciure. all the bustle and occurrences of society, 
and all rhe news o» nations, the phenomena of the day and the year ran clarra 
the attention, how much more muai they do, this, to the people, who are spat- 
tered over ihe cou'iiry, and spend most of their rime in the open air! ‘I o all these, 
(hat volurre, of wiiich the Almouaf* is the in.lex, is a daily book to man; and 
esperially lo those who have not had the adyaulages of educaiion, it is the 
only boob. 

A subject, the appearance of which force themselves upon the notice ©fall, 
hut of which the philosophy lies in the depths oi science, must he the means 
jsnher of Brest poml or of great evil; for, upon any '•uhject that interests the 
piind powerfully, if knowledge he not planted supeisirtion is sure to spring, up ,of 
it own accord. That he who knows nothing maybe made to believe any thing 
is found to he a maxim ot but too general truth; and upon no subject has 119 
tittth been more Irvquenly verified than upon Ihe one under couMderaMon, Je 
the early sgea of the woild, and before revelation had aubstilutcd a mofa) and 
iotfllectual system for an ideal and auporstiiions one the phenomena of the year 
•od more especially the lumin.aTies ihat are attendant upon and produce these 
phenomena were acknowledged and wor-hipped as goda— substituted in the place 
of Him whose inatiutnents they are, and who implanted in them iho«e properties 
and assigned them thb’^e motions, in conSiquence of which they produce these 
ffleCts. tn metrhrmg them for this purpose, there is no doubt that the artful g^r- 
tion of society employed all ihcir cunning, in older to enslave lim minds of the 
mtiltlltfl®, ahfl enable tHemselyes lo profit hy thedasknesa vrhich they occasioned. 
But if thceu4»jecl Hkelf had not been the best adopted for siipersJiiion, the yery 
ipundinl which made use of it would have neces^eitly chosen that wfikh ttisyre^j 
Its puepd*<s 80 far, however, as research can he. made ggi-jj

Dut Uipeuprirstitious adoration of the cfledial appearance is not confined f0 
the early anil nations. When this supeistition ivaa expelled 

frotn lebgioo and the luminaries were deprived of their godship, they did not ajt 
once the whole of their consequence ; but held their phice os the amenta and 
avijttert of hnmaa destiny. Upon this arose a syiH) era oi supeistition, which left 
not a th1nj( in nature, a member of the human body or an (vent of bqinan Jife 
upon which it did pot lay liul<I. The individual bodi^ had each their epr’oal 
virtpes^ thiifir iiqnd nr iheir bad influenre^ these were modified by the gropping of 
jlheaiais iiilo constellations an<l tiom the positions pf the euuimoon^ ami planets^ 
among these there aiose other compound intiuences till the system became as 
complicated as It was ridjculuus. So firmly was this believed ar one time, that 
nothing could be done or undeitaken wiihouba previous coiii^uliation of slars^ to 
find out whether it was tluir plt'B’^ure that the issue sliould he prosperous; ami 
Iheaspap'tnl the slais at a man's birth was admitted to have ten times as much 
infiueuce upon his success in liip, a^ his talents, his education, and his ronduct. 
Ifiiieed it had much more; tor if it was not the pleasure of lire tstars — and the 
reyealing pf that was oomniiticd eutiiely tn the astrologer — the man could not act, 
or be educated or even born. If one wished to know whether any subciianco 
would answer any purpose, he did riot try It, he consulted the moon; and it any 
Ihing was lost search was Qot »nad«i for it the moon was questioned thiough the 
medium of the astiolocer. who always contrived, by Ins coiiltMleratt^ to be iP 
possession of as many loot thiugs as kept up the credit ot the ciaft. , 

By this moat absurd system of supersUtiou ihe reason and common sensa of 
Ihe people were rendered completely useless; ami which was lar worse the fouo* ' 
dation^of mOiaUty was cninoli'tely taken away .—because, if the succe*»s or the 
failuie the good or the bad of bu man act tons, did not depend upon men them* 
selves, h«l upon an unerring destiny, to be read in ifie aspect of ton siais there was 
^ci end of all virtue and attempting to do rightly; because, as tlio destiny was 
fixer!, no effort on the pat t of the man could alter it— indeed he could make no 
effort, unless that was also set down in the aspect of the heavens st his nativity. 

W hen superstition had iluiiidesi roved both the infelleci and the morals of 
inepkind, ibe absuidities into which it led them were endbs?; and as any subject 
in order to be wondered at, tequties only to be incomprehecnthle, the delusion be* 
«ame very general. Nor is it yet eradicated. Uaoguiigp conlribuue a hltie to this,; 
Ofven the well informotl talk about stats*' and “ rl(;-t'nie>/’ and tinge who have 
little information belit-ve that these words have a iHeial signifii’alion. The disposi- 
tiqwwhicball people have to pry into the fiiture.algo tembs to perpetuate ihis su* 
peVsuiiooi The proper key to the future is ind'iction^fiom the pact ; bui liie proper 
snei^f |hal supp^Re-^ habits of observin^j and leasoning which Crtonot ye t be regairf- 

general among the people of any country ; so, they who cannot aoticipate iKa 
fldnie* by pnnpccting it witlUhe pri'pent and the pint, still follow after the ileln- 
tjon^pt only of gMroIngeig— muon-and-star men, -but fonune-telluig imppgior?

With the exception of the light and heat produced by the son, and the Ijaht 
of the moon, and still fainter ilinminatinn ot the stars, there is no reason to infer 
(hat the celestial bodies exert any influence, other than that of gravitation, upon 
the eaith itself ; and as their influence is wholly of a physical nature,' it con have 
no effect whatever upon the minds or conduct of men, any more than can be pro* 
duced by the natural or artificial moiiun of any other substances. So far as the 
luminaries make men more or less comfortable at the time they have an influence 
— as tlfh genial temperature of the day raises the spinis in the same way, and to 
the same extent that they are laised by a simiiar temperature of a conunon fire, 
or the light of the moon ena4>les a man to find his way at mght, just in the same 
phvsicai he would find it by the same degree of lamp I'ght; hut beyond the, so 
way as effects, there is, and there can be, Dr>thing. If the luminary is at the 
same distance, shines for the same length of time at the same height above the 
horizon, it matters not in what sign of the zodiac nr in what part of the h«»avent 
it may make its appearance, any more tlian II signifi' . whetluT the fire by which 
one IS warmed, or the lamp hy which one is lighied. i» one of the east or the 
west of St. Paul’s; and it would be just as philosophical to calculate the future 
destiny of a man liom the house'* in which he happened lo be born, as fiom 
the “ bouse'* of the planets at the time of bis birth, indeed it would he much 
more VO ; for if iritelUgence nrd good seuif hsLpptn ioht lords of ihe asreiidant in 
the house of the parent, they are veiy rational grounds for pieilicting the future 
Welfare of the child; and po, ai.<o ignorance di8<iipatiun, and vice in the parent 
are far more malignant espects for the infant that has the misfortune to be born 
under them, than any configuration which either ihe stars, or any thing else onl 
of any family can assume. 

1'here vvas a time when not the people merely but Ihe titled and the learned, 
were thrown into the greatest constei nation by an eclipse of the sjn or moon, or 
the appearance of a comet or the aurora borealis. And why ? because they are of 
comparatively rare occuirencea and when mankind do not know the rational cause 
of any thing, they always from lo themselves a supeistiiioiis one. A candle is to 
the inma’es of a room ai night what the sun i<) to the inhabitants of the earth du^ 
ring the day ; it gives them light, and. if Hie fiame he large enough it gives them 
heat. If, loo, there be a mwror upon the wall and the candle be so placed as that 
the light reflected by the minor ia thione into a room which the caudle ioe.s not 
illuminate, the mirror will give a sort of moonlight to any one who happens to be 
there. Now, if one of the family were to stand heiween another of the family 
and the candle, the candle— theif sun for the time— would be just as much eclip- 
sed to the one from who«e sight it were hidden, as the sun of the world is when 
the moon comes between it and the eaiih ; and so also if any one placed himself 
in such manner, as that his shadow fell upon the mirror, that mirror— the tempo- 
rary moon of those in tiiedaik chamber— would he just as much eclipsed, as the 
moon of the world is when the earth comes between it and Ihe sun, deprives it of 
the tight of that luminary, and prevents it from reflecting that light to the earth. 
Well is there any person in his senses that would say^ that because one of a famiff 
had come between another and the candle, or between ihe candte and the looking 
glass, that some direful calamity would hefal ilie family, or that they would 
inevitably have a brawl or a law-suit with the (oiks at the nest cottage; and yet 
the consequences just mentioned aie precisely of ihe same nature with the eclipsea 
of the sun and moon; and from their neainess they have much more effect on (he 
irthatdtants of the cottage than the celestial ones can have upon the inhabitants 
of the eaith. A temporary want of light is the whole effect in both cases; and 
ay that of the celestial eclipse i- never so compleia as m the case of the candle 
and the mirror, it is. except as a matter ot curiosity, or as Aging a point of time 
of much less consequence than the other. 

With regard, again, to a comet, it is much Ihe same ns if one were to com* 
into (be room with a burning torch or taper and then go opt again ; an nccurrenct 
which cOnid do no harm, irnless the bearer of the torch were to run against some* 
bpdy or set fire to the house. So also, if the comet be a solid substance, and if 
cheltght which it emits be of the burning kind, (for comets are so liistant, and 
piptlnufi so short it time, thgt we are pnabid to bp ceftato about tbpir petRTp,) i| 
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mUht'iC it came in cootsict with the earth, shatter it as a- canbioci ball' ahaltere Et 
house, or bom it as a rtr'tl hot short or a shell «>oe8 ; but as tong as. we aie oat of 
its waj', we aie just ns safe Irom harm as we would be if we stood on a high citflP 
and saw lockets let off ten miles at •>sa. A rocket let off in Vlauxhall (yardeni 
has just as much lufineni’e on iher fate of nations and individuals, as all the comiis' 
that ever appealed ; and if ihe stick of the lOcket happened to fall upon any 
body, it would have a |,ood deaf mure. 

There was a time when the “ Jack.o’-ihe-lantern’'--inflammabl€ air over a 
/fen, a piece of rotten wood, or a putrid fish — both of which, in a certain state of 
rottenness, give out a gas which becomes luminous, was accounted as somtithing 
H'^arming; but as every biimler in chemistry can now produce the same appear* 
jaoevs yvhenevex be pleases, they have ceased to be regarded with any degree of 
jaoorehefiaio-o. 

Ad tbciae follies, with which people wasted their time, disturbed their imagt- 
rtaiioDS. and made llicmsetve.s uneasy, resulted from the want of a little— a very 
link'— sober anil independent thinking. Effects must l>e similar to Iheir causes; 
and every subject wbteh is matter cannot sffett the mino tn any other way than 
i>|! affecting the body. The arsenic wh ch lies buried a mile under ground, or 
that wh'Ch IS contained in the slo es of the A pothecanes' Company, is just as 
deadly in Its natuie as that winch has. by accident. ciime,'or madni-ss, got i ito 
,the human stomach. Uul while it remains there it poisons nobody; and though, 
coQtinuai I y alarming fniiiself about it. a man of weak nnnd might, in tune, 
«b^ing liimself to believe that it wuubf; and though this should injure his health,, 
or even fiightcn hipi to de^ili ihe ai&eoic yiould he quite innocent of the matter. 
Avhat would even tlie most ignorant man uow living think, if he ««cie told, that 
Jt a pinch of gunpowder were to he stolen from the stores of the Giand Signior, 
brought to Lomion.and bmneil according to the luies of ait, it would in.stat)ily 
hiiow up all the msga^zines inTuik^y t Well, there was a lime when the heliet of 
such an influence III powder was far mo*e prevalent than that of the iiiEuencq. 
the appear aoct^ of .theyear upon human life a^nd/oiApne is now* 

The sun, and moon and the pUnett and siara, are merely ma«ge8 of matter— 
Jnaniynate, and, of course, wnhoul any power of thinking and acting as whole— 
.though itiey may have different classes oi growing and living beings upon them, in 
the same way that the eaith has ; and it may be. that while we are fitgiiteniog 
aurselves wfth the changing pha^sos of ihe moon, the people on that luminary are 
in the satne aiaim at our planet, flat bodies placed at so great a distance from 
each other, as the planets and stars are, can have no influence upon each other, 
.saving that of giavitaiion, and light and Jieat, vvhich wdl, of couise, change with 
.every change of position and distance. As, if ihe moon be far north in the sky, 
.14 will be longer ” up,” or above Ihe horizon, to us in lhe»e northern latitudes; 
if It be pear to the sun, po the eaMern side, it will shine ii) the early pait pf the 
night ; il it he near, op the western side, it will .shine in the latter part of the night * 
i^ it be directly opposite to the sun. it will, if just as far riorih in the t^ky, rise at 
sunset apd set at spnnse ; if it be lanher north, it will rise before ihe sun se s, 
aipil set after i)ie sun ri^es if somh of the tun. it will rise after spnset, and set 
, before apprise anil if it he in tlie same part of the sky with respect to east and 
a^s the sun^ itwill rise and set at the same time with that Ipinianry, and not 
lie seen, nn less it lie ai'O in the same part of the sky with regard to hoith and

If you hold it just as high as the candle, the line erf 
the points mil be upright ; if you move it higiier the candle^ the line will lea* 
backwdid«, rnoie and moie as it is rataed; an«i it you move it down lower than ih0 
anule, the line will lean ioiward, more and more as it is lowered. 

Two other peculiarities of the moon, lliat occasion a good deal of spcrulaftoii 
amoDg^those who are ignorant of the causes aie, *' the haive*n moon,’* in Sepfemv 
Wr, and “ (he I'untPi’s moon,” in March; the former of which, when near (h« 
full, rises for sevei at nights at nearly the aame hour, and the letter, at the same 
age, is equally remarkable for the tiifference between the tunes of iis lising, *rhe 
moon moves nearly to the same distance fiom the sun every day, but it moves tm 
a path, the one-half of which is muoh nearer the north than the other; and^ this 
15 the case also with the apparent annual path of the sun ; that liurimaiy appear* 
ing much uenrer to the north 111 summer than in winter. Thus, wlum the moon it 
moving noilhward at the mo^t rapid rate, it escapes tiom the lionxon northward, 
and rises earliei ; and when it moves southward at the most repaid rate, it epr 
pioaches to the horizon, and sets eaiher. The full moon can be in the formet' 

E osilion only in September or October, and in the latter tii hia^ch or April; and 
us the harvest and hunter's moons are occasioned. 

Such are the principal manges in the moon’^ appearance; they are all to be 
explained upon the simple fac<s of the motions of the moon and the eaith; end, 
t’lerefore, they nenher have, nor can have, any of those influences which supersit* 
tton, the child of ignorance, ascribes to them. 

The plaopto being all much more remote fiom the earth than the moon ie, and 
having little difference in (heir appearances, saving wiiat arises fiom their owi> 
motions and that of the earth round the sun, have little about them that claims 
aiieniion, ta connected with the appearances of the year. Influence upon the 
eaiih, upon the changes of tlieseasons, or upon any thing that in any way afTect^i 
the comfort or the oidinary pursuits of mankiiul, they have none whatever; and 
therefore, the explanations of their appearances aud moiions may very properly 
be lefi to the study of asiionomy. 

Thus, the only tiling that remains In order to complete this simpte notice of 
the phenomena of the year, is some account of ifie onninl appeaiances ol the 
Sun— that grand iouise of light, aud life, aud euyoyment.. lo all ibe animal and 
Vegetable tubes. 

In Older th^t the whole may be clearly understood by tliose who have not 
imurh knowledge of geogiaphy and astronomy il may not be improper lo tiegiia 
with the apparent Tpvolution of the h»*avens, every ilay, as aiising fioin the leal 
rotation of the eanh. Whin a round body, sd» li as an orange, or a billiard half, 
i« made lo whirl ronnt! in the same place upon the table, by spinning it, although 

there may be no maik upon It, one can eaa ly pcireive that there is one point in 

the middle of the upper 'part of it, round which aif lire rest turns, jnsl as a wheel 
turns upon an axle , and if one could it from below, there would be found a 
similar point in the II iddle of the under part, round which the whole would b« 
ft^n to furii. These two /fjcd points would be the pc/M of ihe ball or orance ; and 
if We imagine a line drawn from ihe one, throuch the centre to the other, that’ line 
would be the ooefs c/ niftf tton. The eanh turns round from west to east eveiy 
twenty. four hours, in ihe v»*ry same manner; only, instead of being isupporied 
•upon any filing like the baM or the orange, it is kept tu its place by, the mutual 
trtraction Wivveen it anil the sun. If v\e make a liitle mark any where upon the 
ball, and imasine ouiselves to be living there, the caudle which stands alill uppii 
.ttea table yvoufd appeas to move in the conuary direction to that of ihe ball. I| 
lire candle be held just as high as the middle of the ball, the mark, wherever wp 
’*».^**y way to the centre or pole,) will pasa one- 
of Its revolution tbrongh the light of the candle, and the other half not, h 
(the mark being atill in the same place) ihe candle be raised higher up than the 
wire of the bait or (which will have just the same ^ect) if the ball is pul lower 
down than the candle, the, mat k will pass through the light fora longer lifpe el 
each rofatibn than it is in the daik ; and if the candle be held further dowq that 
#ie centre w fhe baH. or rhebatl raised 'higber'thanlhe centre o1 the candle, ibw 
vaatk will pdfes through the light for a ahorter time than it does Ihioogh tU datkw 
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ness on the other sidet Also, the increase of light in (he former case, and the* 
decrease in tiie latter, will be (he greater^ the farther the centre of the ball is 
below or above the candle, anrl the nearer the mark is to the pole or point ronnd 
which the upper pait of the ball seems totum. If we call the upper pule of the 
ball the northpolt the mark (radiei more than a third of the upper half from that 
pole) anyplace in the British islands; and suppose the ball to be the eatth, and 
the candle the sun, we have before us the whole ptinciplea of the motions that 
piodu* e the changes of the reasons. 

vVe have only to imagine a level plane, or even Dale surface, (o past through 
the centre of the sun: that the exis upon which the earth turns round is alwujs 
fipri’iAr to that place ; that the orbit, or path, which the earth moves in during the 
year, lies, one-half of ir above the plane, and the other below ; and that this oibit 
has an inclination, or mokes on atmle of about twenty-three degrees and a half 
with the plane each way . then if wt? further imagine, that the north pole of the 
eaith is uppermost and that the eailh. in moving round the ortiit from wesi to east, 
performs as many loiMtioiift as there aie days in a year, we shall have the whole 
means of explaining the changes of the sea!>one. 

If we imagine that the point at which the earth is highest above the level 
plane .passing through the centre of the sun. is immediately before us and nearest 
to us; then the point at which it meets the level plane, in descending, will be the 
one farthest to the light of the sun ; that where the earth is farthest below the leve^ 
plane will be the one at the grea(e^t dsiance, and tight before us; and that at 
which the earth meets the level plane in ascending towards ue, will be the one 
most remote from the sun on our left hand. 

The first of these points will be th^ shorte<it day to those in the northern he* 
misphere: and for the quaiier of a year from that to ilie second point, the day 
there, will always be than twelve houis, and the night more. 

The second point will 1^ the vernal equinox,- equal day and night in the 
spring; and in the quarter from thence to the third point, the days in the northern 
hemisphere will always be more than twelve hours, and the nights less. 

1'he third point will be the midsummer or longest day, in the northern hemis- 
phere i and in the quaitcr trom il>at to the fourth point, the day will be again mote 
than twelve houis, and the pi(‘.itt less. 

The fourth point will le ilie autumnal rqulrrx.-'fquai day and night 
autumn ; and in the qmiler fioni thence to the point at which we siippose'l the 
earth to set out. the day will be, asin the quaiter ilist noticed, leas than twelve 
hours, and the night more. 

It is evident, that on the half of ihe surface which is round the other, or south 
pole, the appearances of tiie seasons will be quite reversed. 

1'huB, in the whole of the halt that lies above the level plane, the day will be 
•boKer than the night ; it will decrease doling tlie fi‘6i part of that half, and 
tei^^then aeain, at the, same rate, during the second. Also, in the whole half l)«. 
low the plane, the day will he longer than the night. It will leogtheu during the 
first pan. and shorten at the S/tine rate during the second. 

On the earth, the motion v^hich causes the lenglhenincr and shortening of the 
l^ay IS not seen, except all the i-ia*8 that ate round the hegvens coming to the 
eottth in succession at mi«loli:ht ; and the sun being farther north at rising and 
t^lting^ and higher at luid day when the day lengthens,— and the reverse when 
||#horfr>tta.

People, ill tfent'ral, fiuy too inooh ntterition to the wortfs ./Wrr, rain, stormy, dee*! 
enuravon upon the seale; hiuI it is a cotniiion error to t' ut, as ionfif as 

the mercury, or tiiH index wiiieli riiaiks its course, points to lho.se expressions, 
thp weather will he in acenrdance with them. 'Ihe most iinporlont toot, however, 
to be asc^iained in inakintf nn observation is, whether llie mercury is in the UOt 
of risiiisf or falling; us, if it ascends, although tlie index point to the Word 
roi;i, it is a niiicli surer indicatinn «f fine woatlier tlian when the index pointiS 
to metal depcends. The point may genernlly be aicertained by 

gently tapping the instrument ; which, freeing the mercury from a slight; 
a'lhosion to thegl-.iaj, uliows its freer motion, and Instantly shows its upward 
or downwnrd tendenoy. 

Tile attention should iiNo he directed to the nf nber of Inches, and parts of 
an inch engraven upon the scale, with which the level of the mercury or the 
index noiiicides: tliese de»ote the lertgMi of the column of metal which a column 
of the air, of equal base, at the moimnt is capaiile of supporting; and, con- 
sequentiv, the weight of tlie Imtef.* Tlie average li^-ight of this column for 
the itionth is reco'dftd in tlic i Cloister, B8 well as its range, from which the two 
extreme points of its course may he calcolated, to which it rarely reaches, 
is most plent'rul, and tliunder most frequent, when the quhksilvsr 
fluctuates a little below the average. If it descend rapidly and considerahly 
below this point, storms of wind are indicated, while, in proportion as it rises 
above liie same point, tlie prohahilliy of fair weather increa-^es. SiMtled weather 
must not he expected while ihe coluiiin of inereury is helow its mean height 
for the mnnili. Sudden and eonsideri^blrt changes in eitlier Hireetion are cora- 
iQOiiiy followed by fair or tool weather equally transient ; while a iiteady risa 
from day to duv of about a ten»li of an inch in twenty four hours, of it 
prolonged tall in the same proportiuii (either of ihem passing the mean pOint}| 
may generally be trusted as prognostics ol continued fair weather or ruin. 

It may now perhaps be asked in what way the varying weight of tha 
atmospliHi'O is connected with the changes of the weather, and what produces 
this variation of weight ? These are questions which have li ng puizled philo- 
sophers: iind miiny erromous solntitiiis have been given of the problem. By 
some, the increo.se of weiuht has been supposed to proceed from the quantity 
of water dissolved in the air ; this is, however, refuted by the simple fact, that 
wiien the barometer stands highest, the air is most dry ; and, on the contrary, 
rain generally occurs when the atmosphere is light. Others, again, have aUri- 
bated the phenomenon to a centrifivjHl force communicated to the wind by tha 
rotatory motion of the earth The question is certainly very difficult and 
complicated ; but we trust that some idea may be formed of the true cause o^ 
the rise and fall of the ^laromcter from the following explanation. 

It may be demonstrated tiiat, owing to the unequal distribution of heat 
upon Ihe surface of our globe, and rhe gradual decrease of temperature from 
the equator to the poles, the elastic fluids of the atmosphere must perpetually 
circulate between the colder and the hotter points; flowing from the foriuei; 
to the latter on (lie surface of the earth, and retuining from the latter to tha 
former in upper opposite currents. Now it is clear that, if such be the fact, 
the barometer weighs the pressure of these two combined Currents at any given 
point ; and us long r* they bNiance one another, that is to say, as long as an 
etjuai quantit,\ of air is brought by one stream to the base of the perpendicular 
column to wbat is carried *ofl‘ by the other from its summit, so long will their 
cpinhin-'U Wei hts .beuuchanged. Hut should any cause, partially acting, check 
tjie course of one, without at the same time impeding that of the other, tha 
balance vvitl be dest roved, ami the barometer, b3 its rise or fall, will murk the 
amount of the disturbance. Owing to various causes, but chiefly to the unequal 
dUtrlhntion of water and land upon the surface ot the earth, the course of th^ 
winds U by no moans so regular os is assumed abov^, but this grand system of, 
balttntlng rurrenis certaiidy results, although masked in particular regiops by 
circumstances,, iqcst ol whicli, however, give rise to minor .systems ol Com* 


^ Hence is derived the name of the instrument hrom two Greek wordSi signifying measure 
of weight. 
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pensatinp: carrents, to wbfch^ as concerns the barometer, the same remarks iviTr 
apply. Any one, iiidee«i, may convince liims.lf tiiOt such sysieius piesuil in 
the atmosphere b) watching tiie prouress ot the clouds ; and in tins way he will 
often be able to deiect more thun two such currents existing togi-lher. Now, 
while he is watching tiieir courses, let him for a moment suppose titai the Imio- 
ineter is pertVoily staiicii>arv, and tiieii let him imagine one ot the stuuius of air 
before him snddienly cteiked; (he others will continue to Bow on fora time in 
their primary diiections, on account of their original impulse; and the haro* 
meter, he wiU conceive, must fall, because more air is cunitd off above it tiian 
U compensated by the onnent which originally luaiiitained the haluuce; and as 
a dtBciencv ot tin' ueiial Buid is thus produced in one part ut the athoKipliere, 
an equivalent uccumulaiioii must at the same time result in some oilier part. 

And we need not lie at u loss to discover a cause quite competent to pioduce 
the unequal elfecis upon the currents of the atmosphere contempluted above. 
JEdiiigled with the atmosphere of permanent gases, an invisible almosf hcre <if 
aieam is cuiistanlly rising from the surtace ot the globe, vuning in force with 
ibe temperature of the waters from which it emanates Tiiis vapour lises 
unchanged till in the gia(|pally decreasing temperature of the air, it arrives in 
tile upper regions ut a degree of cold by winch it is condensed, and, bi coming 
visible, assumes the loriii of clouds In tlie act of condt n^ailon, however, an 
immen'.e quantity of heat is set free which was previoiisiy combined with the 
Steam in a latent form; and this, acting upon the surrounding air, expands it, 
and gives an additional, but unequal impulse, to the cunent in wliicli the piifiio- 
meiia occur. T'he clouds, again, are themselves subject to evaporation, and (lie 
vapour is carried to still higher reuioiis, where another precipitalioii takes place; 
till at length large masses of the atmosphere have the iiuiurul progression of 
their teiuperAture changed, uud llieir currents altered, or peihups reverserl. The 
increased temperature of the air is acconipanied by a great increase in tJie force 
and quautity of the steam ; the final precipitation ot which takes place in the 
lonu of rain, and fVie almospheie returns (u its mean state thioiigh the iiiBuciice 
of winds, which restoie tiie origiiml balance. The order of the phenomena 
corresponds with the fucts, I iiut the barometer is most steady uiien tlie wi^uiher 
Is clear, and Buuluates most with clouds and rain; and also explains the reason 
why, in the greaief disturbances uf the ueiial ocean, local deficieiii'ies nl ilie 
clastic fluid are lestorfd by winds whose force is iieaily fnoportiinid to the 
vacuniu which they supply. 

The connexion between the motiotis of the periuaueiit atmosphere and the 
variable atmosphere of steam which mingles with it, and is perpetually acting 
itpou it| leads us naturally to make a few observations. 


ON THE IlYGBOMETSlt. 

When consulted as a weather glass, with a view of predicting the greafet 
or less prububility of ram or other aimospheiic changes, two things are to be 
principally utleriued to — the difference betw'een the dew-point and the tempera- 
fure of the air, and which is denoted in the register by the term degree of 
dryness, and the variations of tiie dew-point. In general) the chance uf rum 
i^r^otlier precipitation ot moisture from the ah may be regarded as in inverse 
|>roportion to the degree of dryi ess: but in making tins estimate, legard must 
be had to the tin e of day at which the observation is made. In seilled weather 
the dry ness of I he air increases with the diurnal heat, and diiiiinisbes with its 
decline, for the dew-point remains nearly stutionury : consequently, a 
difference at morning or evening is equivalent to a greater in the middle of 
tlif day.

A abdden cbhhge in the dew-point is general, arcompanled by a clmnge of 
L; but the fbrmer sometimes precedes the latter by a shore interval) and the 
^jmof the aerial eurrepts may be anticipated before U affects the direqtlott 
weailiercock, or evtu the passage of smoke. 
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^ ExpcrifiTicc Ims amply proved that the hjgroroeter thus applied is more 
to be depended upon than any instrument that has ^ct been contrived. Even 
when its indii'Htions are contra y to thone of the barometer, reliance may ba 
placed upon them ; but simultaneous observations of tiie two most usefully 
correct each other. The rise and (all of the mercurial column are, as wa 
have just shown, primarily dependent upon liie slate of the nppef^ regions 
of I lie atmospliere witli regard to heat and moisture. Local alterations of 
its density thus partially brought about are mechaninally ndjusted, and the 
barometer gives tis notice of what is going on in inaccessible regions. A Tlsa 
in the point, arcompanied by a fall of the bsroineter is an ndaiiible indica* 
tion that the whole mass of tlie air is becoming embueii with moisture, ami 
copious precipitations may be looked for If the fall of the barometer taka 
place at the same time that tlie point of precipitation is depressed, we may 
conclude that the expansion'which occasions the former iias arisen at some distant 
point, and that wind, not rain will be t.ie consequence. But when the air nttaiiii 
the point of piecipi laiiaii with a liigh barometer, we may infer tliat It is a trail'* 
aitory and superficial effect produced by local depression of temperature. 

ON THE TUB a mo MUTER. 

The mean temperature of the month recorded in the register is calculated 
from the daily bigliest and lowest of two register thermometers, placed in a sitn- 
ation screened fr- in the sun and the aspect of the sky. The best thermometera 
for this purpose are tiiose upon Rulhe-ioni's construction: one of which, formed 
oi mercury pnslies a ainali pin of iron wire liefore it, which it leaves at the 
highest point; and the other, of spirit, draws after it a small imiexof glass, 
which remains at the lowest. In addition to tlie mean temperature, and thO 
highest Hiid lowest points, or range of the thermometer in the shade, the indica- 
tions are ftiven of a r gister thermometer, covered witli black wool, and placed 
in the sun, and of another placed at night upon a plat of short grass, and exposed 
to the full aspect of the heavens. 

It is well known to the agriculturist and gardener, that, without the direct 
inStience of the sun. whatever may be the temperature of Die air, the fruits of 
the earth sddom come to perfection. It Is therefore of importance to know the 
force of this important agent, and the luodiftcatioiis to which it is exposed. Tlie 
black Diermoineter registers t ids effect, and the Almanac shews both the mean 
and extreme difference between such a thermometer and another placed in the 
shade. 

Of not less consequence is it to know the cold produced at night from thE 
radiation of heat irom the surface of the earth, in situations where iis passage 
is uninterrupted to tiie cle^ir sky. This, in calm, unclouded weather, always 
reduces the temperature oi fllamentous substances, such as grass, consideValny 
below that of Die air. It is Diis depression of temperature which is Die cause dC 
dew. The surface of vegetables becomes cooled, by this radiation of heat intp 
apace, below the dewpoint, and the vapour of the atmosphere is deposited upon 
them. Dew U never formed upon grass on cloudy nights, or in sheltered 
situations. 

From the particulars of the diary, where both the average and extreme 
effects of this action are recorded, it will be found that vegetoDon is liable to be 
affected at nigbt, from tlie influence of radiation, by a temperature below the 
W'reesing point of water, ten months in the year: and Diat even in the two months 
July and Aiiizust, the only exceptions, the radiant thermometer sometiinea 
falls to • 

The formation of dew is one of the circurnstanoes which modify and check 
the refrigerating effect of radiation ; for as the vapour is condensed, it gives out 
the latent heat with which it was combined in its elusti'- form, and thus prevents 
an excess of depression which might, in many rases, prove injurious to vegeU- 
tion. A compensating arrangement is thus established, which, while It produces 
all the advantages of this gentle effusion of moisture, guards against the injuxi- 
otiB oonoentration of the cause by which it is effected. 

The excess of either solar or terrestrial radiatiou is injurious to many tender 
plants and flowers, and for this reason thecaieful gardener guards against them 
by mats and screens. This practice was established long before the theory was 
known, but the theory might now suggest many improvements in the practice. 
This is one of the points to which the Rtteiuion of practical men sheullii be 
directed.

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ANIMAL, MINERAL, AND VEGETABLE POISONS. 


Class i.— Cohhosivb Poisons. 

Thege defltroy llie tt^xtnre of the orstin or j>aft to which t hey are applleil ; 
anri when this orphan pertonns hiitctioiig neotssury lor the preservatoii of the 
entire animal nia'-liine, or 18 a vital or^an, cleHth geneiaHy eiiRuea. W hen a 
person who is in «oo(J lieulth is suddenly Sfized with violent pain, and the Bensn- 
,tion of heat in the stomach and howels, with a drawintf tomelher or constririion 
of the mouth and tliroat ; vomllinirs. particuhnly of hlood, hircntgh, feet or of 
tJie breath coTivulaionB. and <'ither intense heat or a cold rlitinni} inoisiarirof the 
skin: if no other cause of these svmptoms cun he assigned, it may he suspected 
tliat a poison of this class lias been swallowed. n sni'h n case, the nature of 
the poiaon being unknown, the most beneficial step to bi'* taken, until professional 
aid can be procured, is eitlier to empty the stomach, hj in^'ans oi the stomacli- 
pump, if it can be piocnred or to solicit ^he evacuation of the poison fforn tlie 
stomach by tepid water or milk, containiim in solution wliitp of erg, sugar, and 
magnesia. Whiclisoever of these mixtuies is emploved, it should he diiiriU in 
large quantifies : but when the poison is known, tlio means lobe pursued vary 
according to its nature, as detailed in the following notices. 

a. A nitnol corrosive poisons, 

The Hlistehing Vi.y, Crtnth€trh,h the onlv animal poison of this class* 
When it is knowfi that it has been swaDow'ed, which may happen by mistake, as 
ft medicine, or hy design, milk, solutions of iriiin or of starcli. and similar deirinl. 
cent fluids, should be drunk treely ; iha tepid bath used, and clusters of starch 
with eamplior administered Oil would niituroliy he sutrgested to the mind as a 
proper substance for sheathing the stomach in this case; hut noiiiing can he 
more improper, because oil ilinsolves the active piinciple ol the Hlistering Ely, 
and consequently extends its influence. 

b. There is no vegetable eubstance belonging to the class of corrosUe 
poisons. 

c. Mineral corrosive poisons. These are very numerous: hut, for our 
purpose, it is necessary to mention those only which are more likely 10 be takin, 
eitlier accidentally or b> design. For the facility of reference these are alphabe- 
tically arranaed. 

1. AMMONIA, or Volatile Albali Many instances have occurred in which 
linimento, intended for extetriHl application coriiaining large quaviitiesoi vo>utile 
alkali, have been swalloviod by mistake. Vinegar, lenion-jnice, or solution o*" 
citric arid should be immediately given, and atterwards milki mucilages, and 
Other demnh-eiit fluids 

2 . Aksgnic. Solicit the evacuation of the stomach, by administering 
large draughts of tepid water, mixed with milk and sugar, or chalk and wotrr, 
or lime water. 

3 CouROSivE Sublimate. Give large quantities of wtiite of egg, 

, diluted in water. The white of egg decomposes this sull^und rcnuces it to the 
state oi calomel, which acting on the bowels, aidrd the liquid, is carried off 
by, purging,. 

4 , Limb. Cases of poisoning by the substance must be treated in the same 
‘ manner as those by ammonia. 

5. Muriatic Acid ; Spirit of Salt, That this add has been employed 

as ft poison may be readily detected tiy holding an uncorked bottle of hartshorn 
over th? mouth of the i hial or cup in which the poison was contained, whether it 
was in a pure or mixed with other substn rices. If the phial or cup con- 

ialried muriatic acid, copHiiis, dense, white fnroe , will be Immediately perceptible.

, MUniATB OP Antimony; Butter of Aniimonp, TIih substance is

SonNixnATB of Bismuth; Flnke White, This substance* is erupoy- 
ed ns a wliit** pijcmtMii by nni-iis ami tliert-ftHp may b(* taki'ii into the fttomncli by 
mistake, Kxbiint laru*’ diaut^lits of milk which \* instantaneoiisly oiirdleii by 
the subnitraie. and involves the poison; thus affording time until professional 
aid ran be oliinined 

9. Nittiic Acid; Aquafortis. Give a strong solution of Soap, op a 
mixture of cjilcined M ngnesia in water. 

10 Oxalic vcid. iMuny persons ha been poisoned by taking this acid 
in mistake lor Epsom sal s: but this could ne\er happen it medicine were tasted 
bplor<j.the dr.iuKhl of it be swallowal ; the t-iste of Epsorn salts being better, 
and tbaTof oxalic acifl sour. As soon as possible aher the pi.ison has been taken, 
atliniiiiiler it inixUire of obalk and water, winch forms an Insolnhle and innor'etit 
compound with this acid ; and afterwards evacuate the oxuli<‘ thus fonrietl, by 
an emetic, ;iided with copious diliision, and by iriitating the iiisiticot tiie iliroat 
With tile firmer or wiili u fealhcr. 

11 SoLiTTioN OF Potass This solution is colourless, and might be 
swallowed m inisinkp for water, hv a clilld or an ignorant person. Vinegar or 
leruon-jnicc sli 'iild itf immedial ly administered. 

12 ^ULFiiUKio Acid; OUofVttiiol This, one of the stroneest of (he 
conosive poihons, has not unlr< qnenity been taken by the snieitle Give Imroe-* 
diaieiy calcined inagnesirt in milk or water ; of a solution ol soup; or ot any of 
the fise«l Alkalies.. 

l;i. Taktakic Acid Administer cliulk and water. 

i4. Tautau Kmktig. As this medicine, wlien In powder, resembles mag- 
nesia, ir has been tuken hy mistake, in dangerous doses, inslead of that remedy. 
Dilute largely with decoction of \ellow Peruvian Bark, which olecomposes and 
renders the tartar emetic inert ; or, if this cannot he had, evucunte the poison 
quickly b.> encouraging the vomiirng it induces w'rrh warm water, and afterwards 
alluy the vomiting with a Krain or two oi solid Opium. 

16 VnivDi«Ri«. It ought to be gei»erall\ known that pickles, vegetable 
and rermentulile siilistanoes, co* ked ip co. per pan*, if allowed to stand in the pan 
after it is (iiUen fioin ilie fire, produce a fii»g of verdigris, by the action of the 
acid, aided b the air, on thecopjier with which it is rn immediate contuct ; but 
if copper vessels be kept clean, and the food rooked in thnni be not allowed to 
remain in tbein aftr r they are token from the fire, no dang, r cvui resirll from rheir 
use. When poisoning by this meiins occur-, administer large rinses of syrup, or 
of sugar and vvuter, until the voiniiing is produned by the bulk of the liquid ; and 
afterwards give sugar or syrup in more moderate doses. 

16. Whitb Vitriol. Administer milk freely: it not only assists in 
shr aihing the sto nach against the corrosive quality of the poison, but partly da* 
composes it and renders it nearly inert. 


Class ii.— Acrid Poisons. 

These are substances which have a more or less caustic taste, and which; on 
being applied to the skin, excite inflammation, terminating sometimes in vesica* 
tiofi, and at otlier times in suppuration and the destruction of the cuticle. When 
taken into the stomach, they operate nearly In the same manner as the corrosive 
poisons The siibstHiiees arranged in (hU class belong chiefly to the vegetable 
kingdom; and this is an Important fact ; for, knowing tliat none of the corrosive 
poisons are vegetables, when the symptoms of poisoning similar to those caused 
by the corrosive poisons occur, and it is found that iliese have been excited by a 
vegetahte substance, ir may be immediately concluded that it belongs to ibis class 
of poisoms, If the poison be unknown, Erst empty the stomach by copious 
draughts ofmueitugiiious diluents, or by the stomach-pump ; after which, vinegar 
or lemoD'juice, or any other weak acid, must be freely administered until proles- 
sioiial aid ca • be procured. 

a. There are no Animal Acrid Poisons, 

b. Vegetable Acrid Poisons. These are very numerous^ but we will notice 
those only which are m >re or less likely to be taken into the stomach cither by 
design or hy mistnke. 

I* BhyonV'Root. Tills is a large, fleshy, yellowish-white, splindte^hap* 
ed root, with a sweetish, but at the same lime acrid and bitter taste- When It le 
knowu that Bryony toot has been swallowed as a poison, excite vomiting by irri* 
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tAting tlic throat with tlip finger ora feat her, ^and by admir istPring large drauahts 
of tepid water ; ,atter which give milk, with from a urain to two grains of opium, 
once in two hours, iinlil the violuit colic pains are abated. 

2. Coil' QD INTIDA j Hitter Apple, Much dunger hn<» been often incurred 
by overdoses ol tlin substance being ordered by empirics and pretenders to speci- 
fics ; but it has seldom caused death. First, evacuate the stnuiach in the manner 
already described, and then administer milk and oiC 

3. (lAMBona This vegetable production, being used os a pigment in 
water-colour drawings, has olten been swallowed in dangerous doses b> ebildreii, 
and has produced fatal efiVicts from the violence ot the vomiting and purging 
which it causes. Administer milk and other demulcent diluents, with a grain of 
opium at short )nterval4. 

4. WiilTB Hbllbboke Root. This root excites violent vomiting and 
purgings, with bloouy evneiiutions, which soon prove fatal if proper measures to 
counteract iis influence be not i mined lat«dy taken. 

Evacuate the stomoeb with copious droughts of demulcent fluids, and sbeatlie 
the bowels wiib clysters of starch and other ernolients; then administer fre^-ly 
acidulous drinks, coffee, and camphor in doses of Irom six to tiMi grains. Pfoles- 
sional aid cannot be too early procured when this poison has been taken. 

5. Hlack ani» Feud Hedlkbokb. The symptoms resemble tbo«e 
caused bv Briouy root, and require llo be treated In the same manner. 

0. Sow Bread ; Cyclnuien The root of tins plant, which is a flaitpnfd, 
eircular tuber, produces effects similar to those of while fJellebore when it is 
swallowed ; and, consequently, cases of poisoning by it require to be treated in the 
same manner as those by white Hellebore. 

7. S^piTRuB. The seed-vessels ol this family of plants are what is termed 
tricoccous, that is, composed of three capsules or disthiot cells nnlied back to 
W'k Oft a common footstalk. Those of the species indigenous in Great Hrirain 
bear a distant resemblance to capers, and have been occasionally eaten by the 
ignorant and children, In quantities which have proved fatal. The symptoms are 
great heat in the stomach, vomiting, violent purging with bloody stools. When 
poisoning from thehC seed-vessels, or from the EuphoMna of the shops, occurs, 
first evacuate the stomach by large draughts of tepid water ; and then give 
repeatedly olive oil «nd milk, sheathing the lower bowels with starch clysters. 

In the same manner are to be treated cases of poisoning by Arum or Cuckoo 
piaf. the beautiful red berries of which, as they appear in autumn, sometimes 
allure children to eatMhe root; Croton oily when overdos'd; the Meadoio 
Anemone; the Meadow Narcissus; the diff rent species ol Banunculus or 
Buttercups; and Aconite or Wolfsbane: but in all the«e cases, we must again 
repeat it, the best professional assistance should be procured as soon as posible. 

c. Mineral Acrid Poisons —These are few when compared with those be- 
longing to the class ot corrosive poisons We shall notice only one. 

1, Nitrl; Saltpetre. This excellent medicine has occasion illy been 
taken by mistake, instead of Glauber salts, in doses of an ounce or more. It pro- 
ducts vomiting, purging with bloody stools, excruciating griplngs, cold sweats ; 
and if it <io not terminate in death, the future life of the patient is likely to he 
rendered wretched, and be dies paralytic The insUn es of poisoning by Nitre 
demonstrate the propriety, or rather necessity of tasting medicines before swal- 
lowing them, them as it would be very unlikely, under such precautions, to 
mistake Nitre for Glauber salts ; the tasie of the former being cool, bitterish and 
penetrating — that ot the latter strongly saline and nauseous. 

When Nitre has been taken in such large doses, dilute freely with milk and 
hla'pd diluents. 

‘. tr^euMaiices comprehended in this class of poisons, when taken Into the 
p^^appUdl to the body in such a ruenner as to be rapidly abitorbed, 
einse dfdwsjti- AS. Stupor, paralysis, or apoplexy, convulsions, and death when the 
doi« ta iiitfneiendy laige. They belong, almost exclusively, to the vegetable 
klhgddin, 

m* Ve0etable Sedative and Narcotic Poi$om» 

1. Camphor. This excellent laedicliie has oceaslonally been swallowed In 
dopetf so large as lo cause very violent excitement of the brain and nervous 

such as vertigs, difficult breathing, fainting, cold sweats, convulsions, 
in some instuitces', defiili* When it is known or suspected that these s>mp« 
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toms Mave resulted from the ailministration of Camphor, ^ive wine in moderate 
quaiitiiieB, with ten or fitteen drops of luudafiuro, at short intervals, until profes- 
sional aid be procun‘d or the symptoms abate. 

2. iliCMLOCK; Conium maculaturn. When this poison has been swallow- 
ed, either in thtj rt^cent si ale or in (he form of extract or ot tincture, so as to pro- 
duce hiuh delirium or iitiixy, or stupor, dilatation of tlie pupils, and convulsions, 
which Irequeiiily terminate in death, th» stomach should he first evacuated by 
the stomach pump, it it he at hand, or by a scruple ot white vitriol, and acidulous 
fluids afterwards freely administered. 

H, Hkniia^np.. Poisoning by tliis plant, either in its recent state or prepar* 
ed for a (hedicinal nse, must be counteracted in the same manner as a case of 
poisoiiini^ by Hemlock. 

4. I^AUKKL Water. This acts as a direct sedative, and destroys life 
tvitliout convulsions or any of the other symptoms wliich those substances which 
are reuardtd us simple narcotics, produce. It is disiintiuislied by the strong 
odour ot bitter almonds; and in cases of poisoning by it, whatever steps are 
taken must be prompt Briindy, containing in eac‘* glass from filteen to tliirty 
drops of solution ol Ammonia, ora tea spoonful or two of llarishoin, should be 
administered, ut sbort intervals, until the habit is roused, and the induence ot the 
poison is overcome. , • 

o. Opium. As this medicine, in all its forms of preparation, is the poison 
most conimouiy had recouise to by the suicide, thrdr is reason for suspecting that 
it has been swallowed wlien the following symptoms occur: drowsiness, followed 
by delirium, puliidness of connteiiunce, smhiiig.deep and snorting breathing, coltl 
sweats, and upoplexy. The flrbt object in the treatment of sucli ‘a cas ■ is to dis- 
lodge the poison still remuininu in the stomach, either by means of the stoioacli- 
punip, if that valuable inbiruineiit can be pror urtd, or by tlie administration of 
an emetic consisting of a scruple of while vitriol, or from five to eiglit grains of 
hine vitriol; and by irritating tlie upper part of the gullet and the throat by the 
finger introduced into the mouth, or with a feather, if no professional aid can be 
procured, even after the stomach is emptied, then give freely acidulous fluids, 
with strong coffee and cordials. The subsequent drowsiness should be averted bv 
rousing continually th«.utlentioii of the patient, by obliging him to walk about ; 
and, when it cun tie done, b\ iinitiersiiig him in a tepid bath. 

(i. Pku'3810 Acid. When this poison is taken in a large dose, death almost 
instaiitune<iusly ioilows ; but when the quantity is more inmierute, ir produces the 
6 line sedative eflVcts as lauref-waier, and is to be coulKeracted by the same 
means. 

7. Stuamonium, or T/iorn Apple, act6 nearly in the sume manner as 
OMiuin ; and, consequently, cases of poisoning by this agent are to be treated in 
the samq iiiunner an those by Opium. 

8. Stuonw 8cl5^TED Lettucb produces the Slime effects as Opium; and 
persons poisoned by it are, therefore, to be treated in the same manner as those 
by Opium. 

9. Tobacco The symptoms which Lad to the suspicion of poisoning 
hy this substance are. severe nausea, vomiting and other sensations of drunken- 
ness, great sinking of the strength, cold sweats and convulsions. If little tirna 
has elapsed from the swallowing the poison, clear the stotriMcIi by two or three 
grains of 'rurtar emetic; hut, if some time passed, admiiiister puraatives, and 
aftei weirds acidulous drinks, with braiidy, camphor, and other cordials. 

6. Mineral Sedative and Narcotic Poisons, 

I. Carbonic Acid Qas. The utmost danger often arises from this gaa 
being extricated by burniiig charcoal in close rooms ;and from (he gas acoutou. 
laiiu.: Ill cellars and other places, which have been long kept closed, and into 
which individuals huprudt-nily enter immediate'y after they are opened. No 
person ought to enter a ce Ur, pit, well, or other place in which this gas can accu- 
mutate, without carry ing with them a lighted candle, the going out of which 
should be the signal for instant retreat. 

When suspended animation occurs from this gas, remove the body info the 
open air ; ami while frlciion » applied over ihe chest' let the lungs be infla,ied 
by means of a pair of beliowa, eiosing and opening the nostiiis and mouth t Iterii- 
ately, and pressing on the cliest after each inflation, so as to iiuitute, as neu^ly^ai 
possible, the action of breaU*U«< The iiiflueace of hydrogen gas Oh ih#boqy it 
to be counteracted in the laiue manner,^ ^ 
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Clv3S IV - Acro-n ARC'TT ic Poisons, 

I'iipse sre sub^lanr-es that 111141116, to certain deisreH, the surfHces to whioli 
they are applied, and at the same tuna, produce flie sfcipifsiii^ and sedative 
effects of the ioircoti<‘ |>oUon«. I’hev are almost all vegttcible produclions. 

a. Vegetable Ad O'nurcotic Poisons. 

L CoccoLUS Inoicos. Tlia SMnptoms produced by this poison closely 
resemble thnse ot lutoxii’anon.

The heaiitilul appearance and 
sweet taste ot the berries ot ihe deadU iiiprhtshado olieii allure children to tat 
them. The S\inpionis reseiiildt tho-e of inioxicaiion, wjih high ilelirium, tiecoiii- 
panied yviih luut'hipr ; un effe ct wliich is beauDlully alluded to by our immortal 
dramatist, in the tollownm lines : — 

‘ Or have we eaten of the insane root. 

'I’lmt takes the reason prisoner.’ — M acbeth 

It also causes suf-b a state of i arni ^ sis of the stomach, that vomitinp ran scarce* 
ly he^'xcit d by the mcst povveilul emetics. Administer vim gar and acidulous 
diink**, whicli often ctnihle tlic erneiics to operate ; uinj coiniiiue the use ot (he 
acids ntitil all the 8\ mptonis disappear 

3. Ei.atruium, This is not likely to be used as a poison ; but it may be 
ovenlosed in the hand of ilie mnorant. The chief symptoms are Molent pnr«in« 
of ivnterv sloids, lollowcd hy snddiij sinkings and excessive ilebiliry. Support 
the sirengih hy cordials aiif! opium in doses ot a gram, repealed at .sin rt iniertals 
and exhibit clusters of sturcli with from foity to sixty drops ol Ittudaniitii in each 
clyster, 

4 Foxglove An over dose of this medicine, in anv form of 
prepararnm, pioduces Hckne'S, vomiiing, vi iti«o. indisiiict nsion, cold sweats, 
deliiinm, ami fainting ; and may cause death. To cuunteract these eifiecls, 
administer hramlv ami c 'rdiuls. 

5. Fool’s Pa I'SLB V ; -iefftiLta Fhis plant is readily distin- 

guished iroin re«| Parsley hy three long linear leaflets, wliicli are ptonlent on ono 
aide of the base of each umhtllule, or umhrella-like expan-kion of the foo'-sialks of 
the flower**, and which are not present iu Parsley. When eaten, Fool’s Parsley 
produces heat of tlirojigb thirst, vomiting, a small treqnent pulse, he idache, vertigo, 
and delirium, It mu.nt heevacuuted f'Oin the stuinach bydarge draughts of de- 
mulcent fluids, until professional ant be procured. 

6. Funguses ami Poisonous Musijkooms. The general result of these 
funguses on the aiiimnl rcouomy Is pain of ilie stomach, nan-eii ai» I vomiting, 
choUc ami purging, cramp ot the lower extremities, with veitigo. dciiri <m and 
convulsions. B^acuHte the stomuch by emetics and purgatives, or by m combiua- 
fion ol tliH two: as for example, a scruple of powder of ipccuculiHiia, and two 
ounces of Glnuber salts ; after which give acidulous drinks wlih brandy, or a tea- 
apoonful of i?iliher at short intervals i and lastly Peruvian Bark. AmiDonia and 
Hartehorn are hurtful. 

7. Meadow SafphON ; Colchicnm. Overdoses of the remedy hiuI its pre- 
paration produce violent purgings, often with bloody stools, sinking of the pulse, 
Riid coh^sweats. Evacuate the stomach bv copious draughts ot ih mulcent fluids ; 

^ tlir'ft give from six to ten grnins of AinraoniB, or a tea-spoonful, or two tea- 
apoooftilf of Hartsborii in a gia^sof brandy at slioit intervals, 

6. Nux Vomica ; Ratsbane The symptoms of poisouieg hy ftatshane are 
ffbose of inebriety, vertigo, nghliiy of the exfreuiltie*, extreme diflifulty ol breHtli- 

And suffocation. Evacuate the stomach and bowels ; and alterwards dilute 
ffttefy with acidulout fluids 

Acro nareotic Poisons 

1. VfHtT& Lv,kd ; Carbonate of Lead. The effects of this poison are felt 
> Clliifly by painters and woiktrs in white lead, who do not W8>*h their hands before 
eatin|t their meals. It cau-ies obsiinate cosliienesa and vjohnl cholic, with 
iretitors and palsy of the legs and arms The t-uine syiwpirms are produced hy 
eider wine, and other Ikjtiois, into whhh Sugar of had and litharge liav^ bei n 
introduced to remove acidity. Until professional aid can be ohiaii ed, admiiiis'er 
,i|iu oufice df castor oi,!, with forty drops ol Laudouum ^ and let the patient be put 
Into o^warn bath. 
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Class V— Septic or Pothescent I oisons. 

This rlsBB of prisons rninpri^hertds those substances which, on lieinK taken 
into the stoinai’li OT introduced by any ineons into the system, produce jjeneral 
debility, faintirnjis, and a brfokintf down or pnliesceiit state of t lie animal fluids 
and solids, witiiout much eflect on the intellectual faciiltits, They are tflmost all 
of an animal nature. 

1. Venom OF Sbiiprnts, such as the Fijoer, the Hattlesnahe, fkX\A Cobra 
di Capollo. Tlie symptoms resulting from the bite of all venomous snakes are 
iK'urly the same pain in the bitten part, extending towuids the heart ; stupor, 
cohl aw* a s, pallor and lividity of countenance, and gangrene of the bitten part, 
ate indications of such venomous bites. Put a ligature upon the limb which has 
been bitten, between tiie wound and the trunk of the body, and apply a wine 
glass, exhausierl hy horning a little spirit within it, ks a cupping-gbiss over the 
part, or let the wound be sucked by a person whose li[)s and tongue are not 
chapped, until professional aid can be procured. Animal poisons of this descrip- 
tion are innocioiis when taken into the stomach, al:..ounh their action is so pow- 
erful, and often fatal, when they are introduced into the habit by a wound, or any 
other method of moLMilation. It the iips or the tongue of a person who sucks a 
poisoned wound be chapped, the system is inoculated in the same manner as if it 
were inserted by a lancet, or by a 6ite, under the skin. 

2 Stincjs op Bees, WA'jps.and other Insects. These are seldom fatal ; but 
the pain which tliey excite is almost insupportable in some habits. Let the 
atfei ted parts be bathed with tepid spirit of Miiidererus. 

Fish Poison. In England poisoning from this cause scMom occursi 
except when the muscle or the oyster is in an unhealthy state, or begirining to 
putrify The symptoms are a sensation of weight at the slorriacli, iianseu, tiiirst, 
Vertigo, itching over the sUiii, hiccough and luintings, with cold, clammy 
per-pirations* acnate the stomach by a powerful emetic and tlie bowels by a 
puree : after wliieli, administer copious draughts ot acidulated fluifs, with from 
twenty to forty drops of iEilier at short inteivals. 

.4. Hite of a Mad Poa. Tie a ligature above the wound, and apply a 
wine glass or a cupping-glass over if, until a surgeon can be procured to cut out 
the bitten part. As every thing depends on the complete extii pation of the part, 
a good surgeon must be eranloved. When the disease appears, if tha.medieal 
atternlarit has not previously seen a ease of the disease, which may hapfn^o to the 
most skilful practitioners, request him to cup the patient over the course of the 
spine, and immediately administer Prussic acid. 

In concluding these brief instructions, we conceive it to be imperative upon 
us to caution persons from hastily , taking up the idea that an individual is Buffer- 
ing nrnVr the influence of poiisoii, without consultln/ a plivsician or a siirgeoii, if 
practicrtlile. The SYinpfams of cholera morhus, dlarrJuva, malhjnant fever, 
and several other dist'ases, may be mistaken hv the ignoiant and InexpericMired 
for those of poison ; and, thence, the necessity of immediately procuring that 
Bssistanre. wiiUtut vvliifh, in either case, not only is future health endangered, 
but lite Itself placed in the utmost peril.

The family name of the (said to he) deposed Kinif of Bnrrnnh, or that ffiven to him by bis 
Grand father? is Maung Khaurig.but it is uo( considered respectful to mention tins name Having 
obtained as an appanage, and held nnnl he assumed the throne, (he rich distncl of Tiiarawadi, 
which contains the principal teak foiests in the country, he was alwajs stj led Tharnwadi, 
Menu tba, or Prince of Tharawadi. He was bom on Wednesday the (lih of Sepiember |786 
and he is therefoie now (Ist January 1S41} in his 59th year, His father wa.s the Heir apparent 
to the throne when Colonel Syines visited Amaiapurn, and whom tliat ollicer calls £ugy 
Teekien, more properly, Ain-yc-thnkhen, or Ainje^Meng, Lord or Prince of (be Eastern 
House. His Grand father was Colonel Syines's Mindeiagee, more properly Mrng dnra>gyee, 
the Great Kinv; of Kigbteousnesa, one of (he titles borne by the Kings of Burrrinh ; but his 
subjects now refer to him as Pho-diiu gyee, (be gieat lujal Giand fathn, or Badoun Thakhen 
the Lord of Badoun, the town which he bad held before he came to the ttiione He died on 
the 6th June Isi9 and was succeeded by (be present King’s Elder Biuther once known as 
Tsa gain-meng lha, Prince of Tsagain, with the family name of xiauiig Tsen, the same who en. 
gaged m war wiib the British Governmeut, and who was dethiuued by the present monarch m 
the inoiiih of Apiil lb27. 

In June 1H37 the deposed King deserted his Brother’s Capital of Avn uhich has now become 
II ruin, and proceeded siAty miles to the noilliward, with the ostensible object of building a 
new city there, but in reality for tbe purpose of escaping fiom the British resident, for on the 
withdrawal of that officer, the King returned, and establisheU himself in his Grandofalher’s city

of Uigliteoiisiiess *

'rhe standard of the Renp:al money has ever been silver. Gold it 
occasionally coined, hut the jrreat bulk of the currency is silver. 
There are various kirftisof Rupees to be met with in Benjjal, 
whose fineness and weijjht are dilierent, Ihoujrh their denoininatiuns 
are the same. From this, and trom the natives fienncntly punch- 
iiiil holes III the Rvioees. and fillinij up the vacancy with iiase ineial, 
and their wih'iillv dimiiusiun*; ihe weight of the com after coinmjf 
from the mint, the currencies of Rupees from the ditl’erent provinces 
are of ilifl’erent values. I'his defect has introduced a custom ofein- 
ploviiijr shroiVs or inoney-chaip^ers, whose hosmess is to set a value 
upon liiese dilFerent currencies, according to every circumstance, ei- 
ther 11. their favour, or tlieir prejudice When a sum of Rupees is 
brought to tme of llicse shsiofl's. he examines them piece hy piece, and 
arrangesthem accnrdir,'g to I heir fineness; then hy their weight; he 
then all'-ws for the diflerent lejg il baitus upon Company’s Rupees, 
.^iccas and Sommis; and tlrs done, the value.^ in gross by the 
Rupees current what the whole are Avoith;so that the Rupee current 
is the only thing fixed, l>y which coin is valued. 

A Lac of Rupees is 1,00,000; ami a Crore, 100 Lacs or 
1,00,00, 000 Rujiecs; and in accounts, sums are di.stinguished into 
Crores. Lacs, and single Rupees, by marks or divisions, as in tiic 
foregoing examjdes.

mum value in the Engli'li market fixed by the mint f^rice : although 
it has so in CilcuUa, wlieie it imiy alvva>s he converted into coin at a 
charge of 2 per cent.

It is made of a very base alloy of cop- 
per, is round, about the size of an English farthing, and has a square

The Mun (or that weiglit to which it closely accords in value, 
and to which it is legally equivalent in the new scale) has been hi- 
therto better known among Europeans by the name of Bazar 
Maundi but upon its general adoption, under Regulation VII. 1833, 
for all transactions of the British Government, it should be deno- 
minated the Bkitish M\und, (in Hindee, Uugrizee Mini,) to distin- 
guish it at once from all other weights in use throughout the 
country*. 

The Pujiseree is, as its name denotes, a five-seer weight, and 
therefore should not form an integranr jmint of the scale ; but as 
its use is very general, it lias been introduced for tlie convenience 
of reference. 

The Seer being the coinnionest weight in use in the retail 
business of the Bazars in India, and being liable, according to the 
pernicious system hitherto prevalent, to vary in weight for every 
article sold as well as for every market, is generally referred to the 
common unit in native mercantile dealings, as, the seer of so ma- 
ny tolas,^ (or sicca, barees, takas, &c.) The standard or bazar 
seer being always 80 tolas. 

The C^itdk is tlie lowest denomination of the gross weights, 
and is commonly divided into halves attd quarters, (called in Ben- 
galee, kacha ;) thus marking the line between the two series, which 
are otherwise connected by the relation of the seer, &o to the tola. 

The Tola is chiefly used in the weighing of the precious me- 
tals and coin ; all bullion at the mints is received in this denomi-

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nation, and the tables of bullion produce (r/5 seen in the foregoing 
pages) are calculated per 100 tolas. It is also usual at the mints 
to make the subdivisions of the tola into annas (sixteenths) and pie, 
in lieu of mashas and ruttees. 

Mashas, ruttees, and dhans, are used chiefly by native gold- 
smiths and jewellers. T^hey are also employed in the native va- 
luation by assay of the precious metals; thus 10 mashas line, sign 
nifles 10-J2th8 pure, and corresponds to “ 10-oz. touch” of the 
English assay report or silver. There is a closer accordance with 
the English gold assay scale, inasmuch as the 9b ruttees in a tola 
exactly represent the 96 carat grains in the gold assay pound, and 
the dhan, the quarter grain.

The word mun^ of Arabic or Hebrew origin,* is tbrotjgiiout 

Persia and Northern India ; but, as might be expected, it represents 
very different values in different places : thus the mun of Tabriz is only 
lbs. avoir, while that of Pulloda, in Ahmediiuggnr, is 103J lbs. 

It is probable that the seer or Ur, a Hindu weight {s^tak), was 
more uniform than tlie maund, since it wa^ founded uj»on tlie tola 
{tolaha), whicif, with its subdivision, the wassa, mint in very ancient 
times have beert extensively known ihrougiiout corniner<'ial A*ia : there 
can be little doubt that the tale and mace of the Chittese are identical 
in origin. 

It may be generally assumed that the maund system follows the 
common scale, viz.

.40 seer6=: 1 maund. 

20 inaunds= 1 candy or maunee. 

The use of a five-seer weight also universally prevails under the 
name of •purseree, dhuree, or vis. The dhuree, from its name, however, 
seems to be properly a measure, and accordingly, while in Malwa it 
equal to 6 seers, in f»ther places it is found of 4, 4j, 5|, 10, 11, and 12 
seers. Tlie terms adhola adhelee^ (b»lb) pao^ powall, (quarter,) adhpau, 
(half-quarter,) frequently occur: they explain themselves.

By Regulation Vll 1833, anew British Indian system of weights has

the new weight has been adopted by a very few European hoii-es, while 
it is the only one in use at the several Government oflices of Calcutta, — 
the Custom house, the Mint, the Treasury, the Bank, ami the Polce. 

The difference hovi ever between the new and the old system is 
extremely 8m«jll j viz. the unit or tolah 7ou$ tlie old Moorslieclabad 
rupee, and weighed 179, 66G Troy grains. By the said Regulation the 
tolab M of 180 grains Troy, and they, fore exceed^ tlie old one by one- 
third ot a grain, which dlWFerence makes the new bazar or Indian 
mannd heavier than the old one by about ene chitiak and a quarter, or 
2,22 ouncess Troy.

An Acl for effecting: an arrangement with the East India Com- 
pany, and for the better Government of His Majesty’s Indian 
Territories, till the thirtieth day of Aprils one thousand eight 
hundred and lifty-four.

WHBKEASjby an A ’t paaaed in the fifty-third year of the reign a. me i& 
of Hi0 Majesty King George the Third intituled an act for contin- 
uing in the East India tjorapany, for a further term, the possession of the 
British Te'^ritories in India, together with certain exclusive privileges, for 
establishing further regulations for the Government of the said territories, 
and the better administration of justice loithin the same ; and for regulating 
the trade to and from the places within the limits of the said Company's 
C/inr^^r, the pnsseBsion and Government of the British territories in India 
were continued in the united company of Merchants of England trading to 
the East Indies, fora term therein Tnentioned ; and whereas the said com- 
pany, are entitlrd to or claim the lordships and islands of St. Helena and 
Bombay, under grants from the crown, and other property to a large amount 
in value, and also certain tights and privileges not affected by the determina-

excepted, who may have quitted or who may quit the same, 
in conaeqtienc eo( sickness under the rules established by the Qovernor-Qe- 
neral in Council, with the sanction of the Hon’ble Court, or who may proceed 
to another presidency not more distant then their own, for the purpose of 
embarkitig for Europe. But no new rules on the subject can be established 
hereafter, to take effect before their approval by the Honorable Court. 

The Pre-ident in Council deeming it necessary, therefore, to declare the 
rules that have been pas.^ed under sueh sanction and are still in force, and the 
modifications made therein by the application to them of the act in question, 
direct the following rules to be published, together with the Act 1 Victoria, 
cap, 47. for general information. 

CIVIL SERVANTS. 

1. Civil Servants proceeding to tlie Cape of Good Hope, Mauritius or the 
Island of St. Helena, or to any place within he limits of the East India 
Company's charter, wiili leave granted by the Governments, to which they «re 
respectively attached, under medical certifleatps, countersigned by a Member of 
the Medical Board at the presirirncy, shall, from tiiedatc of the pilot leaving 
the vessed in which they embark to date of their return, provided the period of 
absence do not exceed two years, draw the allowances of their respective 
offices, subject to the following deductions. 

If the salary exceeds 2,000 rupees per mensem, one-sixth for one year, and 
for the second year one-fourih. 

If the salary do not exceed* 2,400 rupees per mensem, one-elghtb Tor first 
year, and one-sixth «for the second year. 

If the salary of officer be not more Ihon 500 rupees per mensem, no deduc- 
tion shall be made for the first yrur; and if it be only so much more, that the 
prescribed deduction at the rate one-eighth would rc'iucc the allowance drawn 
to less than 500 rupees per mensem, only so much sliall bo fed uc ted as will 
reduce the salary drawn to 600 rupees per mensem. After the first year, of 
deduction of one-elghlb shall be made from the salary of the ctfi ers referred 
to iu this lule. 

2. After the close of the second year, when the salary of office ceases, civil 
servants who may obtain an extension of leave, will draw the subsistence 
allowance of their rank only, but no such servant, ub^tMit on leave, on account 
of sickness, shall draw a less allowance asa civil servant out of employ, than 
that of a junior merchant, ^iz Sa. Ks. 224 per mensem. 

3. The maximum period of which any cl»il servant sliall be allowed to 
draw the salary of office, or any part thereof, is two years from the date of em- 
barkation, and the offices of servants who may not return within that period, 
wUibe vacant and liable to be filled by fresh appuintment. Civil servants who 
may to overstay the period of two years, provided they obtain an extension of 
leave, and account to the satisfaction of th Government to which they aro a- 
taahed, fbc the delay of their return, shall, as above provided, receive the 
•Uhsistenee allowance of a servant of their rank, subject to the exception 
at^ve speelfied In favor of junior servants'^ but if they continue absent in 
diaohedienca of an order to return, or without sufficient cause shown, thjit 
allo^since also wid be forfeited. 

4. Civil Senanls absent on leave, on account of sickness duly errtifl'd, if 
they proceed to Bngi.ind without returning to ihtir presidency, may, as 
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heretofore, apply to be admitted to furloupb by the Honorable (he Court of 
l>irect«>rs. and the furlough in guch coses, take cfTect from the dote to 
leavinjr their pre'^idt ncy , consequently (he allowances of office that may have 
teen drawn by tliemseives or thrir amenta, after their departure^ must, in that 
case, be re-adjusted, and the difference re-funded« 

5, Civil Servants desirinflf to avail themselves of the benefit of the^act 

ebr^vc r< ferred to, an Mo draw their allowances while absent on account of 
sickness under the above rules, will be required to i^ive security in such amount 
as rnay^ be »^qu>i‘^‘l Government for the refund of anyjexcess that may 

be drnwn, either by a^rents at the presidency op by themselves, is case of their 
proceeding to Europe on Furlough, or otherwise coming under retrenchment. 

6. No second leave will be granted to any Civil Servant who has been 
absent beyond sea tor two years, until three years after the date of return 
from sea j but if a Civil Servant IS cmnpeiled by sickniss to proceed to sea 
aiittin within this pi rio'l, after liaving been ubsml less *'iun two years, he will 
be allowed to eompicic that prri'id, drawing the proportion of salary allowed 
for the remaining time, as if the leave had been ooniiiiuous. 

MILITARY OFRICCaS HOLDING CIVIL fiTTUATIOMS. 

7, Military officers employed in the civil deimrtment and drawing a civil 
allowunce, arc entitled, in common witii offi 'ers holriini; stuff siiuatiniis in the 
military depHrtment, to draw the* military pay and allowances of their rank 
while absent at sea, on leave under medical certificate, ami likewise one-half 
of the difference between such allowances and the civil or staff pay of the 
offices to which they stand appointed. 

8. The above allowances are to be drawn for a total period not exceeding 
two years from the date when the vessel in which such officers embark may 
leave the presidency or otiier port of departure ; and (he civil situation held 
by any officer who shall not return within that period, shall be considered 
vacant. 

The rules for furnishing medical certificates and for regulating the 
firms and manner of drawing military allowances during absence on leave^ 
have been laid down in General Orders in the Military Department. 

10. The Civil Auditor will pass the bills of officers on leave beyond sea, 
under medical certificate, for the portion of their civil salary which they are 
permitted to draw by those rales, in like manner, as is provided for Civil 
Servants proceeding to sea op medical certificate. Bat it Is hereby provided, 
that Civil allowances shall not be drawn by a military officer under this rule, 
after the date of departure beyond sea, unless security shall have been pre> 
viously given in such amount as may be fixed by Government. 

ECCLESIASTICAL DBPARTMBNT. 

11. Chaplains proceeding to any place beyond sea, for the benefit of their 
health, under the rules prescribed for officers of the Ei'cleslasticai department, 
eliall, in respect to the proportion of allowances to be drawn during the 
period of absence, as also in respect to the conditions and period for which 
such allowances are to be drawn, and likewise in respect to the allowances to 
he drawn in case of their not returning witlfin two yeafs, be subject to the ’ 
same precise rules as Civil Servants proceeding to any place beyond sea on 
sick leave. 

PILOTS. 

12. The following rules have been established for members of the Pilot 
Service, uuder the sanction of the Honorable Court pf Directors t*-* 
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13. Members of the pilot service, whose state of heahh may require a vnyatra 
to sea or who may on that account rtesire to leave the presidency shall submit 
application for the same through the Master Attendant to the Marine B ard, 
forwardinii with the application a certifleate from the Marine Burfieon, or 
Assistant Surgeon, the Marine Board may grant leave for any period not 
exceeding three months, ond t>ie party availing hiinseirof it may draw, while 
absent on such leave, his entire pay and allowances without deduction. If the 
leave solicited, exceed the period of three months, the medical certidcate must 
he countersiuned by a Member of the Medical Board, end the sanction of Qo- 
vernrnent will be required to enable the Pilot to proceed to the Cape or else- 
where^ under the following rules * 

14. Branch Pilots, Master Pilots, Mates and Volunteers, compelled by 
sickness, duly cer iBHd to proceed to the Cape or elsewliere beyond sea, 
within the limits of the Hon*hie Company’s charter, shall be entitled to draw 
theredured allowances, and toreceive the passage-money allotted to them in 
the following table :

17, A Member of the pilot service, absent under the above rules, may, provid- 
ed be forwards renewed medical certificates every six months, as required in the 
preceding rule, continue absent from India, for a total period not exceeding ttro 
years, drawing during absence the allowances stated, either through his agent| 
at Calcutta, or by bill signed in the persence of a Magistrate at the place 
where he m*ay be residing, and certified to be so signed on the date specified. 
The bills may be drawn in duplicate and wHl be payable to the order of the 
pilot, provided, however, that no pilot shall be allowed to benefit by this pro- 
vision, unless he shall give security to such amount as may be prescribed by 
government to cover any re-funds to which he may bicorue lia ble in case of

18. Any member of the pilot service who shall b absent bej’ond sea for 
a period exceeding two years, shall, from the date of the^ expiration of the 
two years, be considered as Suspended from theseruce. It will remain to be 
decided upon Ins return at any subsequent date, whether he shall be restored 
or not, according as he shall be able to satisfy the marine board and go- 
vernmeui, that he used all possible exertions to return within the lime fixed, 
but failed to do so from causes beyond bis control. 

19. Under the authority of the provisions contained in the latter part 
of clause 1. Act I. Victoria, cap. 47, it is further provided, in respect to 
all the above classes of officers, that if they embark with the permission of 
govcriiinent, at any other presidency than their own, or at any other place 
or port in India, provided, that it be not more distant from thfir station than 
the ports of their own presidency, the date for the commencement of the 
operation of the above rules lor sick leave beyond sea, shall be that of 
actual embarkation at such place or port, and not that of leaving the frontier 
of their own respective presidency, and the same privilege in respect to the 
date of leaving India, will be granted to officers of the several services refer- 
red to embarking at other presidencies or places In India, not more distant 
from their station than the ports of their own presidency, with the leave of 
government previously obtained for the purpose of proceeding to Europe 
on furlough, or of retiring from the service alto^^etber. 

20. In the above rules noprovision is made for cases of servants of the 
classes mentioned resigning the service after leaving Ihtir presidency with the 
permission of the Government in consequence of sickness. The case of such 
persons hat been considered by the President in Council, to require a new 
rule, which, under the terms of ihe act, requires to be submitted for the con- 
firmation of the Hun’ble the Court of Directors, before it can take effect, 
1 1 is accordingly declared, that the security to be given by servants as the 
condiiion of their draw'ing allowances while absent from their presidency, 
must provide for the case of such retirement, and the servants must bind 
tlnm^el^esto re-fund the whole of the allowances so drawn, in case of their 
resignation and departure for Europe without return to their presidency, 
provided, that the new rules to be established, should require such re- fund.

RULES AND AllTICLES 

FOtt THE BETT:E GOVttENMBNT OF THE OFFICERS AND BOLDIEBB IK THE 
BEHTICE OF THE EAST IND A COMPANT ; 

From the 1st January, 18.0. 


SECTION I. 

DUTIES AK1> OBLIGATIOKS. 

Article l.— Mi/sferA.— Musters of every corps in the East India 
rompauy’e service shall bo taken ao ording to such regulfltions as the 
governtneut of eaoh presilency may think fit to ei»tabiUh in relation 
thereto. 

Article 2 . — Fegimental Pay of Officers, -Regimental pay and alfow^ 
ances shall not be issued to any ofRoor or soldier who shall absent himself 
without leive, O ' sha 1 overstay the period for which leare of absence 
may have been gr.intel him; —or wh > sliuU nut on promotion ; — or retno-' 
va to another regiment;— -join, wi li n any period which may have been 
pi escribed for that pu pos^ the corps to which hi miy have been so 
appointe 1 ; - or who shall not on his first appointment in the army join 
ai directed in orders from the adjutant; general. 

3.— But this lait article shall not apply where a satisfactory 
explanation shall ha e been given to the oommander in chief through the 
cummaudmg officer, and shell have bean notified by the ootntnauder in 
^ief to the goveriiment of the presidency to which he bebngs. 
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Arfude ar»y person flisohiirjifeil from E net India Company’s

—That all officers, soldiers, and sulbrs shall hs'e full 
liberty to bri 'g into any of the s id compiny’s iuris or garri-ons a y 
quantity or species of provisions, eatable or dnnkable, cxccjit where any 
cout acts a o entered into by the Kast India i ompany or by thei order 
lor luruishing sueh piovisions. (This exception extends only to the species 
of provisions so c nitraeted for.) 

Article 9. — AU officers commanding in the Eist India Compfniy’s 
lorts, barrack^, or garrisons arc required to see (as tiny shull be answer- 
able for their neglect) that the persons pemiined to snttle supply ihe 
suidiora with good and wholesome provisions at the market price. 

Article 10. — Arms and ibVore^.— Every captain is charged with the 
arms, accoutrements, ammunition, clotinng, or other wariikj stores b;- 
longing to the troop or company under his command, for which he is to be 
aeeountabio in cuso of their being lost, ||||llcd, or damaged not by unavoid- 
able a.'cident or on actual service. ^||P 

Article 11.— All puld'c stores taken from the enemy, whether of 
artillery, ammuuiiiou, clothing, forago, or providons, shall be seemed for 
our service j and the officers commanding in chiel are to be uiiBweruolo to 
the Evsi India Coin[)any for any uegloet in this respect. 

Article 12. — Rjdreas of Wrongst , — If an officer shall think himself 
wronged by the officer commanding the rogime<>t, and shall, upon due 
application made lo lum, not. receive the redress to whi h lie may consider 
himself to be entitled; — liemiv omphiin to his com mi »di*r in chief, in 
ord.*r to obtain justic.-; who is hereby requiriMf to examine into su h 
complaint ; -and either by linn'^elf or by liis adjutsnt general to make 
his leptjrt to the government of the presidency to wh;oli sueh offiicr 
belongs thereupon, iu order to roceive the further directions of such 
gofer u me ut. 

Article ^13. — If a non-cormii'sion^d officer or private soldier sh U 
think hims^df wronged by his Capt iin or other oiluer comru iii'i g tho 
troop or oompanv to wiimh tie he.ongs, h ) is to complain the. oof t tlia 
CO lima. >dtng officer of the regiment-, who is hcieby 'cquired to summon a 
regiinental oourt-mardnl, tor the dorng j isticj to tho soldier complaining ;

mtreh, and are not to qu.t their camp or qu triers, or to fail at parade.

By H resolution dated Ut June 181^0, the civil Auditor was directed to fis the 
rates of teavei<ipg aDow mice with reference to the rates in use at the post office, 
2'hey were signified at 8 annas per mile with exce|*tion to the Delhi and Oude dise 
tricis where the charge wok l*i annas, and in the .luanpore division one rupee. 

These rates gent rally governed, the grant of travelling ailowanee and wore 
jCglrnlated hv a tnhle of (iisfaures firinted hv the post master geneial wldeh also 
gave the additi' nal charges uimle for certain routes direct from Ca'cuitn. the cross 
diii^tanoes also were ascertained hy special application to the same anthoiily. Sinog 
Ifie piihlicaipm of captain Taylor’s TabWe, however the distances eihihited Iheiein, 
hnve been ado<»ted 

The time f<ir travelling from one to another station had also been regulatedi 
by allowing one day for everv ten miles of such distances, and a week (or 7 days) 
wvet and ahoye suph computed time.

By the njore recent rules of C9fh January last, other periods are assigned pf

SALARIES. 

The following extract from a resolution by the hon’hle the president in council 
under dale 20th March, 1839, coiuiimnicated to the Bengal governnietn is 
published for general information. 

Extract from the proceeiUof^s of the hon'bte the president of the council of India 
tn council iu the financial department^ dated the ^{)tli At arch 1839, 

Rbsolution. * Iletjolved, that the 16th Novt^piber 1S30, the date when the 
hon’ble conn's despalch dated 4th May 1836, was laid before the council of India 
for orders he the date whirli is to legulate the claim of incumbents to retain tlfe 
allowances held by them on that dale. 

2nd. Resolved, that the date of the receipt of the present despatch in its 
application to be officers of the Bengal divi.sion of tlie p esidcncy be tlie date 
when the lettei from the Secretary to the right hori'hle the governor general 
fo warding the despatch from his loidship’s camp waslaid hetore the council, via. 
20th February, 18.'J9. 

3rd. VV'iih reference to the above dates Mr. C. Tucker, extra temporary 
Judge of the stulder dewanny and iiizamut adawlut, under date 16th December 
1836 (made permanent 9th September 1838,) and whose salai y since the former 
date has been Fixed at 45,000, must, from the 20th ultimo, be reduced to 42,00\). 

4tli. In like manner the salary of Mr. U.iwkins, register, which on the 16th 
January 1838 was fixed at 32,000 must, from the same date, be leduced to 30,009. 

5,th. Of ihecivU and sessions Judges, the office s drawing salaries in excess of 
30,000 rupees, who will fall under the orders for re<luctiou contained in tins des- 
patch, a e - Mesjrs. U. P. Nisbet, A. Dick, J. Tempicr, W. Dent, & H, Oldfield, 
all of whom draw 32,000 upon augmentations made since the 10th November 
1836. The other Officers named in the livSt as drawing moie than 30,000 are 
old incumbents, viz. Messrs. Cracroft, Lee Warner, and J. D'Oyly j and those 
who have received the higher rate of 36,000 before the IGlh November ISUO, 
via. Messrs. B, B.irlow and H. Moore. 

Otb. Of the civil and session judges (in Number 23) the following draw 
allowances less than 30,900: Me.'tsrs. Smelt, Russell, Biscoe, Goiildsbury, Gough, 
Cafheart, Golding, Deedes and Dunbar. The salary of all thc.se officers being 
23,000, they are each lespectively entitled to an increase of 2,000 per annuirt, 

' provided that a deduction equivalent to furnish such an addition be immediate^ 
ly available, and if the deduction afford only a partial increase, the amount 

lobe ‘equitably apportioned among officers of 
* Court's Order's para, 5Z. the same class.' The present amount available 
* from civil and session judges is 10,600, but his 

honor in council regards the immediate saving made injhe allowances of officers 
of the Budder court, as likewise available for the augmentation of civil and 
session judges' salaries. Thus the amount in hand applicable for augmentation 
from the 20th February last is 15,000. 

7th. Since that date Mr. Cracroft’s resignation has been received s the 
Oenlleman's salary was 41,800, being that of a 2d judge of circuit under tlie 
, old system, coii-sidering of this amount the excess above 36,000 ai* personalt 
his honor in council deems 6,000 to be available for augmentation of the infeip^ 
.grade of salaries of civil session judge. Thus the total amount at present 
able Is i4,000. but in addition to the nine gentlemen named as filling 
of civil and session Judge, a tentii, Mr. Havenshaw, draws the same alloiaiidjidias 
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of 28^^00 fts an additional civil and Thtt|{g:tte aeisslon judge, and the criminal du- 
ties to M performed in the trial of thilae Offondera, are at last of equal responsi- 
bility and, grade with those of ordinary sessions j his honor in council is there- 
fore disposed to admit tlie claim of this genllemun to be placed on the same 
Ibbtihj^ in point of salary. 

Sth. Thus there are ten officers entitled to receive in the whole 20,0(10 
rupees from the 20ih February, but from that date till the departure of Mr. 
CraCtoft, the amount available being only 15,000, they wilt each respectively 
receive only three fourths of the augmentation allotted to them until the date, 
when Mr. Cracroft’s salary fell in, and from that date the entire increase,— The 
additional judges performing only civil duties, will continue to draw, as before 
ordered, only 26,000. 

9th. In the statement laid before the president in council the next officers 
named are separate inagis'rates. Of these the chief magistrule of Calcutta, and 
magistrate of 24-pergunnah8 are special officers, the allowances of which have 
been sanctioned by the hon’ble court. The remainder, twelve in number, have 
been appointed under an arrangement not befoie the court at the time of issuing 
their otders. The appoirttmcnts having been substituted for those of joint 
uieLgistrate and deputy collector. 

1 0th. The despatch of the hon'ble court contains no orders specidcally re- 
ferring to these officers, but his honor in coiineii is of opinion that the principle 
of the orders will apply, and therefore that the office of magistrate must be es- 
tablished with an equal salary, the duties performed ami the powers exercised 
being all of the same description. 

llth. Of the twelve magistrates appointed in Bengal three arc drawing 
IS.OdO Bs. pei annunmnd the remainder 12,09:). The riglit honorable the go- 
vernor general has proposed to fix the equal salary of 15,006 per annum for this 
class of officers, in which case Messrs. Onsilow, Gilmore, and Elliott would loi^e 
8^900 per annum, and the remaining nine would obtain a corresponding increase. 
This would involve a net cha ge of 18,000 per annum, to meet which there is no 
deduction available from the salaries of officers of the same class, and as ihese 
officers were not embraced in the previous orders of the honorable court, and 
there has been no special salary assigned to this class of officers which was inten- 
tionally dlst ibuted unequally upon the pnnciple of keeping the total the same, 
it cauiiot be assumed tliat there are vacancies of the higlipr grade. '

At the end of 1837 lie a)>plied for 
one oi the annuities avaibible in 1837 38 on the faVorahre terms of value, and was 
told in reply that the date of intimation of his appointmei 1 as a writer * no heiri^ 
traceable on'the records of government, the period of iiin twenty-five gears' servi(>e 
must be held to commence bom the date revenatit, v 12. 'i4ili .Vinrch i8i3.' 

In consequence of this construction of the inaQ'igers. whicli was stihseqiienily 
npheld hy the government oi Bengal, Mr A. R. was debaried from taking annuity 
before ‘he 24th Marrh 1843, by whirh period the available annuities of the season 
bad been taken up (nri# of them hy Mr p. G. who rornpb le<l his 22 j ears' artual 
resuienre on the 24th Msich 1838 only) and Air.

MISCELLANEOUS CONNECTED WITH LEAVE, 8cC. RBJTOJNING, &0. 

Any civil officer who may be absent from his station without leave, shall be 
considered to have forfeited the whole allowances of the office to which he stands 
appointed for the period of his unauthorised absence, unless (he penalty be ex- 
pressly remitted by government ; and any officer exceeding his leave shall be 
held by the Civil Auditor to be absent without permission for the time of such 
excess* 

Any officer leaving the limits of his jurisdiction, whether with or without the 
orders of governroent, shall be bound to report the circumstance to the Civil 
Auditor, 

Any officer who may be removed from one station to another* shall in like 
manner report to the civil auditor the date<s on which he may make over and 
receive charge ; and the Civil Auditor is restricted from passing the hill of any 
officer appointed to a new office for the allowances belonging to such office (with- 
out the special orders of government) until he shall have received report of his 
having taken charge thereof. 

Leav| of absence, when solicited for the purpose of visiting any place on the 
continent of India, shall not be granted for a longer period than o months, hut 
which will of coarse be extended at the discretion of government on due and snf* 
ficient cause being shewn, 

Atoy officer desiring to visit the presidency with the intention of making a 
voyage to sea for the benefit of his health or otherwise, shall be required dis- 
tinctly to specify in his application the period of leave necessary for the first 
purpose, at the expiration of which* renewed leave shaji be given for periods not 
exceeding one month* until he fitiaily avails himself of the farther permission tp 
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ouii the presideaey, on which oiocaitcm the vessel in which he embark i most be 
duly reported. 

Any officer arriving at the presideary whether from the interior of tlie conntry 
Of from abroad^ shall reoort his arrival to the secretary to government in the 
department to which he belongs, as well as to the authority to which he may be 
immediately sahjeet, if holding any office snhordinate to any other. 

Any officer retarning to the presidency after having made a sea voyage, for the 
recovery of his health or otiierwise, shall, unless the contrary is especially sanc- 
tioned by government, be require to rejoin his station within the time that may be 
prescribed for travelliug to the station to which be standc appointed.

Rbsolved.— That, for the conduct of the departments of accoiinlant under 
the goveinmeut of Agra, there he established an accountant’s office at Allahabad,^ 
with which shall be combined the duties of the present Snperinteudent or super- 
intendent of resources in the Noith Western Provinces, and all the detads at 
present condncted for those provinces by the acconutuutin the revenue and judicial 
departments, aud in the departments of customs at lire piesidency. 

That the officer placed at the head of this office be denominated the aocoiin- 
tant of the Agra presidency, and allowed a salary of .">,000 Huptes per mensem; 
that there be attached to the office a Deputy on a salary of 1,500 Rupees per men- 
sem ; the Qomioatlou and appointment to both offices to be in the governori- 
of Agra« 

That the office of Saperioteadeot of Resources in the North Western Pro- 
vinces be abolished, and the records and accounts with the establishment now 
eniertained therein, be transferred to the accountant’s office at Allahabad. 

That the Deputy Accountants be also civil auditor for the Agra presidency, 
and that all charges in the revenue, judicial and custom's departments, and the 
charges of all other officers subject to the orders and authority of the governor 
of Agra, be snhraiited to the audit of the deputy accountant and auditor at Alla- 
habad ; the disbursements of political officers, chaplains and others not yet trans- 
ferred to the control of the governor of Agra, will be audited, as tlieretofore, at 
the ^ngal presidency. 

That the aceonnta of all officers of the presidency of Agra he adjusted and 
made np in the office of the accoontaut at Allahabad, in like manner as the ac- 
eo^tf of the Madras and Bombay governments are adjasted at those prefidencies 
reapectiveljr. *rhc transactions of Agra with the Bengal presidency will all pass 
:thro!ilgb ^ of the respective accountants at the seats of government.

BB80LUTI0N8 RELATING TO CH1N.« SERVANTS. 

Our Governor General of India in Council* 

Par a. 1. In reference to our Despatch dated the 27th of December, 1833, No. 75, 
regarding the China Servants who may nc*c*‘pt the offer of transfer to the civil 
estahlisliiiierit of India, we think it right to htnte that it is not our inteutioii to re* 
quire from these aervants as the condition of their remaining in the civil service, 
tu at they should pass the Examination in Nati\e Languages which is required 
from Writers. 

2. Ws have no donht that the Gentlemen to whom we refer will use their 
exertions, and in many cases those specially of the juniors, successfully, to qualify' 
bemsclves to hold any office node r your Government, but there are some offices of 
m^ortauce in which a knowledge of the languages is not indispensable.

Resolved, that having taken into consideration the situation in which (he 
Members of the China Factory will be placed hy the discontiouance of the com- 
pany’s (rode, the following arrangement be adopted subject to the confirmation of 
the Board ot Commissioners for the affturs of India, viz. 

That in virtue of the authority given by Section 113th of the Act of the 3<1 
and 4tb William IV, chapter 85, an offer of transfer to the civil eitablishmeot of

fine and subscription which if they were Members of Civil Servant's Annuity 
Fund, they would be called upon to psy on becoming annuitants be not required 
of them.

LOR OR COMMANDBK in CHIEF, WITH INTBNT TO RBTUBN To EUROPIS 
DEEMED A RESIGNATION, &0. 

XXXVII, And be it further enacted, that the departure from India of any 
Governor General, Governor, Conncillor. or Commander-in chief, with intent to 
return to Europe, shall be deemed in law a resignation and avoidance of hie 
office or employment ^ and that the arrival in any part of Europe of any socli 
governor general, governor, conncillor or commander in chief, shall be a suffi- 
cient indication of sueh Intent ; and that no set or declaratiou of any governor 
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general, governor, oouDoillor, conimander*in-obief, during his continuance in the 
presidency whereof be was governor general, governor, councillor, or conimander- 
in chief, except 'by some deed or instrument in waiting under bis band and seal, 
delivered to the secretary in the public department of the same presidency, in order 
Co its being recorded, shall be deemed or held ns a resignation, or sorrender of bis 
said office ; and that the salary and other allowances of any such governor general, 
or other officer respectively, shall cease from the day of his such departure, re* 
golation or surrender, and that if any surh governor general, or any other officer

FILLING UP VACANCIES IN THE CIVIL LINE. 

And be it further enacted, that all vacancies happening in any of the 
offices, places or employments in the civil line of the ccmpany*s service in Indio

supplied from amongst (he civil servants of the said company, belonging to the

said company for the space of three yeais at least in the whole, antecedent 
to such vacancy, and if the salary, perquisites and emoluments of onv office, 
place, or employments, shall exceed tliiee thousand pounds per annum, the same 
shall not be granted to or conferred upon any of the sai<i servants who shall not 
have been actually resident in India in the said service for the space of nine years 
at the least in the whole, Antecedent to such vncnncy ; and if the salaiy, per> 
quisites, and emoluments of any office, place or employ ments, shall exceed three 
thousand pounds per annnm, the same slinli not he granted to or conferred upon 
any of the said servants who shall not have been actnaily resident in India in the 
said company’s service for the space of nine years at the least in tlie whole ; and 
if the salary, perquisites, and emoluments of any office, place, or employment shall 
exceed four thousand pounds per aiinuin, the same shall not be grauti d to or con- 
ferred upon any of the said i>ervaiit.s, who shall not have been uctiialiy resident in 
India in the company’s service for the space of twelve years at the least ib the 
whole^ antecedent to such vacancy ; and that all appointments, advancements and 
promotions which shall be made for supply ing any such vacancies, other (ban as 
aforesaid, sbali be null and void.

PRIVATS TRADING. 

Memb^ra of (he Civil and Military services may become shareholders in the 
Uaiversnl Assnrance Company, bat it is not allowed that occnpations of a ppvate 
institntion should interfere with the oiaima of the public service to the nnaivided 
attention of the company’s servants, and they are * positively interdicted’ from 
taking any part in the management of U. A. Co. or any other similar company. 

EXCEPTIONS. 

The above interdict does not apply to the Asiatic, the Agricnitiiral, or otlier 
suc/t Societies^ which cannot he in any way looked upon as trading etubiish- 
nients. 


SALE OP PROPERTY TO NATIVES. 


\9th September, 1837. 

Civil Servants are allowed to sell private property to natives reporting the 
actual cost of the pi operty to be sold to them, the name of the )>urchaser, liis 
situation, and the price of the purchase money. 

SALE OP PROPERTY TO NATIVE PRINCES. 

31s^ October, 1821. 

RESOLUTION. 

Circumstances having recently come to the knowledge of Government which 
suggest the expediency of nreventing sales of \aluahle property, from being made 
by the Civil and Military Officers of the iionoiahle cuinpnny’s service to foreign 
princes and chiefs, or to natives of rank or opulence residing under the protec- 
tion of the British Government, without due intimation to Government through 
the principal local nntli 'ritieN, of the purposed sale and transfer of such property 
and the consiileration to be received for it. His Excellency the Governor Gene- 
ral io rooncil is ple.ased to prohibit in future ail sales, purchases, and transfer, 
between the Civil and Military servants of Government on the one hand, and 
natives of the desciiption above noticed on the other, of grounds, liouses, boats, 
equipages, hurses, elephants, plate, furniture, and generally, every description of 
private properly exceeding the value of five thousand (5.000) Kupees, without 
the sanction of Government being previously obtained, under siirb penalties as 
the circumstances of each particular case of disobedience to these orders may 
demand. 

The Governor General in t’ouncil takes this opportunity of adverting to the 
Resolution passed in the Pnlitical Depaitnient under dale the 17lh September 
1831, and published in General Orders of the IBtli of the same month, cautioning 
alt Cii il and Military Officeis of Government against carr>ing on any communi- 
cations with native princes and chiefs, or their wakcels, except through the chan- 
nel of the Political Authorities. 

CHARGES OP CORRUPTION. 

Charges of oorrnption against civil servants are nsnally invcstignted in the 
prespnre of the accuser and accused, by Special Commissioners under the sub- 
joined Regulation VII I of 1817, and a ropy of the resolution ordering the 
tniestigation has been generally furnished to the accused. 

Whereas b> Section 7 Regulation XVU, 1813, the general 
Preamble. control over the proceedings of all commissions constituted 
under the provisions of section 6, of that regulation, is vested 
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in the Sudder Dewanny Adawint, the Board of lleTenne, the Board of Com- 
ntis^ioDera and the Board of Trade respectively, faccordin^jr as the person ao* 
cased may be under one or other of those authorities ;) and whereas by Section 
13 and 14 of the regulation aforesaid, it is provided that the Commissioner or 
Comiuissioners so appointed shall transmit to one or other of the said authorities, 
as the case >f>ay he, the whole of the proceedings held and documents received, 
together v( ilh a snmninry of the pleading and evidence, and his or their opiniotii 
on the case, and that the Sudder Devvaiiny Adawtut. or the Board to which the 
case may belong, submit the whole of the proceedings and documents received 
by them to the Governor General in Council, with their opinion whether any and 
what facts, charged against the party, appear to ha^e been established; and 
whereas, on some occasions, an adherence to the above foim of proceeding may 
be productive of serious delay, in the iinul determination of the case and of 
consequent distress to the accused party, as well as of inconvenience to the 
Public Service; the following rules have been enacted, in inodiHcation of the 
provisions above nientioned, and rd snrh part of Section 15 of the llegulations 
aforesaid, as refers to the said provisions.

BORROWING, LENDING. 

By Regulation XXX VI If. of 1793, covenanted servants of the. company 
employed in the admimstration of justice, or (he collecti.m of the Revenue, are 
prohibited lending money to proprietors or fai mere of land, dependent talookdars 
uudtr farmers, or ryots, or tlieir sureties. 

By Revenue C. O. of June 4, 18*22, it is ruled that there is nothing more to 
be dppiecated, than tlint the officers charged with the civil arlniinistration of the 
country should be under pecuniary oblicalions to zemindars, or other hofieis. 
or farmers of land, in the districts under their authority ; the objection applies 
still more directly to such loans received fioni (he Guardians of Wards, or (he 
managers of their estates. 

In this respect the practice of borrowing money is likely to prove much 
more hurtbil to the public service, and injiiiionsto the good names of the officers 
of Government, than that of the lending, against which the Rule of Regulation 
XXXVin. 1793, is directed. 

The Revenue C. O of May 23, 1823, requires that no public servant shall 
employ, or appoint, or continue in office, any lelative to whom, or to whose re- 
lative or dependant, he is, eKher directly or indiieclly. indebted, wilhout incur- 
ring, whenever the eircumstaiices may be made known to his superiors, the most 
serious responsibility. 

BALES TO NATIVES. 

The Conrtof Directors having declared they will consider every officer high- 
ly culpable in being hnliitunlly concerned in Sales of ‘horses, catt-e, &:c. with 
zemindars who might be suitors in their Courts,’ in as much as they infringe an 
expressed Ilegulation, and violate a solemn engagement. 

RESOLUTION REGARDING NUZZUR8 AND SUPPLEMENTAL ORDERS TO 
OFFICERS OF THE SEVERAL DEPARTMENT. 

Fort William, the June, 18?9. 

The right hon’ble the governor general iu council having resolved to abolish 
the custom which prevails generally throughout the province subject to this 
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prfoideDcyi of nntiveg prenecitinK Naz«urg in money, and trays nf finif, and other 
articles, on the occasion of their paying ofticisl or complimentary visits topnh* 
Ho Functionaries in the sernce of the honorable company, ic is hereby notified 
for the general information of all public oilicers nnder this presidency, that (he 
easiom in question is strictly prohibited from the date of the puhlioation of this 
notice, and that it is the espectatioo of government that ail public Fnnciionaries 
will adopt every mensnre within their power to make (his prohibitoti generally 
knoKD, and obeyed, by all natives of whatever ranker degree with whom they 
have official or private intercourse. 

In direction the abolition of the custom above referred to the governor gene- 
ral in council deems it due to the servants of the hon’ble company cenerally, 
to declare that the measufe has not been adopted by government on the ground 
that it has been perverted to improper purposes by any public officer under 
government, but ft 0111 the conviction that it subjects natives to lueless, and fre* 
qnently vexatious expence, and to extortion on the part of menial servants and 
departments. His Lordship in Council is indeed fnlly presnaded that the abolition 
of a practice open to such serious oh)gptious will be viewed with Mntisfactiou 
by every officer in the hon’ble company's service. 

In cironlating this resolution to political officers it was stated that the pro- 
hibition relative to the acceptance of nuzzers and presents of fruit, &;r. was 
intended to apply to the cases of individuals who are subjects or dependents of 
the British government, and consequently under their control, and not (o native 
princes and others to whom we have no nght to issue e prohibitory order, for with 
regard to complementary presents of fruit from native piinces, and others not 
subject to onr authority the refusal might he offensive to their feelings, as contrary 
to established usage, but in as much as the practice can he discoiuagell without 
giving umbrage, the political officer were not to fail to act in the spirit of tne 
resolution above quoted. 

The resolution was circniated to all Revenue nod Judicial officers and to the 
Army with a mere intimatioo, that it was for their ial'ormatioD and guidance. 


ORROWINO ARTICLES PROM KATIVBS OR OTHER PRIVATE INDIVI- 
DUALS PROHIBITED. 

Extract of a General Letter from the Honorable the Court of Director 
dated the Vith Nov. and 23d December, 1833. 

Vara 66. It was found that Mr. A. B. officiating commissioner of circuit 
had applied to a Zemindar for the gratuitous use of his biidgf’row which was to 
save him an expense of some hundred rupees. We entirely concur in the cen'«uie 
with yon passed upon his conduct. Mr. A. B. ws observe, made the following 
assertion: ‘Borrowing boats and elephants is a ciicuinstanre of daily occui- 
rence, and I may with safety assert 1 believe tlmt there is not an officer in the 
service who has not done so.* If this representation be iu nny degree well 
frinnded, we desire (hat a practice which is not creditable to persons in puhjic 
authoiity, and is in violation of the rules of our service, may be elfectiiaily 
put down. 

On this it was ordered that the above should he circulated to (he several com- 
missioners for their informatiOD and for that of the officers subordinate to them.

eiajOENTS AT THE SENIOR DEPARTMENT OP THE ROYAL 
MILITARY COLLEGE. 

I. A candidate for admission to the senior department of the college mast 
be a commissioned officer in the army, and most have computed the twenty- 
fit tt year of their age ; he must have actually served as a commissioned officer 
with his reyiment for three years abro or four years at homoy unless he 
shoold have been reduced to half pay be'ore the completion of such period, 
when his claim will be considered. 

9k His application is to be addressed to the governor of the college, and 
be sopported by satisfactory testimonials as to character and conduct; as like- 
wise of his being well grounded in duties of (he particulsr branch of ser- 
vice to which he belongs* 

3. These testimonials must he from the officer commanding the regiment 
in which he is serving, or, if on half-pay from an officer of ranh in the ee|^ice^ 

4. It is rccomniended that every officer previously to his admission 
should make himself master of the elements of plain geometry ; his thorough 
acquaintance with common arithmetic, Is, of course, presumed and excepted. 

Alt the students will have the frre use, under such regulations as the Go- 
vernor may deem necessary, of the books, maps end plans in the college library, 

£. The time allowed for the course of education at the senior department 
is two years from the date of the admission of each officer, unless he has been 
educated at the junior department, in which case the period allowed is one 
year and a half. 

6. At the dose of every half-year of residence the student's required to 
undergo an examination in progressive propot tions of thecourse of instruction; 
when, if he he found not to have make the advancement required in the six 
months, he will be recommended to join his rrgiment without waitjng for the 
period allowed for the completion of the course. 

7. Officers performing the required course of studies, are, at the close of 
their residence, presented with certificates of their qualiflcstlnns from the 
oommissioners of the college according to the degree of proficiency and taUnt 
evinced at the public examination. 

8. The number of students in the senior department is at present limited 

to fifteen. ^ 

9. Each student pays Into the fands of the college such sum Rnnaally as 
has been previoasly determiotd by the Board of Commissioners. 

10. The annpal subscription at present fs thirty guineas. 

II. Every officer, on becoming a student, Is required to luhscribe two 
gnineas to the College Library Fund.

His Majesty being desirous of holding out further enconragements to offi- 
cers on half-pay, to become settlers In New South W^Ies and Van Dieman’s- 
Land, has been pleased, in reference to the General Orders of the 8th JunSi 
1826, and 19lb May 1827, to command that the following additional induce- 
ments shall be promulgated to the army, for the information of those offieers 
who may be disposed to avail themselves of the bc..efit of this arrangement. 

All officers on half-pay, who purchased and were reduced, whatever may 
have been the period of their service, or officers on half-pay who did not pur- 
chase, but who, after having served twenty years, half of which on full pay, 
have been reduced, or have retired to half-pay on account of wounds or im- 
paired health, shall be exempted from that part of the regulation contained 
in the General Order of the 8th June, 1826, which requires the officer to re- 
linquish one-third of the value of his commission to the Crown, and shall be 
allowed to receive the full value of such commission, in thiKsame manner aa 
officers on full pay, vrho having purchased the commissions, or having aerved 
twenty years, are desirous of selling out for the eame object. . 

His Majesty has further been pleased tbls advantaga 

shall be extended to officers of alj cw^Jm^i^'^atber on full pay, or retired full 
pay or half- pay, but latter classes all sales eball be inbjeoted

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OBDBR AGAINST DRAWING BAYONETS. 

General Order ^ Hone Guards^X^th June^ 1835, No* 520. 

Some cases having lately occurred, In which soldiers have drawn their 
bayonets upon each other, and aleo upon other persons who happened to 
come in contact with them, whilst quarrelling in the streets and in public 
houses. The General-corn mandlim* in-chief desires, that the soldiers of the 
army may be reminded, that they We armed for the protection of their King and 
country, and for the support and execution of the laws, when lawfully called 
Out for these purposes ; that they wear their side arms as an honourable 
diatiuction of the profession to which they belong ; that they are not to use 
them in private broils, or^ even for their own personal defence upon such 
occasions; and that it is the duty of the soldiers to avoid resorting to places 
111 which such broils are likely to take place, more particularly when dressed 
as soldiers with their side arms. 

The General-commanding-in-chief is determined to put an effectual stop 
to to dangerous and disgraceful an offence, by the punishment and degrada- 
tion of eyery soldier who shall hereafter be convic4ed of it. 

^ To this end Lord Hill desires, that the commanding officer of regimen- 
tal depots, will bring into summary trial, for unsoldier*iike and disgraceful 
conduct, every man who shall be reported to have drawn, or attempted to 
draw, his bayonet for the purpose of using it against another person in any 
case of dispute, affray, or interference. 

Hts Lordship farther desires, that every soldier convicted before a court- 
martial of having used, or attempted to use, his side arms, in any of the cases 
herein contemplated, may, in adition to the punishment awarded by the court, 
be degraded on the public parade, in front of the regiment or depot to which 
he itelongs, by being there striped of hie bayonet, and bayonet belt, and 
proclaimed by the commanding officer as a man unworthy to be entrusted 
with the care of his bayonet, except in the ranks, under the view and 
command of his officer. 

In all such cases, the offender shall be stripped of his side arms by the 
pioneers. In order to enhance his degradation. He who is thus degraded 
shall not be suffered to wear his bayonet or bayonet belt except qpon duty, 
for one year from that dale of his degradation ; during which time he shall 
be denied every indulgence to which the good soldier is entitled, and shall 
march Co church, in the ranks, with side/arms. His name shall, moreover, 
be posted upon some conspicuous place in the barrack room of the com- 
pany to which he belongs, on the barrack ga^e, and on doors of the guard 
noase, and ^ canteen. 

The General Commanding'in-chfef feels confident, that these measures 
frit!, with the xialoos co-operation of all classes of officers and the vigilance of 
t|l|i |fl^-cemmissioned officers, soon rescue the army from the stigma which a 
Ic^ iiiw^riby Individuals would aUsch to it, by I’esorting to a base aud 
biimitniy expedient, heretofore unknown amongst Brlllih soldiers.

The rommandcr-in-^'hief takes this occasion to coll llie attention of the 
rommandiiig Officers of regiments, to the views which led him to i«»sne the 
order under consideration, llis oiqect was to be enabled to place in the two 
^itual^ons, which, in a native corps he considers to he so important, the Oificets 
in each regiment who ateieally the best calculated to fill thetn advantageously, 
and at the same time the most deserving, from their application to their dutiCsS, 
and from their acquirements. 

In making the arrangement, he puts aside every idea of patronage and 
personal favor. 

Having done so, he expects that the commanding officer.s of regiments 
will do the same, and that no such feelings shall have sway in their minds, or 
lead to their recommendations. 

If on any occasion he discoveis that such has been the case, or that any 
under means have been used to obtain a selection for either of these appoint- 
ments, the officer guilly of the same will meet His Excellency's decided repio- 
bation and di.scountenance. 

The Brigadier commanding the corps of ariillery has represented, that the 
aforesaid order does not woik as well in the artillery, as in the regiments of 
♦he line, owing to * the frequent change of »ul>al terns from one battdlion to

yOR THE GUIDANCE OF COMMANDEllS AND OTIIKUS, DELONGING TO SHIPS 
AND VESSELS RESORTING TO THE FORT OF CALCUTTA. 

Under the Orders of Government ^ in the General JJepartrnent^ 

Dated Oth Aiiyust 1835. 

Ist. As the harbour master is held responsible for the movements of all 
ships and vessels, to and from the stream, requiring hia assistance, the Officers 
of his department are not to be intHrlerui wuh in Ihe ext cution of such im- 
portant duty.

end avours to prevfnt their crews from appearing on shore so armed, and thereby 
ineuiHng the penalty imposed by the section of the Bye-Laws above cited. 

NotUiss touching Port charges at Calcutta, for the iff ormation and guidance 
of Owners and Commanders of vessels* 

The Marine Board having lately, noder the orders of Government, been 
engaged in revising tlie general regulations of the Marine Department, bearing 
on the shipping frequenting the port, request the | articular attention of owners, 
agents, and commanders of vessela, to the following arrangements in connection 
with the charges on account of pilotage, &c., framed with a view to the mutual 
convenience of the Marine Department and the shipping interests. 

Piret-'Coromanders are requested, prior to quitting their vessels on arrival 
off Calcutta, to till up and certify, or cause to be filled up and certified, a form 
of certificate shewing the actual registered tonnage; the draft of water; and 
whether the vessel has or has not been tugged by steamer any part gf the way, 
or has not had the use of a row-boat, which form will be furnished to the pilot, 
in order to the bills of the vessels being correctly made out. b 

Second -Commanders are further requested, as early after their arrival as 
possible, to notify, in writing, to the Master Attendant, the name and residence 
of tl a reference for the payment ot the vessers bills. 

Tli|ifd— On the receipt by the Master Attendant of the above certificate and 
written reference for payment, a single bill will be prepa ed, including inward 
pilotage. Light-house duty, Moyapore magazine duty, and row-boat hire, (if 
any) wiiich, together with a certificate, will be forwarded to the Marine Pgy 
Master for collection within fifteen days of the arrival of the vessel and having 
on it th^ name and residence of the party referred to for paj^ment, which com- 
Are requested to iurnisb to the Master Attendant in writing as early 
that Officer nay more readily be enabled to 
tbis arrangement all the charges connected with the vessel up to 
Paicutta, will he embodied in one bill instead of, as hitherto, 
id separate bills. 

the event of vessels docking, or being transported at tbe deairt 
of ' eom mender, it Is requested that a certificate may be given by the com- 
ina#lng ci^er of the operation having been performed, in order to a accom* 
pa^ylqg the bill when presented for payment to the referee. 
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Fifth^Tlie prnctlre of rliarpinp for haiiljns? to the ehoJn tnooWry^s, for their 
monthly hire, anil for huiilina from the moorings in sefiurate biiln, is discontin- 
ued, anti hencelorwardi one bill will he prepared, including the ehttfge for haul- 
ing to the moorings, that lor occupying them, end that lor hauling from theta ; 
and commanders are requested to give, or cause their commanding othcers to 
give, to the iVluster Attendant or tlie Harbour Master, a cerhtlcate of tlt*^ date of 
hauling to and from the moorings, which certificate, as before, will accompany 
the b;tl when presented for paymeitt The hire of the moorings will be charged 
for the day on which the vessel is hauled thereto, without reference to tlie peridd 
of the day ; and, in like inunner, no charge will be made for the day on wliich 
she hauls from her moorings, however late in the day she may quit fiicm. The 
charges connected with the cliafti moorings will thus lie ernitodied in one hill and 
be discharged in one payment, instead of three or more, aecordin g to tlie num- 
ber of months Ihe vessel occupied the moorings. 

Sixth—Tlic system of charging outward pilotage^n an estimated draught of 
water with an additioil of ten fver cent, subject to adjust nient utter ttic vessel has 
sailed, and of clmrging a certatn niimher of days for a row-hoat subject to a likUr 
adjustment, is abolished ; and in future, the outward pilotage and clurge f•l|' 
row-hoHt hire on ouivviird bound vessi'ls, will be made as follows ; 

When the vessel is finalh laden, the commander is to give notice thereof to 
tbe Master Attendant, when the draught of water is to he U'^certained and certified 
by the commander or coinrnamiing officer on the p'lrt of the vessid. and by iha 
Harbour Master on the part of government,— subject, in case of dispute, to th« 
decision of ihe Master Attendant. On receipt of the certificat*', the Master At- 
tendant will cause a bill tc be made out for the regular amount of pilot ige, and 
for the row boat l»ire according to an average rate with relerei ce to the size of 
the vessels and tlie season of the year, fixed by a marine committee wliich lately 
sat at the Hankslnill, tlie in”iority of w-hicii vvas composed ol members of iioiisea 
of agency and comipanders of ships. Tlie bill and cerlificate will be presented Jn 
dift« course for payment. 

Seventh - As however it frequently happens that vessels are taking in car- 
go or fiUhig their water up to the last day of their depurtuie, or that from othet 
causes the bills for the chain moorings and outward pilotage cannot bo made out 
fill the eve of depariure ; owners, ugeiits and commanders are in such cases par- 
ticulary requested, with a view lo despatch, to cause an individual to nttend at tlie 
IHriksiiall and expedite the trnnsmissiori ot tlie bill and certificate to the hoard for 
p gisiry, and to the pay olfice for coiiection ; nteacli of wh eh rtficeis they may 
ill such cases dcptiiid upon the most reiidy and special attention 

Eiglith — III tlie event of a vessel being tugged any part of the way down by 
steam, or not having Ihe use of a row-boa^ coiiinianders are to obtain from the 
pilot, nt Kedgeree acertificate to that effect, which they should forward by dak 
1 1 their agents. On receipt thereof agents are requested to make our a hiU 
against tlie lloriorahle Company for the quarter deduction from tlie pilotage al- 
lovved. if tugged by steam, or for the row-boat hire pniil, as Ihe case may he, and 
to forward it, together with the certificate, to the Murine Hoard for audit and 
payment. 

Ninth— fn cases wljere a vessel leaves Calcutta, avowedly intending to fill up 
cargo at some place below, the pilotage will he charged at tlie draught at which 
she leaves (Calcutta in like manner, though at the reduccfl amount, as if she had 
proceeded to sen ; and with respect to the subsequent pilotage charge, ftom tha 
place at which the vessel takes in the adtlitlonul cargo, to sea, owners or sgenis 
of vesst-la will be required to rurnisli a special guarrantee to piy the amount 
churgea'de according to a certifleente of the draught of w'ater to be signed by this 
eornmander or commanding officer end pilot. 

Tenth — v^ix sets of moorings at Diamond Hitrbonr having been fitted spe- 
cioUy to eitiible vessels arriving in distr^tis from loss ol anchor and cables to ba 
readily moored, the charge will be Co 's Hs 50 for mooring and unmooring, artd 
the daily hire the sane as for 1 he moorings at Calculta The moorings wjli of 
couise lie available to vessels not In distress from loss of anchors and cables, but 
(he Hurhuur Masitcrwiil he instructed at all times to keep two sets vacant durlogfi 
tbe S W. monvnori (o meet casualties 

Elevenfh— \nueX''d a statement of the several port and pilotage clmrges 
and the. Marine Board trusts, that wi«b these nnd the# ce«tificates of the ootomap-t 
Hers or comutanthiig ofiieers before them, owners and agentf* of ve,*8el8 will, n* 
times he eiiahlpd readily to ascertain the correctness of the biffs, and tO dischat^jli 
them on presentuiioiu * ^ ^

1. T.irt coin'nan‘ler.«» of all vessels hound to the port of Calcutta, and pro* 
eeeding lip to the itiwn of Onl.'utta, or to any oilier part of the river aboVR 
Moyaiiorc are required on nr Iml’ore their airival ofi‘ Moyapore, to land ut tliR 
inugazlne, will -b iias bi*en erected at lliat pla<‘e, al* the minp.ivvder which they 
may iiaveon b'urd, (svhetber contilncd in buirqjl^^or made up into Biuumr.ition) 
fltci-eding the qna>ilir> of one huudrjd poiin ls, whicli quantify every vessel Ji

and ahoutd any greater quantity b<* found on lioard, to seize the same. The col- 
lector I- alsoenip iwereil and directed to seiz** any iinauliiorizr*«l qiiantirv of gun* ^ 
powder which tnay he attempted to he slitpfNPd on uny vess'-l, in opposi'ion to the 
roiifis herehi prescribed ; all such gunpowder so seized, shall be liable to conOs* '

6. One-half of the estimated value of all gunpowder which may he cortflscs* 
ted under this regulation, shall be granted in equal proporlloiia to the eollectr^ " 
of the customs and hlsrleputy; the leinaiiiing moietv >«liull be grunted in eqnel 
proportions to the informer and to the officer assistiny in irnkhig the seizure* 

7. The comtnandeps of vessels lying at Diamond Harbour, or in »ny ether 
pert of the river below Movapore, will be penniited to deposit their t^anpewdet 
iji the magazine at Aloyapore. 
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8. Put snant to tlie orders contained in the 5th article of these regulation!!, 
the dommauders of all ve.Hseis now l\ing in the port of I'alciitta, having on* 
board aquantity of gunp'twder exceedin'; nne lim dred pounds, are required to 
send the qnainily of uimpowder exceeding one hundred pounds, whieli lliey 
may have on hoard ot their respective ships, or at any place on shore, to tlie tna a* 
eine at Moyapore. If the cotninander of any vessel ahull not conform to , this 
TOquisitinn, he shall be liable tu the penalties stated in the otii urticln. 

9. 'Phe commander of all vessels l>intr off the town ot ('aleutta, or any 
part of the river between the town and Kt-dg^ree, are prohihiled from tiring gnus 
(excepting for the purpose o| sa uting Fort William, fir for signals in case of the 
vessels being itt distress) for anv purpose whatever, without having previously 
obtained the pormis^ion of H 13 Majesi.v’s justices of the peace for the town of 
Calcutta When guns sh. ill ne fiied from anv ship for the purpose of saintiiig 
Fort William or for signals in ease of the shifi being in distresR, and also in eases in 
which gnus rniy be fired with th * permission of the justices of llie p'*Hce, the contnan- 
der of the ship is enjoined tb be pariicularly careful that the guiisebe not shotted. 

Notice is hereby given that, tho building that served as a Magazine at 
Howr.ih, for the deposit of powder fnr Sale, cased to be used for that (nirpose 
in May 1851), since which the above orders of 1801 have bem as they s'lH are in 
full force. All Commanders \ looting tin same by briringing np Gunpowder in 
their vessels are warned that it will bo liab’e to Seizure and confiscation, if the 
quantity exceed lim lbs whctlier it belongs to the Ship or Is for sale. All powder 
iO exc ss of that qti lotity rnu>t bo landed at tiio Moyapore Magazine.

1. In order to provide for clearing the bed of the river of all anchors that 
have been lost in its channels and anchoring stations, and for the recovery and 
removal of every description of wreck deposited therein, it sliall be the duty of 
the master attendant to employ in the most eliicient manner pi acticai)lc, under 
the official superintendence of the Marine Board, the means placed by govern- 
ment at the disposal of that officer, for the pin pose specihed. 

2. All recovered ancliors, grapnels, and wrecks of every descriptions, shall 
be landed as soon as may be practicable, in (he same state in \\hieh they are 
recovered. Articles belonging to the llon'ble Company, are to be deposited in 
Bankshall premises, and immediately after their hein^ so deposited, a full and 
accurate description sliall be taken of the articles for registry, specifying whether 
the articles are of a perishable nature or not ; place uliore, and date wj^n found; 
and such other information as may he at all calculated to enable owners to iden- 
tify their property. A disiingmshing inaik is to be placed on the anchor or 
other thing so recovered, with white paint, when iiie aiticle will admit of it, the 
mark expressing the year in which it was rcco\cred, and its number in the regis- 
ter of that year ; when the article will not admit of being maiked uith paint, it 
is to he in some other manner sufficiently identified, so as to connect it which 
its particular item in the iCijistry. 

3. Tlie above information is to be regularly entered into hooks of registry 
to be kept for that pm pose at the Master Atteiulmt’s Office, which books shall 
be always open for public inspection, during the hours bf busnieas; a copy of 
this legistry shall be sent w'eekly, under the signature of the Master Attendanlr, 
to the Marine Board, who will cause a list of the recovered articU s, with all the 
necessary information, to be hung up in the Exchange Ilooms, for the informa- 
tion of the public. 

4. .In the event of the right of property being proved to the satisfaction 
of the Master Attendant, or in case of dispute, to the satisfarliou of the Marine 
Board, such property shall be valued by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co., oc 
the propricto.''s of the Exchange; subject to arbitration, if the value fixed by 
them should be objected to either by the Master Attendant on the part of 
Government or by the owner. When the valuation shall have been fixed, the 
Master Attendant sliall make out a bill for salvage, rated according to the 
place of recovery; viz. ^th of the value of ai tides recovered above Fultabs 
40 per cent, on aitides recovered between Fultah and Culpoe; 50 per cent.- 
on articles recovered between Cuipee and Saugor; and 65 pei cent, on articles 
recovered below Saugor, with interest on the amount of salvage, calculated 
from the date of recovery at the rate of six per cent, per annum, the salvage 
to be calculated on the value fixed by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co.it 
above directed.

5. All perishable property shall, if unclaimed, be sold by public auction, 
by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co. three months after its recovery; unless 
they, in conjunction with the Master Attendant, consider it for the interest of 
the owners that it should be sooner disposed of.

place from whence the property is recovered. The valuation theieof to be made 
by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyalland Co. subject as before, to arbitration. If the ovnets 
or commanders possess suitable means for recovering their own anchors of 
other lost or wrecked properly, within 48 houis after they have been parted 
from or lost, and decline receiving assistance, the interfeience of the Master 
Jittendant is then forbidden ; but, should they fail to remove the obstructions 
within that period, (unless it shall be extended under the sanction of the Marine 
Board,) the Master Attendant is authorized to clfect the subject himself; and 
all such anchors or property, when recoveied, shall be subject to the piesciibed 
charge of salvage in articl| 4th. 

7. Should any anchors or other property, not Iheir own, be recovered by 
owners ot^ommunders of ships, when weighing ur recovering iheir own anchors, 
they shatloe delivered to the Master Attendant in the state in which they may 
have been found, with every thing attached to them and be legistered in the 
same way, is if they had been recovered in the hist instance by the Master 
Attendant. In this case however, the parties so i ecovering wiccked property, 
shall be entitled to one-half the amount of salvage. 

8. The above rules are not to he construed to extend to the case of any 
ship or vessel being wrecked in any part of the river. In such case the Master 
Attend'int shall, on the regulation of the parties cunceined, afford every prac- 
ticable assistance for recovering the said ship or vessel, her stoies or cargo; 
and such a claim, or compensation in the nature of salvage, siiall be preferred 
by the Marine Board, as to them, under all circumstances of the case, shall 
appear reasonable ; should, however, the parties concernt-tl decline the assistance 
cf the Master Attendant, their operations shall not be interferred with, unless 
by their negligence the navigation of the liver should become liable to continued 
obstruction from the accident, in this case, as before, the Master Attendant 
is to adopt all be necessary measures to remove it.

In cases where 
persons, whether public oIHcers, or ptivate individuals, are desirous of proceeding 
board a pilot ves.sel for the benefit of their health, application is to he made, 
as above stated, accompanied by a mcd'cal ceitificate. Individuals both in the 
aervice and out of it, who may wisii to go on board a pilot vessel for pu' poses 
unc:onnected with duty oi health, are to imiRe application to the siipeiiutendent 
of ma'ine. Ofheers in command of pilot vessels are on no account to receive on 
boa'dl as passengeis, peisons who have not obtained the requisite sanction from 
ooe or otltfff of the above named authorities, 

IhdivUluali procet«di% on board pUr4 veasela nnder any nf the cir- 
above, are entitled to oeeupy the port half of ihe after 
tewhJnodktion, free of other charge than that of tiiess or table money Inreulter 
ipebigtd.

Ships sailinjr f'or Akyab duun^ tlic South West Monsoon should steer for 
the South end of the Western HoIomko, in L it. lf)“ 50’ N. Long. 93‘" d’ E., 
then standin^^ along the i oa t to the Noi hwaid and Westward, about five or six 
miles offSliore, until the Light is sighted on the Gieat Savage, at the entraiu’e 
of the Arr.ican River, then sicei so ns to bring it to bear N. by East or N. N. E., 
and if they intend to lun in duniig the night, with either of tho'se heai ing>,t hey 
will cross the bar in the best water, in three fathoms low water .sniing tides. 

After deepening acrof,s if, the course should be altered to N. hy W. or even 
N. N. W., aoconiing to the state of the tide and sea at the time, to avoid the 
Western Rocks (above watci) hearing from the Light !?. W. ^ S., distant neaily 
half tt mile ; the Flood Tide sets in on these Rocks 

When the Light bears East in six to nine fathoms on the edge of the flat 
to the Westwird, tlie course must be alteied to N. M. E. and N. E by N.. hav- 
ing brought the Light to bear E. hy S. ^ S. the ship will be inside of Passage 
Rock, which is five to seven feet above water, and hears from tlie Ravage Light 
N. W. i N., distant a quarter of a mile, and should then steer N. E. E isteily, 
to avoid the Reef projecting fiorn Faqneer’s* Point a mile in extent to the south ; 
some of the Rocks are above water at half ebb. Tbeie is a Red Puoy placed 
on the southern entrance in about nine fathoms, which with attention tuny be 
seenin a clear night without the Muon, and after bringing Faqueers Point to 
bearN, W by N. to N. W. the ship should anchor. 

On Faqueers Point a small Light House is nearly finished, the Tdght of 
which livill he a deep red, and will be seen about six miles, or three miles be- 
yond the bar, as a leading niaik to clear the Westcin Rocks, keeping it a little 
open to the Westward of the Savage Lijht when steeling in or out, also to point 
out when the ship is inside of the Reef otf Faqueers Point With this Light bear- 
ing N W. by N. to N. W. is good anchorage, having excellent holding ground 
^nd perfectly sheltered from the sea. 

A stranger should not attempt to run in at night, particularly in the tains, 
except at liigh or low water, as the ebb tide runs very rapidly tii strong eddies off 
the Passage Rock, over (lie dangerous flat to the Westward, and the flood in 
etrong eddies upon the Rocks. 

During the N. E, Moo^jsoon Ships hound to ’’Akyah, from the Northward, 
fihould endeavour to mfike the Table Land of the We-^tern Bolongo in Lat. 20*' I* 
N- then steering due Eiust they will avoid the Oyster Reef in Lat.20'' 5' N. Long. 
92*' 40‘ East, wliich is distant from the Savage Light fifteen miles due Wes^t, 
This course is recommended, as although in favorable weather the Savage Light 
is seen outside the Reef in IfJ to 17 fathoms water, the depth suddenly decreases, 
and the probability of hazy or rainy weather would prevent the Light being seen, 
and steering boldlv in to sight it to the northward of Lai. 20‘' 1’, would endanger 
the safety of the Vessel, by suddenly falling upon the Oyster Ruck or Reef before 
aigbting the Light House. 

I would notadvi.se strangers on any occasion to make use of the Channel 
of the Oyster Rock or Reef.

orphan living in such ^tate, shall be entitled to receive or continue to receive any 
pension under these rules. 

5<1i— If a Wfdow pensioner marries, her pension is to cense during her cover- 
tnre, but in the event of her again becoming a widow, she shall be re-admitted 
to the pension to which she was entitled during her first widowhood, unless her 
second hnshand shell have been ii member of fhe pilot service, and have been at 
liisdeaili of a hiuh<'r grade than her first husband, in which case she shall be 
entitled to the pension of the higher rank. 

6th — A 1 pensioners under these rules are to make personal appearance at 
the Marine boar<l Othce on the Ist day of every alternate month, or to afford 
such other proof of their existence as the Marine Board may from time to time 
require. 

7th-— Widows ami female orphans above the age of fifteen years, are re- 
quired, to forward to the Alarlne Board Office declarations half yearly, In May 
and November, that they are not married, and that they have not been married 
at any Intervening period. The declarations are to he countersigned hy the 
Executor to the Estate of the deceased member of the pilot serv'ce, or pen- 
sioner, or by the guardian of an orphan, and by a member of the pildt service, 
certifying to the truth of the declaration to the best of their knowledge and be- 
lief. Forms of the declaration will be furnisbed on application at the office of 
the Secretary to the Board. 

Sth.— The several amounts of contribution and pension referred to in the 
above rules, will continue to be made in Sa. in the case of ail present pen- 
sioners, and of all existing roenibers of the Pilot service, and of tbelr widows 
atujl orphans Individuals joiniig; the pilot service, after the let of July 1886 
will he paid their allowances of all descripi ions in sonat rupees, their suhscrip- 
ttoDS will be, levied in the aarne rupee, and pensions to themselves and their wi- 
ifUtd bIFh will in like maniicf he paid in sonat rupees.

appointed time as nearly as possible, and the passengers engaged for the first boat, 
will still be the first accommodated, by a substitution of one boat for the other, 
and should it even be more convenient for any passengers, originally engaged 
for the second boat, to proceed by the first one under the above circumstances 
despatched, their claim on account of the name of the boat, in which they en- 
gaged their passage being that ordered for first despatch, will not be recognized, 
to the prejudice of another passenger, and vice versa. 


OF FREIGHT IN GENERAL. 

1st. All Goods intended for shipment on the Government Boats, must be 
tent to the boat office in Church Lane, Calcutta, between the hours of ten and 
four, Sundays, Christmas Day, and Good Friday excepted. 

2nd* Goods will not be received for shipment unless they be addressed to a 
resident at the place at which they are tobe delivered from the Boats. Thediree- 
tiens must be marked on something not liable to be destroyed by vermin, and 
from which it may not easily be obliterated. A direction written on a card, or 
marked with ink on a tin box, would be liable to the above objection. 

3rd. The Seat Office will not be respousible for any damage or loss that 
may be occasioned by accident to the Vesself or other cause whatever ^ not traeeabj^a 
to negligence or mismanagement, , 

4th. All Goods sent to the boat office must be accompanied by a note 
suitable direction for the guidance of the officers of the department. 
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5th« Goods not applied for on board the boat by the consignee, will be 
carried oti and charged with additional freight, unless addressed to the Steam 
Agent, in which case they will be delivered to him. 

It mmt be undeutood, however y that although all persons are at liberty to con^ 
sign their goods to tM Steam Agent of the station at which they are to be landed, 
the Governmeiit is not responsible for such Steam Agent, or for the safety of the 
goods after the delivery of the same to the consignee, or to his order, whether such 
consignee be the Steam Agent or any other person, 

6th. Freight on all packages, excepting tieasure laden in Calcutta, or for 
which tonnage is reserved in Calcutta, and which does not exceed in weight 
3dlbs , or 17^ seeis per cubic foot, will be charged by the cubic foot. 

7th, Packages exceeding thirty- five pounds per cubic foot, or 17^ seers, 
will be charged by the weight.

Rules and Regulations to be observed on hoard the Government 
Accommodation y^Sheh. 

let. The table is provided by the commander of the boat at a cliarge of 3 
rupees per day, for breakfast at ^ pustSj biscuits or bread, or cake, at noon; 
dji nt r at 3, and tea and coffee at 6. Intermediate meals or refreshments must 
be paid tor, agcorditn: to firiies fiKcd and exhibited on the card, whicii is to be 
suspended for ueiieral inrormunon, in a conspicuous part of tbe dining room. 
Every aitiole must be paid for at tiie time of delivery, and the steward is 
strictly proinbited supfilying any article if not paid for at. the time ,* he is pro- 
vided with plenty of small silver change, and with tokens instead of coppers if 
preferred. It is positively prohibited to send any tiling wliatever from, tiie mess 
table to the cabins for children, servants, or invalids, as sueii practices tend only 
to the discomfort of the passengers generally. Ladies or gentlemen prevented 
by indisposition from coming to table, will be suitably provided with refreshinenta 
in their catnns. 

2nd, The servants are required to be always clean^and dressed with their 
turbands. European or Clinstian servants are never permitted to appear 
without their jack* ts and shoes ; they are required to keep their hair cut, and 
are not permitted to wear it long and bushy. Each servant, when attending at 
table, is required to carry a clean napkin in his hand. 

3id. Any negligence or misbehavionr ot the servants is to be represented 
to the purveyor or conductor, who will take the necsssary measures to prevent 
1 recurrence. 

4th. All breakage to be paid for at the time. 

5th. All meals taken away from the public table, will be charged for as 
extra meals, 

6th. The steward is required to exhibit a bill of fare at 10 o’clock, every 
day, to remain suspended in tue diiiinj||rooia. 

7th. In case of any negligence, or other fault respecting the table or wines, 
Icr., It Is requested that the same be represented to the commander, and if not 
remedied or explained, a letter addressed to the comptroller of government 
steam vessels will be attended to, and the cat^se of complaint, if possible, will 
be removed. ^ 

8tli. A mebteris relained on board the vessel for the express purpose diP 
attending to the cteaiiliness of the cabins. 

9th. When the boats are ready to start, after anchoring at any part of 
the river, the only notice given will be the ringing of a bell a quarter of an hour 
previous to starting ; and the commander of the steamboat is strictly prohibi- 
ted waiting fur any person whomsoever. 

tOih. A boat' will be available to take the Hindoo servants on shore, when 
tlie ves)»el anchors lor the night, and to bring them off again. 

Ilrh. No presents are to be ilemanded by the servants, under pain of dU*

Here are some 1 hrisiiun praxes * nd monnnirnts, and 
a large bazar, where milk, cuids, palm fruit, palm 
juice, poultry, kids, rice, and hardware iii a small way, 
are procurable. The l‘,ijropeaii fVir^tois and nati,re 
Nabob reside on the bank, about 2 miles aboie the 
ste mer’s aiicboraire or coni depot. Vessels yt rurally 
stop hr re 4 to 5 hours : it is a very sickly place, owiig 
tojiinulii.

On ritrht bank of the Oaners, 29 * miles above 
Mori'jfhyr, is the lar^e vUlwge of imio* »ijt:iirr.n, with a 
email river that mu'* down Irotn toe lulls. Fowls and 
kids arc procurable liere, tbrougli the ibannudar's ussis* 
lunce, for boat travellers. 

Oo the rnjbt bank of the river, 09 milps above 
Bioogliyr, and 5*1 b low Dinapore, is the In^ae town 
ami mart ot liar, beiiiK a daiotrah station, also a bve 
depot for steamer’s coals. All this hank of the riter, 
for 20 miles below and above, is noted tor pitfgery viN 
Ittffi'S, and saltpetre manuhictories. 

Also on the riebt bunk, 87 miles above Montjliyr, 
or 9 miles below Fatnii station, or rather henkipore, is 
a large oaf ive town, with a rivt r on its upper or western 
eini, that flows from tlie hills, and bus a pucka bridge 
over it : it is a notf d manufactory of table cloths, of Hi.y 
< xlent, pattern, ami texture UiiU maybe ordered. Also 
napkins and towels of all sorts, 

Prttns, and 'he civil stat ion of Bankipore, extends 
about 10 miles aloiia the riaht bunk, 14 miles below 
Diuiipnre ; is noted for opium, gram, and wux-cuudles, 
and i« a very laiee mart, 1700 boats of buriben have 
be#-n counted hiyiotf h^re at one time. It is the residenra 
of a nabob, and being a stidder or civil siatmii. bus a 
commissiooer, a judge, a rnagistiatg, a collector, 
thfir deputy and joint ofticers, a doctor, an opium 
agent, u pogt* master, European assistants and ntlasioa- 
aries. 

The government: establi^hmerts are at Bankipore, 
or the upper extreme of Patna, where there are si-me 
handsome houses, ol-o a very Ur«e and noted granary 
built like a dome, with two flights of steps oiiisidi , to 
ascend to Its top, on which isaiterge circular hole, to ad- 
mit air into the building, and to start grain iutn. It 
has only one door, and was built for a depott case of 
famine. It is B very massive building, and noted for 
its very numerous, clear, undsiroDi; echos, aud at pre* 
feat itjet used as a guard houte, 
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Sfeamprs seldom Rtnp lipre : someiimps not being 
^blt^ to ^pt a miliMir two; pasReni^ers can Ittiol 

Ht tVie lower imuI, and getcklitis nr ba('kcrieR,(a native 
rutelioree eonveycnce) to take them up to Raiikipore, 
or to the inilitary etatinn of Dinaporc, 14 miles rlirttarit, 
by way of a nctvelty or change, when they can inspect 
the granary by the road side. The road is very m-od 
up to the military cantonment. Dcounh farm, is 
north of Patna. On the left bank is the Gunduck 
river from the Nepoul hills, with a Inrue native town 
on its liu'ht hank, and on its left, or castoru bank, is the 
fatntnis Hsjeepore hunealow, and race course. Dnrinof 
its annual large fair which i'^ attended by fieople from 
all parts of India, very guud and cheap nags otte 
pr<M‘uruhle. 

Dinapnrp is a large European ond native military 
etntio t, where the t^liamers put to the bunk liy V p.th- 
tonrnent flugftthff, f(»r 5 or G hours, to take in coals, dis- 
charge and lake in ciiigo, and pa«'»engers ; it is consi- 
dered as two-third of the pa«»sage upweids. It is on the 
riiht bunk of the Ganges, di«itunt from OalenttM, by 
steamer’s route via Hhai'rMtce, ,50fl njiles ; via Shun- 
de* hands 790 mllfs ; and by land OTO.milts. Post takes 
3^ days. Li tter’s ft)r ste.iineis should h nve Calrtitta on 
tlie 10th day after the vessel in the r^ins, and 13ih in 
the day s( as<in. 

Mutton, beef, fiwls, eggs, bread, butter, fruits of va- 
rious kinds, and g-apes in May and June, are pr(*cura- 
hle j table-ploths. towels, napkins, cotton hatid- 

kerdii^fs, also liat.a, rnnsliii otid|cotton cloth shoes, har- 
ness, Patnu sconted wax oundiea, and gram. Ivuropean 
shop keepers are hero also. Here is a steam Hgertf, a 
doctor, and a olergv man. Pla3a are performed oc a- 
piona iy by innateur performers. Auctiona ure some- 
times held here. 

Piissengers for A»rah andTirhoot bind here. 

Four inilea above Dinupoic is tin junction of the 
river Honn. 

Twenty two miiev above Uinspore, on tbe left 
bank, is tiieciiil statitm of t'hupra, tbe eupi'ai f»fS rritn 
district. Here rcsifltMt judge, a inugislrute, a pollec- 
tf»r, a doctor, and a post master. Steameis sehlnni 
touch here even in the r. iua. Passengers f r this plat e 
should arrange to hind above it at Revelguuge, where 
there is a sU^m agent. 

Roveltfiinge, 27' miles by water above Diuapore, 
on the left bank of the river, is a very large grain and 
siiltfiptre mart, and noted for boat-building. An 
annuiil fair is held here. 

tiieurners m'^rely touch to land passengers and a 
few puckages to the steam agent's core. From hence 
11(1 to Ghaz«<epore, the viliia^cre are said to be uncivil 
and dishonest. 

On the left hank, 74 miles above Dinopore, is tbe 
large native village of nhulican, a darogah station, 
notpil for a fnir annually held here, «» also a grain mart. 

This is the ififist dangerous pai t of the Ganges 'for 
quicksands and shitting banks. Tides are very strong 
here \ boats being detiiined from 4 to G weeks, waiting 
for water, aud a favourable breexe.

Eiifbt tniles above Buiar, on the n'ffbtbank of (be 
river^istbe junoiion of the Kurrunnivitsa liver: tlie 
toorh ikf its wttlere is considered fls one ol (he fjn*a(est 
rnisinip.s that cun happen to a Hindoo, as it is snid to 
debar him fiom arimiilance into Hi aren. There Is a 
biidge bmit over it by a rajah. I’Lis part of the coun- 
try is noted for dacoits. 

^ One hunriied find nineteen miles above Dinaprre, 
or 31 miles above Bnxar on the left bank of (he river, 
Is the ('ivil and Military sladon of OliRzeepore, a ^ery 
IiHtidsome place. At its lower end is tho rnins of an rdd 
paloee. The Native town is built on preeipitos. The 
Eiirofh’an inhabitants, consislinvf of (hejudi/e, inn^iH- 
tratre, co'lectors, doctor and opium uuent, &;e. &lc re- 
side on h lei el plain, about the eintre of the sintion, 
the euntonnienfs from the upper pi*i*t,, and tlie Knro- 
pean hospital is at (ho upper extreme, netweeii tho 
civil unit military lines is the chapel and Lord Coin- 
walli ’ tomb. 

This ploce is noted for its opium manufHctory, 
and (government stud establiBliment, where horses 
can bo purchased; as also for its rose water, ottor of 
rose'*, and other perfumed oils; brcHd, butter, eecs, 
f(»wls, mutton, lamb, kid, milk, and sutrar, are pro- 
curable ; also Europe 'ii articles of i’onBumpti»'n, and 
rnillineiy from the European shopkeepers, I is disr 
iHjice from ('iolewttn is, via Bhnprnttie, 027 miles, via 
Soonderbundft 913, and by land 431 mibs. The dawk 
r iiriH in 4 days, and letters for steamers should h'loe 
Oulentta on the day after the eteanacr in the dry 
seasons, and on the 11th day in the rains;— *the ves- 
sel’s pa«8ni!e heinp from 17 to 20 davs. Steami rs re- 
main hero for pusHen^ers, and coal and earjfo at the 
stenm ngeiii’s. Pusseiigers for Goruckpore should 
Irfiid here. 

Tins ia the lower pxlreme of the North Western 
Prinioeea or Aifta Presidency, and is a great place of 
trade. Il is the lowest statif^n for the Agra flat bou»8 
or fioxcs. Kurikcrry banks commence from here up- 
warrla, 

Kiflht miles above Ghazepnre is the dangerous 
kunker reef of Rairic thatstrlkeR across (be river. 

Twenty-three miles above fihuzoeporft is fho^ 
cHor)kt>ore stone ghaut, and temple, noted for the nii- 
pieroiis monkey B that resort here. 

Two rpib'S below rhotkookpore, on the right bank 
of (he river, is n sunken kunkiir rotk, opposite to a 
pa1m-fref,j list below Sanontie. 

Thirty-four miles above Ghflzeepore, by Kucharee 
on the left bank, is a very dlfflcuU and daogofoua 
sunken reef. 

3ijc m les above it is flaidapore a large native 
town.wiili a tehvsceldar and darogah ; and 2 miles 
tthove Baldapore, Is the judctioo id the .Qoomiie rivers 
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that tfoea up fo L^icknoiv, 8nid to .be a very intricate 
and rocky nver, too sltallow f<»r the Hmaiieet boata in 
the dry eeai»<iu. The Gan»ea river, fr<*m above Kn< li* 
iirop reef, pjirHt ftiiidaporo up to the Gooiritir^a dHtance 
iff 0 mih 8, ia a very critical pa^ssa^e wlrii v«riouf»^ bad 
patclii B of kunker rock, on which native boata and 
budjerows split instfintaiioonBly. 

Five milcrt above tiie Goomti<*, is Chandroutie, 
with » white itMuple, Here in mid channel, is a verv 
dainrerom pucka platfonn, on kuukor, with the niina 
of au ol<i tcm[>ie on it, and no passable idiannei on iis 
northwcHt, or Jiuh )re side, and very daoeerona t(>r 
downward bound bouts, us the current sets directly 
on it. • 

Five miles above Ohundrontie ia Biillooa Obsnt 
end feiry on the riiiht bank: tliese banks are formed 
of k anker roi'k. 

Fifty miles above Ghazeepore, or 8 miles above 
Builooii Ghaut, on the right bank of the rivt'r, \'* Kye, 
and its sunken k tinker rei f, scarcely avoidable in 
some dry S(‘US(His From lienee due west over the 
ri>ihii»hank, you will obse'^ve the lieiiures minarets, 
distance 0 miies. 

on the left bank, is considered as the 
mn«it holy city m India, and is certainly one of the 
niosi handsome when viewed from a distance on the 
river, there being such numerous stone glmuts and 
templf^s, some of which cost 17 lakhs of rupees. This 
is the resi<'€nce of soinn of the native princes, pension- 
ers of the Uonotuldo Fust India t'ompany ; hut 
their dwellings are divirled into so irnmy little cham- 
bers, or fd^con Inih’s, that the iiilcrnul part of thcM'ny 
has the appearance of a mass of rneuii huildinus, piled 
up without, any regard to order or appeaianoc, und 
narrow, fill by lanes, instead of streets. There is a 
large inclosed mu', t, called a chouk that opens at 5 
P. wr;, wheie trinket^', toys, bi «H, cloth, coa»9P barfl- 
ware are exnnstnl (or 6nlo. It (.as u largo well in it, 
end Is also a resort for Oritive auciions, rio^e to the 
chouk is the princif’ul al'ey nr iriart for OnidbmlijMS, 
a very fine silk, of \ arious pnltorns, woin by 
as trousers j nl.o Hre caps wiGi tiiiaoUed crowns 
and very elcguot tJiold and silvei embroidery ; also 
s arts %nd tmfran pieces for fancy head drcesis. 
There is likewise a imvelh r’s chouk,*! native inn, uml 
a large Imrse mart, svhere very fi'io h 'lscs, of the 
Toorky, IVrBian, and Cahul bretfi-H are procuTiible, as 
liitih us 8, 10, and 16.000 iiipee«,&nd orcoroni^ht lo re 
by the fruit carriers wlio bfi.ig grapes and pears f:<.m 
those countries. Hci c aie scvi rat luinintorp painters, 
and also venders of miiiiaturrs on ivory, said to be 
likenesses <if diftVn iF native princes, and Ilnur rj-iecns, 
and naiUchcirU; Iruelikmesscs of native servants in 
lpo:;tnrne, tradcsinci and beggars. 

" Delhi jewellery of the heH cold Is hrought on 
board the steamers, by sending for the dealers. Hero 
H also an old obocrvalory, and two very high fuid 
flcUder minarets, owe of which has ablight ine’lna- 
thm ; inivelleis ascending them are expected to give 
the keeper a fee of I rupee, rruiu their tope i« a view

grotifyiiiu u sUht siiould nut be passed over by arty tra- 
veller) Fruviaioiig are procurable^ purtri(ii{('S, quuil, 
anr] wild ducks of sorts aie to be obtained, Steuuieis 
remain at ftaj Ghaut to disebar^^e and take in pack- 
auos, and lo receive coals. TheiMiil and tnililury starioti 
is about 4 miles inUind, direct from Raj Giiaut, wbcie 
reside Ihecomndssioner, the judge, irmgUtrates, collec- 
tors, (be general, Slid all ihe military otlicers of the na- 
tive roi^irnetits italioned here, and some J^uropeaii 
artillery, litre also resides a doctor, a ftost master, 
steam agent coach biiihler, and Europtan sliop-kecpers. 

Letters for sle»jmcrs, or rravtllers, are not for- 
warded tu the vessel or boats, but must be sent fur 
A'bicli is very iricoovenieijt. The city is about 2 mibs 
lung. The nutivLS are \ery uncivil to si runners. 
N«imp»ous fanatics are here, who drown llinnselvcs 
believing that the holy Ouiwa, and the city of tiie most 
holy, ee<'ure8 them eternal happiness. 

Benares is from (’aleulla, via Whagrutlpe 090 
miles, via SunderbuMds 1)84 miles, and by land or duvvk 
route 428 miles. Letters take 4 •1ay'<> Mhungies 7 days. 
Letters forsteamers siiuuld leave (bilcuttu, ihe i2th 
day after the vessel in the rains, and oo the 14ih day 
in the dry season, 

Paiankceiis are procurable here, hut infested wiih 
vile vermin. Travel c rs wishing lo yvisit the station 
of Snrde, should write up from Giiazeepore to any 
friend, or the steam ogent, for a couvijunce to be 
ready at llajghaui fur ihem, on their arrival. 

IlamnBKhof, Lj miles above llenaies, on the right 
hank of the river, is a native palace, the residence of 
the Uajuh of Bcn.ircs. 

8oohunpof»i, l-enorcs, is a native cavalry' station, 
17 miles almve Hci'arr 8, and on the left bunk of tl»a 
river, Steanmrs briny; to here a few minnlcs, on their 
jiassage up or down, ae required, to land and receive 
passengers. It has a UiiKkery <»r rocky point, wiiicli 
is very awkward for native boats, as also for fiteam -rs, 
owing to aurrow ciianmd and stront; currents; it is 
off tile stables, wbi«di are caliod Little ('u)riittti. 

Go the right hunk of tlie river, about 4 miles above 
Soollanpur^’, is a very neut budung place, caib'd Clm- 
nir, wiih a very neat-looking Eoglish churcli, timt 
reminds one of sweet, ‘ tweet home.' U is air invalid 
niiUtary station, aiid hi.> a fo.''tidcuuon, on sn isolated 
rocky liill, which proj(cfs into tlie river, forming a 
very II tsty point to pass in the ruins. Hinduo trndi- 
tioti tells u9,(his fortreaBwas built in (meniuiht by agiunf, 
and is iiupreguable : it counlelely cammands the ri- 
ver, and is used os a phu’u of ronflneincul for state 
prisoners. There are severul detothed rocky hills, or 
stone queries hero, ft is a very sickly place, owing 
to the heat ari.dng from the stone, which caubcs fever 
and spleen. This is a great place for snekes. A lit- 
tle above (he fort is a temple. Tradition states It to 
contain a chest, \rh,ch cannot be opened, unless the 
party opeming It lo$e liie hand — four ihieres having ho 
sufTiired once, in an attempt on It. Very fine bluck 
ftuU red earthenware is pmcUntblc lute, such as wiue 
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coolers, which bfioar filled wiMi water, after the bottle 
18 inserted, and set out In the draft of the hot westerly 
winds, (none other serves the purpr se,) in the shade, 
cools the confined liquor equal to icioL' it. The cool- 
er must be dried daily. Also red sandy water iiotders, 
or suries, which keep water very cool. Rlaok butter* 
pots, with a casing for water, very neatly finitihed, and 
larffe black iloubie urns, to contain bread and keep it 
moist. Here is a steam B^cut ; but steamers seliiura 
stop more than ten minutes. 

fieven miles above Chunnr, on the rifjht bank? of 
the river, is the village of Kutnne, with rocky bottom 
and hard lumps of red earth in the river, a little above 
is a ravine, whfeh is to be avoided by &M boats. a 

Fourteen miles above Chunar, is tlie cfossing ferry 
of the Benares grand road, and of Kitwa tnd Bhud- 
dooiee to Mirzapore. From lienee to the latter p’ ce, Is 
a fine road, distance 7 ^ miles by land, and Ifi miles by 
water. 

Ten miles above the ferry, and 7 miles below Mir- 
aapore, on the left high hank, is Bhajoaii, with a white 
tomb, and a patch of kiinker in the river, on which 
many boats are lost. From iicre the cantonments of 
Mirzapore are visiblw. 

Mirzapore, a military cantonment, Is 2 miles be- 
low the city ; and the civil stu'ion, where the judge’s, 
magistrate's and collector’s ofiices are, is J mile below 
the city. The steamer stops at the agency ghaut, at 
the lower end of the city* This jilace Is noted for a 
cotton mayt, and cotton manufactory ; as likewise shell 
lac, lac dye, iiurdware in a small way. Many boats are 
here, at all seasons. 

The city is very confined and dirty, subject to great 
sickness. There are 2 <ir 3 Hue stone ghiiuts here, and 
some small temples and minarets. Bread, butter, (ggs, 
mutton, lamb, kid, beef, veal and fowls are procurable 
here. Both a military and a civil doctor reside here. 

Mirzapore Is from Calcutta, via Bhagriitfee, 749 miles 
via Sunderbunds, 1036 miles, and by dawk route 455 
miles. The dawk takes 5 da>8, and bhnngy 8 days to 
run Letters for steamers should leave (-alcutta on the 
13th day after her in the rains, and 17 days after her in 
the dry season: the vessels having plenty of cargo to 
discharge* here, are generally detained frooi^ourto 
five hours. 

Four miles above Mirzapore is gindaebun, on the 
right bank, noted as the place of an annual meeting of 
disreputable people who come here to make vows and 
poojahs. 

One mite above Bindachun are the dangerous 
granite rocks of Seebpore. 

Twenty-eight miles above MIrrapore, on the left 
bank of the >iver. Passengers generally land in the 
cold season, and have a walk across the neck of lurid, 
in a W. N. W. direction two miles wide to Taiia, and 
rejoin the steamer again off there ; she having to go a 
detour of 21 miles round the point. 

Two miles above Stttarmaree, is Deegt Hunker 
fipik, with a deep bighU

Allahabad to HirMpore. 


Letchyaffurr&e and its ravine, on the left hank of 
the river, is 22 miles above Deega, noted for its rob- 
bers when it was attached to the Oude territories. 

Sursa is a l<irge cotton mart, on the right bank of 
the liver, and is GO miles above Mirzapore, and 23 
miles be low Allahal^ad, to which place i- a good road. 
This is the station of a European custom's officer. 
There are several pucka houses here, and two very fine 
tanks at the back of i't, and an old mud ftrt. From 
hence, up to Allahabad, the river is very jntiieate and 
shallow. Ironw'ork in a small way can be done for 
boats here. Turkeys and guinea fowls abound. 

Allahabad, is 83 miles above Mirzapore. Its fort is 
the junction of the rivers Jumna and^anges. It has 
ail imposing appearance, when on the river, 7 miles 
below it. The Jumna watets are blue, whilst the 
Ganges are muddy. The steamers put to at the Jumna 
mosque, built by General Kyd, and ^ mile^inside the 
Jumna. The native military cantonments are about 
5 miles inland, and the civilians* and officers* are from 
3 to 4 miles inland. The general and doctor reside in 
the fort, as also the steam agent. State prisoners are 
kept here. Here is nbo a large stone pillar said to have 
been erected by Alexander the Gr^t, to murk his con- 
quest.'.! and a cave full of native stone images, wherein 
is shewn a small ciuiance to a supposed subterraneous 
passage to Benares, but which, in fucr, only extends a 
few feet. (The city is the seat of one of the principal 
nativecourtsofjust.ee the 8udder Dewanny.) It is 
also a great place of worship, and an annual fair is 
held outside the foil on the sands, at point or junc- 
tion. It was formerly the seat ot the residency. Bread, 
butter, eggs, beef, mutton, lamb, kid, fowls, pigeons, 
turkey.s, guiiieii fowls, quail, partridges, leel, wild ducks 
and geese are procurable heie. European shops are 
here and auctions held. About 2 miles from the 
ghaut is the chouk, or market, where all sorts of cloth 
European and native, are procurable. Shawlmer. board 
the steamers, if sent for, with all sorts of Cashmere 
shawls, waistcoating, caps, gloves, socks, and Affgha- 
iiistan Woollen clulin- ; as also Delhi jewellers and ma- 
nufacturers of cotton ; carpeting of various patterns — 
showy on rooms, and rather durable.

If the letter or packet 
received for despatch he post paid or hearing postage, the amount ot postage so 
paid or due, must be entcied in writing on the face of the siAinp, after the woid 
jaid” OI “ bearing” as the case may be.*

Whenever the packets of the Royal 
British Navy, charged with the corres- 
pondence from the East Indies, for 
tireat Britain shall touch ai Marseil- 
les, or at any other French' port in the 
Mediterranean, they shall be consider- 
ed and received in those ports as ves- 
sels of war: shall be exempt from 
all dues of nuNigation and port 
charges; and shall enjoy therein ell 
the honours and privileges accorded 
by the convention of the 14th June, 
1833, to the vess^els of the two states 
employed in the conveyance of the 
correspoudcncG between Dover and 
Calais. 

The same immunities, honours, and 
privileges are secured to the packets of 
the royal French navy in the parts of 
the Mediterranean subject to the doml- 
itiuu of her Britaiiuic majesty.

—when, after previous advertisement in the Government Oa^citej they niU^t 
be suid on the wimif and pay duty on gross amount sales,

No arms nor military stores to be imported without the special sanotlon of 
Government. 

No claim for drawhnf?l< shall he admitted, nnlesa the poods have been 
repulMrly passed, and duly efitered in sworn export inani fest j nor in any case 
for goods shipped, afier tlie issue of port clearance. 

No Pilot shall allow any poods to be taken on board a vessel which has Ob'-

An Art for equalizing the Duties on Goods imported and exported on Foreign 
and British Bottoms, and for abolishing duties on goods carried from 
Port to Port m the Territories subject to the Government of the Mast 
India Company. 

I. 'It is hereby enacted, that from and after the Twenty^fifth day of 
Blareh 1P48, all Goods imported on foreijrn Bottoms by Sea into any Port of 
the Presidencies of Fort William in Ben^'al, Fort St. (iieorge, or Bnmbay,

DISSENTERS' BURIAL. 

The following is an extract ftom an official communication to the Military 
Boards dated the SeptemheT^f 1848. 

It should ho disrincily underntond that it is not optional with the CIer« 
gyman to give or wirlihobl the key of the Burial ground, which must be opened 
whenever it in required for purposes of interment by Europeans or Christians, 
of whatever sect or detiomioulion. 

The Lord Bishop ha^ also been informed, that in respect to ground which 
has been coiiHecrated by him, or gionnd «hich may be set apart hereafter at a 
station, for tiie purpose of burial, :t U desirable that a sufficient portion should 
be reserved for the use of Dissenters.**

allowing for a halt no the Sabbuth ; provided, however, that the allowance drawn 
on this account shall in no case exceed 200 rupees per mensem. The bills 
this allowance are to be authenticated by a copy of the order or authority under 
which tlie visit has been made, and by a declaration on the partof|the chaplain, 
that the journey has been performed, without which documents the civil aadi- 
tor is prohibited from passing the charges. 

eraUutu Court of ^inall orauors. 

Whereas by act No. IX. of 1650, entitled an act, for the more easy ^ 
recovery of debts and demands in Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, it is,

** The judges of each court holden under this act, subject to the approval

Third,— That it being highly desirable not to recognize any principle of 
exclusion, all persons oii'ai:ed or interested in the (/ommorco or Shipping rtf 
Bengal, shall, upon payment of the Subscripti n and on sigua^tre of the Riiles 
and Regulations, bo adiiiissibfe as Members in the manner hereinaf er describ- 
ed.

CALCUTTA TRADE ASSOCIATION. 


REGULATIONS. 

I. Thai this association be denominated. "Tiie Calcutta Trade Association.*' 

II. That it do consist of an unlimited number of merchants, tradesniHn, 
artists and others, wiio nisy be disposed to aid in the accomplishment of the 
ebjects of the association. 

III. That the obji'Cts of this association be 

1. To encourage the general adoption of the system of ready*raoney*pay- 
mctlls, which prevails in all other pans of the world, and which enables tradesmen 
to sell at lower rates than those of Calcutta can afford to do, from the prevalence 
of the ruinous system of Indiscriminate credit whi) )i has obtained for ma»y years, to 
tiW serious injury of the tradesmen, and the roHnifegt di^ ' (Ivuntage of the puidic. 

3. To define the terms of credit, when credit is allowed, and to prescribe 
measure calculated to ensure payment, and guard against future loss when the 
terms of credit are vioialed. 

3 Toencouragt' friendly communication amongst persons engaged in business 
in Calcutta, especially on subjects involvi.ig their common interests; an object 
which appears to have been hitherto neglected. 

IV. The officers of the trade association are the master, past masters, senior 
warden, jtltifior warden, treasurer, secretary, suditors. «ounsel and solicitor. 

V. The lAaster to bt^ eiecteil from the past masters and those members who 

haveaissfrvcd ttr may be serving the offices of wardens. All other office bearers, 
td he fWltti the inerahers generally. 

\ ! VL Th« election of master, wardens and treasurer to take place by ballot 
anikisaliKii B epeciel nieeting TO he convened lor the purpose, on the second 
$attirdi&!^4'December. All other officers, when once elected or appointed lo 
tiW ittw t^tilil removed by death, resignation, or vote of the associaiion. 

. . No tneinber shaU continue in the office of master or warden for more 

han two ilears in saccessio but he may be again elected after he has been out 
of ofiS6O.0nfj 
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VI n. The cnminittee of miinB^^roent, re consist of tw«>]ve meitkbem in 
afliJitioM to the office bearers, and ffve to be considered a quorum. 

1X- Pour members of ttie committee shall go out annually by rotation, and 
the master shall nominate fon', which, with any candidate proposed by a mem* 
ber, stiall be baiiotted for their stead. 

X. Any member of the committee being obliged to leave Calcutta fpom 
sickitess or otherwise, on intimating the same to the master In writing, the master 
sIihII, if required, nominate another member from the body of the association to 
take Ins place during his absence. 

Xi The committee of management shall meet every Saturday morning for 
the despatch of business, their decisions being subject to the approval of the 
members at the succeeding quarterly meeting. 

X[l. The general quarterly meetings of the association to take place the 
second Saturday* in January, April, July, and October. 

XIII. The master shall preside at all meetings o% in his absence, the im« 
mediate past master, in the absence of tlie immediate past master, the oldest 
past muster present, shall take the chair. 

XiV. The master, or, in his absence, the senior warden, has right and an* 
tliority of assembling a special general meeting; the cause of such ineeiing to be 
declared in the summons, and no othe^business to be entered upon. 

XV. Special generul meetings may also be culled on a requisition to that 
effect, wigned by five members and specifying the object of the proposed meeting, 

XVI. In any case where the votes are equal, the second or casting vote of 
Die chair to decide. 

XVII. -The master, past master and wardens in office, are to be the repre- 
scntativesof the flssocialioii, and iieing supposed to speak the sentiments of the 
iiieful>ers, or a majority of them, or bound to act upon such resolutions as may be 
passed in committee, or at general tneetings duly assembled.

XXVI. Any member intending (0 leave Calcutta for a considerable length 
of time, but to return within two years shall not be subject to montiily subscription 
during his abB«*nce, and may, if he wishes he re admitted to the association 
without nayingthe usual donation, provided that, previous to going away, be hat 
duly intimated his intention to the Secretary in writing. 

XXVtf, In case of the death, sickness, or absence from Calcutta of the 
iubserbing partner of any firm, another member of that firm, or other person 
employed hy It, shall be allowed on oontinul ig to pay the monthly subscription^ 
to take his place in the associa* ion, provided be duly intimates intention of ao 
doing in writing to the Secretary.

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REGULATIONS OF THB BENGAL MILITARY FUND;, 

EsTABLIBBEP IST NoVEMBEn, 1824* 

Corrected to 1st January, 1853. 

SECTION I. 


Admission of Subscribers. 

Art. !• The following description of persons, and they alone, are eligible 
to he sul^seritaers to the Bengal Military Fund 

1st Officers or. cadets in the military seivice of the honorable company 
under the presidency of Fort William. 

2d. Chaplains of the Bengal e>;tab1ishment. 

3rd. 0'i*rer8 of the TV^ngal medical establishment, and veterinary surgeons. 

4th* Officers of th<yBe» gal estahlishm'mt, on the retired list. 

Art. 2. liulividums of the de'seriptions enumerated in the Ist article, 
who entered the se vice previous to the 30th August 1826, and who hitherto 
have^ot becorde subscribers, shall only he admissible on the following con- 


ditions:— 

1st That the application for admission be accompanied hy the certificate 
of two surgeons, that the person desiring to subscribe is then, to the best of their 
knowledge, in good health. This certificate being confirmed by the declaration 
lo the same effect, from the person so applying to be admitted. Applications 
from officprs being also accompanied by a certificate of their marraige, 

and intimation of the ^{^orrect age of the parties. 

2d, That donation and arrears of suhscrip'ion, according to the rank at the 
time of admission, he paid with compound interest qn those sums accimiblated, 
half yeaily at the rate of eight per cent, per annum. The arrears to commence 
from the date of the institution of the fund, or from the entrance of the persoiv 
into the s-rvice, If subsequent to the institution of the same, and prior to 30th 
August 1826. If the arrears are paid by instalm'uts (which are not to exceed 
I welve moiithlv payments from the date of admission) interest at 8 per cent, 
per annum to he charged mi all intermediaie balances. 

^ Art. 3. A subscriber withdrawing from the fund, forfeits, ipso facto, all 
claims to its b nefits, as also the amount of his donation and subscription, and all 
other sums which he may have paid up to the period of liU secession.

Art. 48, As soon as new rules are made out, one copy shall be sCut to 
all othceis cotunanding stations and posts for ofhcial record and the roles shall 
be corrected and published aiiiiually in the Army List piloted at the Oiphau 
Press, the dates \\hen each was passed or altered, being noted in the margin. 

N, B. In general it may he mentioned that wheic no particular dates Afe 
referred to, the rules have rot been altered since the establishment of the fund. 


Notice.— As subscribers falling into arrears often request exemption from 
the penalties prescribed by the regulations, on the plea o^ i.norance of the rules, 
or of no demand having been made by the Secretary, the Diiectors notify that 
they do not admit either of these icasons as sufficient to entitle a subf,c«iber to 
the excMUption called for, and that eveiy penalty inemred by non payment of 
Donations and Subscriptions must iuvaiiably and strictly be enforced, as preticribed 
b} (he rules of the Institution. The Secretary will (onUnue to give notice when 
arrears are due, in ail cases when they come to his knowledge, but every subsoiber 
should protect his own iritete&ts, and see that liis Subscriptions and Donjtions are 
r/?gularly deducted by his paymaster, and immediately rectify any errors or oinU- 
sions of that funciionary.

liegulntions of a General Military Fund, for the benefit of widows and 
children qf deceased officers, in Her Majesty's Service in India^ established in 1820, 
and revised in 1827 ; and Rules 21 and 22 added in 1845. 

Under the protection and countenance of the Mosl Noble the Marquess of 
Hastings, commandcr-in-chief in India, the above named fund was established 
in the year 1820, for tlie purpose of sending home, in comfort and respectability, 
the families of ilereabed officcis in hei majesty’s legiments, serving in India, who 
may have been left destitute ; and of preventing the painful and degrading 
practioe of appealing to the public for subscriplion8''t)n such occasions ; and also 
ol providing relief in such cases as may uquiic it, ui^il they can be conveniently 
sent home. 

It hiving since been found advisable to make some alterations in the rules 
and rejiulalions then established, the following revised regulations, passed with 
the general consent of the officeis of the army, have been approved of by his 
excellency the right honorable Viscount Comhermcie, commander-jn-chief in 
India, who has been pleased tr become pation to the institution. 

Ilia Excellency ?ir Hugh Gough, Hart. O. B., commander^in-chief in 
India, with reference to several case«i, arising ont of the death* of officers on ths 
voyage from India to England, leaving their widows and children in ciicumstancee 
of great distress, and with adveitence also to the manifest justice of aliowin|pltIt 
widows and children of offuers, being subscribers to the fund, wlio may die at the 
Cape of Good Hope, the Mauritius, or New South Walis, the benefits of the 
Military Fund, directed Rule 21 — to be proposed for the consideration of the 
whole body of subsciibcrs, and it having been cairied by tbe voles of 227 mem- 
bers, with a minoiity only of 35, the Rule is accuulingly ’rendeted permanent, 
togethci with Rule 22, proposed at the same time, whiclr was voted for by 233 
membets, and a minority of 29.

ried officers will have a claim on the Fund their subscriptions should then be 
augmented. As an officer ceases to be a subscriber on leaving India, ail claims 
on the Fund must in like manner cease from the same period ; but an officer 
going to Sea for the benefit Sf his healih, being entitled to his company’s allow- 
ances, will be conside'^ed as a subscriber during his absence. 

21st.— That all widows of officers, who were subscribers to the Fund, shall ba 
entitled to the amount granted to all widows and children, for pas sage money to En- 
gland, if their husbands die on their passage to England, or during their absence 
on sick certificate, at the Cape of Good Hope, the Mauritius, or N cw South Wales. 

22d. — That no special grants, in cases of great distress, (no t provided for in 
the regulations of the Fund) shall be passed by tlie General Commitree in Cal- 
cutta, or the sub-committee at Madras or Bombay, without the sanction on the 
Majority of Subscribers ; whichsanction i^ to be declared in the General Abstiact 
of account, published annually for the information of subscribers.

I have read the rules of the Benffnl Merlioal Retiring Fund, the same 
being eontainedjn the Deed of 10th October, 1830; and it seems clear, that 
the Annuity Is hoi in the nature of ti peiisicm or voUintury grant, but that it ia 
u bi'tieht which the retiring officer actually purciiases, and ^ur which (in 
cases) he could proceed by suits at law or in equity. This distin- 
guishes the case from OibHoii vs the Hast India Company, 5 Bmgh. N. C. 262, 
where, the C«mrt of Conimon Pleas in England lield, that the pension of a 
Ittiilrnry Officer of the Company does not ui>on his bankruptcy pass to hia 
Assigh^a. 1 am of opinion therefore that Mr. F. H. Brett's r ght, title and 
interest In the Annuity of £300 a year, to which he is entitled from the Bengal 
Idedical Rertrittg Fund, I>as8 wholly to his Assignee Mr. Belcher. The Sf*cre- 
tary of tlie Fund, or the London Agents, therefore will be jnsiifled in making 
the payments heitceforlh|p8 they accrue, direct to the Assianec, for the time 
b^ing. The only precaution necessary to beobseried is to take a rtceipt from 
the Assignee aa such.

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REGULATIONS REGARDING ADMISSION^ 


(154,) No cliild po-sessed of property ia admitted, but on the condition of 
the total amount o^ such propeity being (in all piacUcablo casea) loc{gad for its 
jUte and benedt in the Society’s Fund?. 


(I!U|^ Children born prior to the entrance of their fathers into the ser- 
yice, or After the discontinuance, of their subscriptions, are not admissible^ ex* 
cept (in the former case) if the parent has paid his subsciiptioH from the date of 
)iis eldest child’s birth, together with interest at 8 per cent, on such subscription. 


(158.) TJie chi'dren of ofllcers retired from the service are not admissible, 
unless the father have continued his subsciiptions after the, period of hU romoval 
from the effective stretigtl^of the army. 

(159.) No child of a subscriber, of whatever rank is admissible, unless the 
lather have continued to contribute to the fund, to the period of his decease; or, 
in other words, any Memhe» of the Society, who, after promotion to the rank 
of lieutenant colonel, or fiom any other cause, ceases to subsciibe forfeits all 
claim on the institution. 


(160.) Applications for admission to the benefits of the institution are 
made by the trustees or guardians of the orpiian, to the geners^I management, 
either directly through their secretary, or intermediately through the station 
Committees, 

(161.) In these applications, the sex, age, and names of the orphans arf 
notified ; together with notice of their Baptism and vaccination. 

(162.) The guardians, or Trustees of all orphans making application for 
their admission on the foundation, are required to make an affidavit befo>‘e a 
justice of the peace, or before the commanding officer of the station, or detach > 
ineut, where there is no justice of the peace, touching the t rue amount and va- 
lue of the monies,, and estate which they hold in trust for such orphans; to the 
end that tiie management, besides being satisfied that the children are preper 
objects for the institution, may be enabled to take steps for receiving on deposit 
the property belonging to them ; and to judge what assistance they will need from 
the society, when, their education being completed, the period shall arrive for 
, settling them in iJie world, i^uch affidavit is transmitted to the management, 
along with the application for admission.

(165.) . With a view of affording to the general management the most cor- 
rect information possible, on all points affecting the interest of those children 
who may be offered to their guardianship, executors and others, making appli- 
cation |ri behalf of orphans, are required, besides furnishing the customary affi- 
davit, to give the fullest account they may be able to procure, respecting the 
eidateof the deceased, and its disposition by Will ; and to make an unreserved 
communicatioii of testamentary and all other documents of which the nature 
of the specific cases may admit; and the management reserve to themselves the 
eritWe right, icmiveyed by th<ir original constitution, of rejecting orphans Ign-

(W.) When in the will of any subscriber, pah only of his children pre 
ovdmed ftur, wbUiSt others are excluded by name, or otherwise not noticed in its 
the grisiag manifestly out of the iatentlon of the tes^^or^ 
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such exclusion ar omission is considered to invalidate the claims of all the sub- 
scriber’s children to the benehts of the institution. 

(167.) This rule holds where the property bequeathed is only in expec- 
tancy : the will or intention of the patents being sufticieiit to exclude orphans so 
situated. 

(168.) In like manner, all cases of capiicious or unequal provision, which 
by favoring the mother in preference to the children, or one child in preference 
to another, appear calcutated to throw' all, or any part, of a Subsctiber’s Family 
on the Fund, are coiisideied to invalidate the claims of all* 

(169 ) Any Provision by will, or settlement for the Widow of a Subscriber, 
greater than three-fit'ihs (3-5ths) of the property to 1 3 devised, where there is 
only one child; of onc-half (^) where iheie are tw^, and of one-third (l-Ild) 
where there is any greater number of chidren than two: the remainder being 
considered to be the property of the child, or (in equal ptopoitions) of the cUiU 
dren : is considered unequal agieeahly to the two foregoing articles, and to 
invalidate the claims of the childien accordingly* 

(170.) Provided always, that a provision for the Widow, to the amount of 
12,000 ( o.’s Rs. (Company’s Rupees Twelve Thousand,) independeriily of any 
claim she may have on the Military Fund,orLoid Clive’s Fund, shall not beheld 
to invalidate the claims of the child or children ; ahhoiigh such sum maybe more 
than three-fifths,. (3-5ths) one-half(^ ) or one-third (1-3(1) of the property devised. 
The Widow may likewise possess a further sum of 12,< O') Co.’s Ils. if derived 
from other sources tlian property left by her Husband, as from her own Parents, 
Father, Brother, &c or the Subscription of her Fiieiuls; and in case that 
less tlian 12,000 Us should be left by her hushaiid, such sum as slmll not ex- 
ceed in all the amount of 24,000 Co*s Us. without the claim of the Orphan^ 
upon the Fund bping thereby aftccted.

(172.) No child of any subscriber dying intestate is admitted, if on en- 
quiry there appeaps to have been (after payment of lawful debts and adequate 
provision of the motl'er,) property remaiuliit/ to the es’ ate, equal to making 9 
pi»ovision for, and which niiglii have been bequeathed to, such child. 

(177.) In similar cases, if any property fall to the child, whilst under th$ 
aociety’s protection, such property must in all pfacticable cases be immediately 
placed iu the Funds of the institution* 


(STIPENDS OP ORPHANS IN INDIA^

, (19C.) The allowance made for each child remajmng under the cape ol 

Us mother or guardian, is Co,^s Ruyees 20 per month, whilst the child i| 
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the age of five years ; and 16 Rupees only after it has passed its 6fth year, un- 
less the consent of the general management has been obtained to its remaining 
u’ith its mother or guardian when 35 Co.’s Rupees per mensem shall be tiie es- 
tablished allowance. 


STIPENDS OF ORPHANS IN ENGLAND. 

(235.) The regular sums allowed for the maintenance, clothing and edu- 
cation of wards of the int>tituiiou, resigned to the imiuediate care of their rela- 
tions, Ouardiuns, or Trusieesln England, (all charges of whatever nature being 
included in stich ailowance,) are fixed at tlie following scale; vizt, for all girls 
and boys indiserim nately wiA.Vr six years of age £ 30 per annum ; for all boys 
above that age 40 and fur all girls £ 45 per annum to the end of their 17lh 
yoar in the case of Boys, and of their 18th iu the case of Qirls. 


PASSAGE MONEY. 

(225 ) The passage money of children allowed to proceed to England is 
paid by the society in Bengal, mid t'o.’s Rs. 600 allowed on tliis head, wheiethere 
is only one child, and Co.’s Hs. 500 fur each child, where there are two childien 
and I o.’s lis. -150 for each child, where there are three or more children. The 
amount of such passage ineney is p.tidmnder the authority of the genera! nm- 
f^agement by tlie ireasu'er to the .society, and a receipt for the same taken fiotn 
the muthet or guar4lan of the child. 


ORPHANS RETURNING TO INDIA. 

(255.) On the friends of any female w'ard engaging to the society to re- 
ceive and take charge of her upon her arrival in India, the agent in London 
niay, at his discretion, authorize such yorng lady to return in which case a sum 
equal to Co.’s Rs. l,.50O is paid by the agent towards her outfit and passaure 
money, the society be ng thenceforth exonerated from all further demands. In 
such cases, (he agent is directed to take the proper precautionary measures Re- 
garding the charge of the young ladies during the vo}age, and to pay the ut- 
most attention to this point. 

(256.) .Female orphans, however, coming out to India with the consent 
of the general inanagement, or the agent in London, at their own expence, ane 
still considered as being upon the foundation, and entitled to ali tfie Rights and 
privileges enjoyed by persons of the same description who have never left India.

The benefits of the school are extended to the legitimate children of 
European non-commissioned officers and private Soldiers,, belonging to the Hon’ble 
Company’s Bengal establishment; to the destitute orphans of warren t officers, 
Conductors, Sub-Conductors, titling masters, &c., and the legitimate childtcn of 
Drummers atid Fifers, provided they are the offspring of -girls brongla not 
less than four years in the Oiphan School, or of soldiers wives receiving' tlfe“* 
usual subsistence granted by government 

43. The children of such Non-Commissioned officers and privates are 
entitled to receive the bounty of the Honorable Company, from the time of titeir 
birth until they complete their fourteenth year. 

41. This bounty consists in an allowance of Co.^ Rs. 3. per mensem, autho- 
rized to be drawn for eacli child eniollcd previously to the 1st of Jannaiy 1841, 
and ' o.’s Rs. 2-8, for those enrolled subsequently to that date, under the name 
of subsistence allowance. 

53. Tlie regulated subsistence allowance for children residing with their 
parents or Guardians, is drawn direct fioin station Secreiaiies by otiiceis drawing 
tite pay, or having inimcdiute Jiaige or command of parents or guaicliuns of 
children respectively. 

54. These allowances are to be drawn monthly in separate ab.stracts, ac- 
companied by Review Rolls, duly certified and autlicnticated. 

117. The children, of non-commissi^ed officers and soldiers of Her Ma- 
jesly’s service dying in India are entitled to the benefits of tlie instilntion, and to 
lie received into the school in tlie same manner as tlie Orpimns of non-commis- 
sioned officers and soMiers in the Hon’ble Company’s Service; bu the children 
of con-commissioned officers and soldiers of Her Majesty’s service whose father# 
are living are not admitted. 

N. B. — This allowance is strictly limited to legitimate children.—

Tlie first five Tables are for the use of the Civil servants of the Comparry, 
of merchants, clergsmcn and others, who are not liable to the same exposure 
to the Injurious efiects of the climate and other risks, to which military 
officers are subjected. 

Table I contains the retes Lt Assurances on the lives of such persons 
for akouT TBUMS. varying from one to seven yrars. 

Table II contains the rates for Assurances on the lives of such persons 
for the WHOLE tekm; of life, at an equal katb of prerniuq^ payable 
annually during life. 

Table III eleo contains the rotes of premium for Assurances on the lives 
of sneb persons, for the whole tbhm of life; but the Table has been 
nusietrueted on a plan, which has recently been introduced into the i ractice 
bf LlAt Assurance in Great Britain, which has been attended with great sue- 
COBS, and has met with the decided approval of Policy-holders, it is tube 
according to this Table, wluUt the sum assured Is to become 
At thti death of the P'lriy, whenever that event way happen } tlie 
P'jItBjpilJfable! by the assut^d during the fii^t seven years, does not materially 
rbte« which would be charged for an Assurance fur the term of 
jfmrs onip ; whilst the policy does not become forfeited at the end of 
UU fBven years, bat m y be continued by the payment of an increased rate 
dating jthe second seven years; and after fourteen years, by the 
^yinent 6f a still further Ineteased premium, during the remainder of Hfe. 
TO a jPdtson who is desirous of efibeting an Assurance which Is not to become 
at the end of any specified period^ and who is at Ihe eame time desirous 
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of attaining his object with the least possible present outlay, this Table is 
peculiarly suitable; and will, it is expected, become as popular and as exten- 
sively resorted to in India, as it has been in England. Its advantages will 
at once become obvious, by comparing together the examples annexed to 
Tables 11. and III. ^ 

Table IV. has been constructpd for the use of Civilians and others, ntfl 
exposed to military lisks, who may be desirous of efi^ectlng Assurances on 
their own liven, for the benefit of other persons; for Instance, when a hug- 
band may wish to effect en Assurance, to be paid at his death to a 
daughter, relative or other person, in the event of such person surviving him. 
The 'i'ab'e of course contaitis the premiums only for the ages therein men-* 
tinned ; but the rates for other ages may be ascertained by application to the 
Company’s Agents. 

Table V. has been constructed for the use i4 Civilians and others, not 
exposed to military risk^, with oxtrome care and attention, and is, in the 
opinion of the Directors, likely to prove highly advantageous to all parties 
who muy resort to It. Unlike the Tables before mentioned, which are com- 
puted lor cases where the benefit is to be enjoyed by others after the death 
of the a8<iured ; this Table Is adapted to the cases of such parties as may be 
desirous of securing a provioion for tlieir own use, in a more advanced period 
of life. For instance, when a person engaged in the Civil service of the 
Company, may wish to increase the pens on to which he would become 
entitled after a given period of servicOt this Table exhibits the means of 
attaining his object at a very moderate expense. Its use and advantages may 
be at once seen by reference to the Examples annexed. It is, however, neces- 
sary to notice one point in reference to this Table. The 3d Example gives 
the rate of premium to be paid during ixoenty yea s' continued residence in 
IndiUt for an Annuity of 1000 Rupees, or an equivalent amount in British 
money, to commence at the end o such term. Now, in the event of any 
portion of this term being passed in Europe, the twenty years after the expi- 
ration of which tlie Annuity would become payable, if the parly were resident 
during the whole lime in India, must necessarily be extended, not for the 
whole period of time passed in Europe, but for the half of such period only. 
Tile Annual premium, however, would, in every case, cease at the expirailon 
of tlie twenty years. If, for instance, the party were to remain six years in 
England, and then return to India, the Annuity would not become payable 
until after twenty-three years, although the Annual premium would cease at 
the end of twenty years. 

The Tables VI., VII , Vfll., IX. and X., are for the use of Officers in 
the Army and Navy, and others exposed to military risks. They are precisely 
analogous to Tables 1., II., 111., IV. and V.; and the same obsemtions 
will apply to them respectively. 

In cases where Assurances are to be effected on the lives of persons 
exposed in nn fq al or nearly equal degree to the effects of the climate, as 
Military Officers, but not liable to be killed in action, a rate of premium 
will be charged according to the nature of each particular ra e. it will, 
however, somewhat exceed the rate for Civilians, bur will be less than the 
rate for Military officers. The premium for every such case may be ascer- 
tained by application to the Agent. , 

When the pariy resides in, or is about to visit any particularly unhealthy 
part of India, or is afflicted with gout, hernia, or any slight chronic dl^Sse, 
nit attended with immediate danger, such additional rate (to be ascertflhed 
by application to the Agent,) will be charged as the circumstances of the 
case may require. 

No addition to the premium will in any case be made for sea-rii^k, in 
passing from any one part of India (including Ceylon,) to another ; or in 
passing to or from the Cape of Good UopOi or England, either by the. Oyer- 
land or Sea-rottte« ;f

4. Upon all pecuniary questions, and quasti'^ns relating to proprietary 
rights, each proprietor is entitled to one vote f(«r every share hold by him. 
Vpon all questions* v\ hieh are not pecuniary or refbtiMi; to proprietary i‘i^ht», 
each subscriber of the 1st clu&s and of one year's standing has one vote. 

MANAQ 

5. The management of the Library is entrusted to a Committee of three 
Curators, chosen yearly by tlio proprietors and aiib>cribers of alt cl issss, 
and eai'h Cuiator by virtue oi his office is entitled to a vote on pecuniary 
questions and questions relating to proprietary rigbis wheliier he himself is a 
proprietor or not.
